A  message  from  the  Governor,  by  J.  Mack  Tanner,  Private  Secre- 
tary: 

Mr.  Speaker:— I  am  directed  by  the  Governor  to  lay  before  the  House  of 
Representatives  his  biennial  messafife  to  the  Leinslatnre : 

State  of  Illinois,  Exboutivb  Dbpabthent, 

Springfield,  January  9,  1901. 

Gentleh&n  of  the  Fobtt-Seoond  General  Assemblt  of  Illinois:— It 
is  with  pride,  bom  of  the  consciousness  of  duty  well  performed,  that  the  State 
administration  of  the  past  four  years  accounts  to  yon  for  its  stewardship,  in 
this,  my  last  message  as  Governor  of  Illinois.  I  am  proud  in  the  belief  that 
the  condition  of  Ilhnois*  l^overnment  today  reflects  the  honesty,  ability  and 
business  sagacity  of  the  men  who  have  administered  its  affairs  during  my 
term  of  office,  and  in  happy  contrast  with  the  pligrht  in  which  they  received 
it.  The  Augean  stable  of  Democratic  occupancy  has  been  cleansed,  and  not 
in  a  generation  have  the  iiniardians  of  the  State  been  called  upon  to  perform 
so  herculean  a  task. 

You  are  acquainted  with  the  details  of  the  last  administration's  thievery  and 
incompetency.  Tou  are  acquainted  with  the  conditions  at  the  close  of  that 
administration — above  $900,()00  of  public  funds  stolen  by  State  officers,  -the 
State  treasury  depleted,  the  records  and  accounts  of  every  department  and  in- 
stitution of  State  m  chaos,  and  the  public  thieves  unpunisned.  It  has  been  my 
duty  to  bring:  order  out  ot  confusion ;  to  punish  the  rascally  servants  of  my 
predecessor;  to  pay  the  debts  and  stealings  of  his  administration,  and  to  re- 
plenish the  public  treasury  for  my  successor.  That  all  this  has  been  done  the 
record  shows.  But  the  credit  is  not  mine  alone.  The  thanks  of  Illinois  are 
due  in  great  measure  to  those  men  in  charge  of  the  departments  and  institu- 
tions of  State,  who  have  done  their  duty  as  much  through  love  of  right  as 
loyalty  to  their  chief. 

A  brief  review  of  the  finances  of  the  State  during  the  past  eight  years 
shows  that  when  the  last  administration  came  in,  January  10, 1893,  there  was 
a  cash  balance  in  the  revenue  fund,  in  round  numbers,  of  $2,700,000,  with 
which  to  pa^  undrawn  appropriations  of  $1,600,000,  and  at  the  beginning  of 
the  next  leerislative  year,  July  1,  1893,  there  was  a  surplus  or  working  oal- 
ance  of  $1,000,000.  When  the  present  administration  came  in,  January  12, 
1897,  there  was  a  net  cash  balance  in  the  revenue  fund  of  $160,000  with  which 
to  pay  undrawn  appropriations  of  $2,000,000,  and  at  the  beginning  of  the 
next  legislative  year,  July  1,  1897,  there  was  a  deficit  in  the  treasury  of 
$2,000,000.  January  1,  1901,  there  was  a  balance  in  the  treasury  of  $1,838,- 
058.85,  with  which  to  pay  undrawn  appropriations  of  $2,831,584.86.  Estimates 
of  the  treasury  receipts,  including  the  tax  levy  of  1900,  show  that  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  next  leerislative  year,  July  1,  1901,  there  will  be  in  the  treas- 
ury $2,700,000,  with  which  to  pay  the  first  year's  appropriations  of  the  present 
Assembly,  which  are  then  due  under  the  law.     The  two  General  Assemblies 
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dorinic  tb«  past  administratioa  approptiated  $19,000,000,  and  the  four  tax 
levies  of  1693-4-fi  and  6  produced  tl3,0m,000  reveDae.  The  two  Oeneral  Aa- 
semblies.  durins  the  Tanner  admiQietration  appropriated  $23,500,000,  and  the 
fonr  tax  levies  of  1807-8-0  and  1900  produced  917,^,000.      This  excess  of  sp- 


While  six  nF  the  old  inBtitution? — those  (or  tbe  Blind,  the  Deat  and 

Dnmb,  tbe  Southern  and  Central  Insane  Hospitals  and  the  two  penitentiaries 
—repaired  less  fnads  for  maintenance  by  9394,000,  the  seven  new  institutions 
nqoired  $1,393,000  moro  appropriations  under  Tanner  than  under  AltKeld. 
liieite  new  institutions  are  ihe  Western  Insane  Hospital,  the  Asjium  for  In- 
enrable  Insane,  the  Soldiers'  Widows'  Home,  the  Eastern  and  Northern  Nor- 
mal iichoolB.  the  Home  for  Juvenile  Ufienders  and  tbe  Industrial  Home  for 
(be  Bliod.  In  creating  these  institutions,  Che  Altgeld  adminigtration  appro- 
priatod  $5S3,850,  and  in  buildine,  finishing  and  maintaining;  them  the  Tanner 
mdmimst ration  appropriated  $1,393,358.  Durin^r  the  last  four  years  there  were 
excess  appropriatious  over  the  preeedine  four  years  on  account  of  the  Na- 
tional Oaard,  of  $982,000,  occasioned  oy  war,  of  whiah  sum  more  than 
$300,000  has  been  returned  to  the  State  by  the  national  (rovernment.  The 
Slate  Belormatory's  growth  required  an  excess  of  $496,000;  tbe  Institution  for 
Feeble  Minded  Children,  $426,000i  the  University  $348,000;  the  iiotdiers'  and 
Sailors'  Home,  $155,000;  the  Eastern  Insane  Hospital,  $111,000;  the  Northern 
Insane  Hospital  $£^,300.  The  enlargement  of  the  judiciary,  the  deficit  in 
the  accoanta  of  nearly  every  department  of  State,  and  the  enforced  loan  of 
IZ70,000  in  the  revenue  fund  larfjeiy  accounts  for  the  balance  of  the  excess. 

The  revenue  created  by  tbe  Tanner  administration  is  estimated  at  $2,100,000 
in  exeeas  of  its  liabilities.  This  it  in  line  with  rehabililatinf;  tbe  working 
balanoe  in  the  revenue  fund,  wiped  out  fonr  years  ago.

ILLINOIS  CENTRAL  RAILROAD  COMPANY. 

The  State's  share  of  the  gross  receipts  of  the  Illinois  Central  Railroad  for 
the  year  ending  October  3L,  1900,  is  $784,093.01.  This  sum  represents  $2,148.20 
for  every  day  in  the  year,  and  it  also  represents  3^  per  cent  interest  on  above 
$22,000,000,  which  sum  may  fairly  be  said  to  represent  the  proprietary  interest 
of  the  State  in  the  Illinois  Central  Railroai.  The  total  receipts  of  the  8tate 
from  this  source,  from  the  completion  of  the  railroad  in  1855,  to  date,  are 
$18,802,971  97. 

There  has  been  a  rapid  and  steady  increase  in  the  crrowth  of  this  fund  from 
1894,  when  it  amounted  to  $553,911.49,  indicatinc:  the  growing  prosperity  of 
the  State,  as  well  as  of  the  railroad  company.  The  collection  of  this  great 
levenue  costs  the  State  nothing,  and  it  is  probable  that  no  State  in  the  Union 
possesses  so  valuable  and  promising  a  source  of  revenue  for  the  next  fifty 
years  as  was  provided  in  the  **Act  to  incorporate  the  Illinois  Central  Railroad 
Company,"  approved  February  10,  1851. 

REVENUE. 

The  revenue  laws  still  require  revision  and  amendment.  A  large  stride  in 
the  direction  of  just  taxation  was  made  in  the  law  enacted  at  the  special  ses- 
sion of  the  Legislature  in  1898,  which  provides  for  a  quadrennial  assessment 
of  property  at  its  fair  cash  value,  one  fifth  of  which  shall  be  reckoned  as  its 
taxable  value,  and  which,  until  the  Supreme  Court  declared  the  provision  un- 
constitutional, limited  to  five  per  cent  the  aggregate  of  taxes  in  any  taxinp^ 
distiict  in  counties  having  125,000  or  more  population. 

By  the  operation  of  this  law,  in  1899  the  assessed  value  of  property  in  the 
State  increased  $202,000,000  above  the  value  in  1898,  nearly  $200,000,000  of  this 
increase  coming  from  Chicago  and  Cook  countv.  The  values  thus  fixed  by  the 
first  viewing  of  property  in  1899  presumably  stood  for  four  years,  subject  to 
i:hange  by  the  provisions  of  section  12,  which  directs  the  assessor,  in  each 
\ear  intervening  between  the  quadrennial  assessment  years,  to  list  all  new 
buildings  or  other  improvements  to  lots  and  tracts,  and  add  the  value  thereof 
to  the  last  assessed  value,  or,  in  the  case  of  removal  of  improvements,  or  de- 
struction by  fire,  storm,  etc.,  to  deduct  the  value  of  the  loss. 

Section  14  of  the  law  also  empowers  the  assessor,  in  eaq^  year  other  than 
the  year  of  the  general  assessment,  to  determine  the  amount,  in  his  opinion, 
of  any  change  in  the  value  of  any  lot,  tract  or  lands,  if  any  such  change  has 
taken  place,  and  add  to  or  deduct  from  the  assessment  accordingly.  Power 
to  review  the  action  of  the  assessor  is  vested  in  a  board  of  review  for  each 
county,  which  board  has  practically  unlimited  power  to  fix  values  and  to  in- 
crease and  reduce  assessments. 

By  the  construction  put  upon  the  law  by  the  Cook  county  assessing  authori- 
ties, the  value  of  all  property  in  that  county  shrunk  in  1900  more  than  $118,- 
000,000,  or  more  than  30  per  cent  of  the  valuation  by  the  general  assessment 
of  1899. 
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The  first  eeneral  assessment  fixed  the  values  of  personal  property  in  Cook 
«oiinty  at  $74,890,761;  lands,  $17,210,665;  lots,  $286,725,865;  total,  $378,827,291. 
In  1909  personal  property  was  valaed  at  $55,677,524,  a  decrease  of  $19,231,237; 
lands,  $11,467,164,  a  decrease  of  $5,743,501;  and  lots,  $198,419,834,  a  decrease 
of  $93,306,031 ;  or  a  total  decrease  of  $118,262,769.  The  State,  outside  of  Cook 
county,  iDcreased  in  assessed  value  $1,906,757,  making^  the  total  decrease  $116,- 
356,012,  of  which  $99,000,000  was  on  Cook  county  lots  and  lands. 

It  is  needless  to  assert  that  lots  and  lands  in  Cook  county  were  as  valuable 
tis  a  whole  in  1900  as  in  1899,  but  the  Cook  county  board  of  review  put  into 
practice  the  policy  of  tempering  the  wind  to  the  shorn  lamb.  So  long  as  sec- 
tion 49  of  the  law  remained  good  law,  restricting  the  aggregate  of  taxes  in 
Cook  coanty  to  five  per  cent,  the  taxpayers  did  not  object  to  a  fair  valuation, 
and  probably,  in  many  instances,  excessive  valuation  of  lots  and  lands.  But 
when  the  Supreme  Court  declared  Section  49  unconstitutional,  and  the  multi- 
tudinous taxing  bodies  of  Cook  county  were  unbridled,  the  alarmed  taxpayer 
suught  and  found  relief  in  the  power  of  the  board  of  review. 

In  an  opinion  filed  January  12, 1900,  the  Supreme  Court  holds  that  the  provi* 
sion  of  S^tion  49,  which  attempts  to  limit  the  power  of  every  municipality  in 
counties  of  125,000  inhabitants  or  over,  to  incur  indebtedness  in  excess  of  two 
and  one- half  per  cent  of  the  assessed  valuation,  and  to  limit  the  rate  of  tax- 
ation in  every  municipality  or  taxing  district  in  such  counties  to  five  per  ceut 
is  unconstitutional  and  void,  being  special  legislation,  based  upon  an  arbi- 
trary classification,  which  deprives  such  municipalities  of  rights  enjoyed  by 
other  municipalities  in  the  same  situation  in  other  counties. 

In  an  opinion  filed  April  17,  1900,  che  Supreme  Court  holds  that  Section  49 
is  unconstitutional,  because  it  attempts  to  limit  the  aggregate  amount  of  tax 
ievies  which  may  be  certified  to  the  county  clerk  by  municipalities  in  counties 
containing  125,000  or  more  inhabitants,  to  five  per  cent.  This  provision  is  in 
violation  of  that  clause  of  Section  22,  of  Article  IV  of  the  constitution,  which 
absolutely  prohibits  the  passage  of  any  special  law  'incorporating  cities, 
towns^or  villages,  or  changing  or  amending  the  charter  of  any  town,  city  or 
villa^.^'  The  restriction  limiting  the  rate  of  taxation  contained  in  the  sec- 
tion is  not  only  an  attempted  amendment  of  the  general  incorporation  act  as  to 
-cities  in  Cook  county,  but  also  of  the  special  charter  of  the  town  of  Cicero, 
which  is  within  the  limits  and  the  necessary  operation  of  such  law. 

/'There  can  be  no  reason  in  the  nature  of  things,*'  says  the  Court,  ''why  a 
<sity,  village,  school  district  or  other  public  or  quasi-public  corporation  in  that 
(Cook)  county  should  be  deprived  of  powers  tnat  a  similar  corporation,  sit- 
uated in  some  other  county,  is  permitted  to  exercise.  It  is  an  arbitrary  and 
unnatural  classification  of  municipalities  not  different  in  population,  needs  or 
requirements,  and  exercising  the  same  general  powers  in  other  respects.'' 

"Villages  outside  of  Cook  county  may,  under  this  law,  levy  taxes  to  the  full 
limit  prescribed  by  general  laws.  Springfield,  for  illustration,  is  free  from 
the  restrictions  of  this  act  as  to  indebtedness  and  the  levy  of  taxes,  but  the 
city  of  Evanston,  being  in  Cook  county,  is  denied  the  powers  of  cities  of  sim- 
ilar population  outside  of  Cook  county. 

While  the  question  of  the  constitutionality  of  the  act  or  of  Section  49  was 
not  regularly  before  the  court,  it  saw  fit  to  take  the  question  up,  and  by  its 
timely  decision  hasbgreatly  favored  Cook  county  and  tne  State,  for  the  ques- 
tion is  now  out  of  the  way  and  early  in  the  life  of  the  law. 

As  to  the  constitutionality  of  the  act  as  a  whole,  the  Supreme  Court  has 
beld  it  to  be  good  law,  while  characterizing  it  as  "patch- work  legislation." 
The  Court  says: 

"Under  all  the  circumstances  the  act  should  be  sustained,  if  possible,  as  in- 
dependent legislation,  and  not  as  amendatory  in  character.  The  mere  fact 
that  portions  of  the  old  law  are  left  in  force,  so  that  the  statutes  present  the 
aspect  of  what  has  been  called  patch-work  legislation,  as  they  undeniably  do, 
should  not  render  the  act  void,  if  it  can  be  said  that  the  act  is  reasonably  com- 
plete and  sufficient  in  itself  upon  distinct  branches  of  the  general  subject," 
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We  are  disposed  to  hold  that  the  provisions  of  this  act  are  sabstantially 
complete  apon  the  branch  of  the  subject  which  it  deals  with,  and  that  the  con- 
stitution was  not  violated  in  its  passage." 

The  law  as  it  was  passed,  and  as  it  stands  today,  with  the  five  percent  limita- 
tion of  taxation  taken  off,  is  generally  satisfactory  to  every  county  in  the  state- 
except  Cook.  There  the  action  of  the  Supreme  Court  in  declaring  void  the  fiive- 
per  cent  limitation  is  severely  denounced  by  certain  classes  of  taxpayers,  be- 
cause it  has  made  possible  the  old  rates  of  taxation  on  an  increased  assessed^ 
valuation.    In  insisting  upon  and  accepting  the  five  per  cent  limitation,  Cook 
county  was  seekin^j:  to  protect  herself  against  herself,  a  protection  not  asked 
by  the  other  counties  of  the  State.     It  was  known  that  in  many  counties  a 
five  per  cent  tax  on  one-fifth  of  the  value  of  propertv  would  not  meet  the  in- 
debtedness many  municipalities  desired  to  pay,  and  in  arbitrarily  applying- 
that  limit  to  Cook  county,  it  was  hoped  that  legislative  action  mifi[ht  cure   a- 
disease  that  seemed  to  have  passed  the  skill  of  the  municipal  physicians.  But 
the  Cook  county  taxeaters  refused  to  keep  within  the  prescribed  limit,  and 
the  Supreme  Court  has  wisely  ruled  that  the  remedy  sought  to  be  applied  is- 
illegal. 

The  power  of  the  State  Board  of  Equalization  of  Taxes  to  lower  or  raise 
the  assessments  of  the  counties,  works  injustice  by  changing  municipal  taxa- 
tion, and  the  law  in  this  regard  should  be  revised.    In  its  work  of  equalizing- 
State  taxes  for  1900,  the  board  raised  Cook  county's  assessment  ten  per  cent, 
or$26,000,000  in  round  numbers.    This  added  $130,000  to  the  fund  of  State 
taxes,  but  it  also  increased  municipal  taxes  in  the  county  $2,210,000.    To  rem- 
edy this  evil  I  recommend  that  the  law  be  amended  so  that  rates  for  taxes,, 
except  the  rate  of  tax  for  State  purposes,  shall  be  extended  by  the  county 
clerk  on  the  assessed  valuation  of  property  as  assessed  by  the  local  assessors 
and  equalized  and  corrected  bv  the  county  board  of  review,  and  that  the  rate 
for  State  purposes  be  extendeo  by  the  county  clerk  on  the  assessed  valuation 
of  property  as  equalized  bv  the  State  Board  of  Equalization.      The  effect  of 
this  will  be  to  remove  local  or  municipal  taxes  from  the  influence  of  *the  ac- 
tion of  the  State  Board  in  equalizing  for  State  taxes.    While  in  the  case  cited 
the  action  of  the  board  indirectly  and  unavoidably  added  a  burden  to  the  al- 
ready over-taxed  people  of  Cook  county,  it  is  possible  for  the  board,  by  re- 
ducing the  assessment  of  a  county,  in  order  to  equalize  its  State  tax,  to  so- 
lower  values  that  the  fixed  rates  of  taxation  will  not  produce  revenue  enough 
for  the  county's  needs.    With  these  possibilities  in  view,  the  necessity  of  the 
amendment  I  suggest  is  apparent. 

INSURANCE. 

The  business  of  insurance  is  so  closely  associated  with  the  material  devel- 
opment and  business  enterprises  of  the  State,  and  the  domestic  welfare  of  the 
people,  as  to  demand  the  most  judicious  and  careful  consideration  from  those 
entrusted  with  the  enactment  or  the  administration  of  laws  affecting  its  in- 
terests. Its  stimulating  influence  is  felt  in  every  artery  of  trade  and  busi- 
ness. It  has  become  a  nelper  and  protector  to  the  ciiizen  of  limited  means 
starting  in  commercial  ventures  or  manufacturing  enterprises,  a  means  of 
security  to  the  capitalist  and  a  friend  indeed  to  the  widow  and  orphan.  It  is 
now  possible  for  the  merchant,  the  manufacturer  or  the  business  man  to  in- 
sure the  buildinfT  in  which  he  transacts  business  or  manufactures  his  goods., 
the  contents  of  his  building,  his  stock  of  goods  and  machinery,  the  fidelity  of 
his  emplo^^s  and  to  protect  himself  by  insurance  against  liability  for  acci- 
dents to  his  employes  or  the  public,  and  against  excess  losses  by  reason  of 
the  failure  of  those  to  whom  he  extends  credit,  and  at  the  same  time  to  pro- 
vide by  insurance  for  his  family  in  case  of  his  death.  If  a  man  can  so  com- 
pletely surround  his  business  enterprises,  as  well  as  the  loved  ones  of  his  fam- 
ily, with  the  protection  which  insurance  affords,  we  can  not  fail  to  realize 
how  closely  it  touches  every  side  of  the  life  of  the  people,  and  how  intimately 
it  affects  the  welfare  and  comfort,  commercial  and  domestic,  of  the  citizens 
of  the  State.  Therefore,  all  legislation  on  this  subject  should  be  wisely, Judi- 
ciously and  conscientiously  considered,  that  the  rights  and  interests  of  the 
people  may  be  properly  safeguarded,  and  that  no  unnecessary  burdens  be- 
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yond  tlie  reqairements  of  safety  may  be  imposed  on  the  companies,  because 
saeh  burdens  must  ultimately  be  borne  by  the  insured. 

Because  of  this  intimate  relationship  between  insurance  and  business  en* 
terpriaes,  it  becomes  both  the  ally  and  promoter  of  trade,  and  we  may  ex' 
pect  the  growth  of  one  to  follow  tnat  of  the  other.      This  has  been  the  case. 
'The  volume  of  insurance  business  transacted  in  this   State  durinc:  the   past 
four  years  has  increased  as  the  population  and  wealth  of  the  State  have  in- 
'Creased  and  as  its  trade  and  business  activities  have  expanded.    During  the 
period  of  my  administration  one  hundred  and  thirty- eij2[ht  insurance  compan- 
ies of  the  various  kinds  and  classes  have  been  organized  or  admitted  and 
lieensed  to  transact  their  business  in  the  State  of  Illinois  and  under  the  su- 
pervision of  the  Insurance  Department.  The  amount  expended  per  annum  by 
the  people  of  this  State  to  purchase  the  protection  and  indemnity  afforded  by 
insurance— paid  as  premiums  on  policies — has  increased  during  the  papt  four 
years  $6,342,458,  and  in  the  year  1899  amounted  in  the  aggregate  to  $38,960,- 
014.96,  as  shown  bv  the  report  of  the  Insurance  Superintendent,  being  an 
average  of  over  eight  dollars  for  each  individual  in  the  State  accoraing  to  the 
population  as  determined  by  the  last  census. 

The  character  of  the  interests  involved  which  are  to  be  protected  by  the  ad- 
ministration of  the  laws  relating  to  insurance,  the  large  number  and  the  great 
'Variety  of  companies  transacting  many  different  kinds  of  business  which  are 
under  the  supervision  of  the  superintendent,  and  the  character,  amount  and 
details  of  the  work  involved,  constitute  the  Insurance  Department  a  very  im* 
portant  department  in  the  administration  of  the  affairs  of  the  State.  This 
department  has  collected  during  my  adminstration  over  $900,000  of  fees  and 
taxes  under  the  provisions  of  the  insurance  laws  for  the  benefit  of  the  State 
treasury.  It  issues  over  32,000  agents'  licenses  annually,  examines,  files  and 
reports  on  over  600  annual  statements  of  companies,  and  conducts  a  vast  cor- 
respondence on  every  subject  and  phase  of  insurance.  It  is  gratif3dng  to  be 
able  to  sav  that  the  affairs  of  this  department  have  been  managed  with 
ability  and  with  a  watchful  regard  for  the  interests  of  the  insured  and  the 
/ights  of  companies,  and  the  provisions  of  the  law  enforced  with  firmness 
and  impartiality. 

Various  amenilments  to  existing  insurance  laws  have  been  enacted  during 
my  administration,  to  remedy  defects  and  to  harmonize  the  provisions  of  the 
different  statutes,  and  to  make  these  provisions  more  effective  for  the  pro- 
tection of  the  insured.  New  laws  have  been  passed  to  meet  changed  condi- 
tions and  new  requirements,  and  to  provide  for  the  organization  of  new 
classes  of  companies  demanded  by  the  necessities  of  trade.  These  include 
laws  regulating  reinsurances,  providing  for  the  deposit  of  reserves  with  the 
department  by  life  insurance  companies,  and  the  registration  of  policies*  pro- 
vicung  for  the  organization  and  management  of  surety  companies,  plate  glass, 
steam  boiler,  fidelity,  indemnity,  accident  and  all  forms  of  casualty  com- 
panies, and  for  taxation  of  the  premium  receipts  of  companies  in  this  State, 
by  which  a  large  income  accrues  annually  to  the  State  treasury.  During  this 
period  the  first  regular  life  insurance  company  to  incorporate  in  this  State 
for  the  past  twen^^-five  years  has  been  organized,  and  we  now  have  three 
such  companies  in  this  State,  all  organized  during  the  last  four  years,  in 
active  operation  on  a  basis  recognized  as  scientifically  sound  and  enduring. 

Additional  legislation  concerning  insurance  seems  from  the  experience  of 
the  past  few  years  and  the  conditions  existincr  at  the  present  time,  to  be  both 
desirable  and  expedient  and  I  apprehend  will  be  submitted  for  your  consider- 
ation. A  law  is  now  in  force  in  some  states,  with  most  satisfactory  results, 
and  is  under  consideration  in  other  states,  providing  for  the  appointment  of 
a  state  fire  marshal  to  investigate  the  causes  of  fires  and  to  prosecute  incen- 
diariea.  Such  a  law  has  been  recommended  by  the  Insurance  Superintendent 
of  this  State  in  the  annual  reports  of  his  department.  It  would  undoubtedly 
bsTe  the  effect  of  reducing  the  annual  fire  waste,  now  so  enormous  and  largely 
dae  to  ineendiarism  or  preventible  canines,  save  a  large  amount  of  the  ma- 
terial wealth  and  tax-pacing  property  of  the  State,  and  benefit  the  insurer  by 
redaciniar  the  cost  of  his  insurance.

The  experience  of  the  past  few  years  has  also  shown  the  necessity  of  a 
better  system  of  laws  refcalatingf  that  character  of  insurance  which  is  carried 
on  by  assessment  companies  and  fraternal  societies,  or  the  revision  of  the 
laws  now  in  force.  The  purpose  of  such  chanire  would  be  to  benefit  and 
protect  the  interest  of  the  members  of  these  associations,  their  beneficiaries  and 
those  who  seek  this  kind  of  insurance,  and  prevent  the  accumulation  of  a. 
ruinous  amount  of  unpaid  death  losses,  which  can  only  mean  disaster  to  the 
association,  disappointment  to  the  claimant,  and  loss  of  that  protection  to  the 
family  of  the  deceased  member  which  the  husband  and  parent  sought  to  pro- 
vide during  life. 

The  provisions  of  the  laws,  as  they  now  exist,  afford  no  adequate  protection 
against  such  a  condition,  and  the  loss  and  disappointment  resulting  tnerefrom.. 

STATE  CHARITABLE  INSTITUTIONS. 

With  the  exception  of  the  Asylum  for  Incurable  Insane,  at  Peoria,  all  of  the 
8tate^s  fifteen  charitable  institutions  are  in  excellent  condition.  On  account 
of  these  institutions,  the  Forty  first  General  Assembly  made  appropriations  of 
$4,350,161,  The  State  Board  of  Charities  asks,  for  the  ensuing  tw.o  years^ 
appropriations  of  (4,944.534.  This  includes  $350',000  for  the  proposed  colony 
for  epileptics,  provided  for  by  act  of  the  Forty-first  General  Assembly. 

In  its  report  tor  1900,  the  Board  of  Htate  Commissioners  of  Public  Chari- 
ties recommends  the  creation  of  a  state  board  of  control,  to  manage  the 
Staters  charitable  institutions.  It  is  proposed  that  this  board,  of  three  mem- 
bers, shall  displace  the  present  board  of  five  members  and  the  forty-nine 
trustees  and  fifteen  local  treasurers  of  the  charitable  institutions.  The  neces- 
sity and  advantnges  of  some  such  change  of  management  have  long  been  ap- 
parent to  the  student  of  our  present  system.  On  this  subject  J  said  in  my  in- 
augural  address  four  years  ago: 

''The  State  has  outgrown  this  method  of  controlling  these  important  trusts. 
The  entire  scheme  now  in  vogue  is  unwieldy,  cumbersome,  inadequate  and 
expensive.  Some  better  system  oufrht  to  be  adopted.  I  therefore  recommend 
to  the  Legislature  that  the  law  providing  for  the  appointment  of  a  board  of 
commissioners  of  public  charities  and  also  the  law  providing  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  three  trustees  for  each  institution  be  repealed,  and  in  the  place  of 
these  statutes  a  law  be  passed  dividinsr  the  State  charitable  institutions  inta 
two  classes  and  authorizing  the  Governor,  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the 
Senate,  to  appoint  the  commissioners  for  each  class,  who  shall  receive  such 
compensation  as  will  secure  the  services  of  thoroughly  competent  business 
men,  who  shall  be  clothed  with  such  powers,  as  far  as  practicable,  as  are  now 
given  by  the  law  to  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Public  Charities  and  the 
local  trustees.  The  law  should  also  provide  that  the  commissionerb  make  an- 
nual reports  to  the  Governor,  and  at  the  proper  time  prepare  a  careful  aocl 
explicit  statement  of  what  legislative  appropriations  are  required  for  the  var- 
ious institutions  under  their  charge.  It  is  believed  that  the  adoption  of  this 
system,  or  something  similar  to  it,  will  produce  a  more  economical  and 
efficient  management  than  that  now  in  force." 

I  have  had  no  occasion  to  change  my  mind  on  this  subject,  and  I  reiterate 
my  recommendations  of  four  years  ago. 

ASYLUM  FOR  INCURABLE  INSANE. 

The  one  sick  man  among  the  State's  institutions  is  the  unfortunate  Peoria 
asylum  for  iocurable  insane.  Ill  fate  seems  to  have  pursued  this  institution 
since  its  inception  under  the  last  administration.  While  its  construction  was 
begun  in  1896,  it  is  still  not  readv  for  occupancy,  and  will  not  be  without 
further  expenditure  of  money.  The  first  building  erected,  in  1897^  was  con- 
demned and  destroyed,  on  my  recommendation,  because  it  was  built  over  an 
abandoned  coal  mine  and  was  dangerously  located.  The  Fortieth  General 
Assembly,  at  its  special  session  in  1898,  by  joint  resolution  ordered  the  build- 
ing destroyed  and  authorized  its  unexpended  funds  to  be  used  in  erecting 
new  buildings. 
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In  panoance  of  this  resolution  the  board  of  commissioners  appointed  by 
me  oont^act^d  with  the  firm  of  Edward  Gleason  &  Son,  of  Chicago,  on  June 
7.  VSaSf  for  the  erection  of  employ6s'  quarters,  domestic  buildine:,  supply 
department  and  boiler  house. 

The  biennial  report  of  the  commissioners  for  June  30, 1898,  shows  that 
Gieason  &  Son's  bid  of  $179,878  was  $32,819  lower  than  he  next  lowest  bid, 
and  $111,967  lower  than  the  hif^hest  bid  received.  It  was  f^enerally  believed 
that  Gleason  &  Son  could  not  do  the  work  for  the  amount  of  their  bid,  but,  as 
tbey  offered  an  apparently  good  bond  in  the  sum  of  $80,000,  the  commissioners 
felt  compelled  to  accept  their  bid.  Less  than  a  year  later  it  became  evident 
that  Gleason  &  Son  would  not  or  could  not  carry  out  their  contract,  and  on 
May  19, 1899,  the  asylum  commissioners  cancelled  the  contract  and  undertook 
to  finish  the  work. 

Two  months  later,  and  after  the  funds  were  exhausted,  it  developed  that  a 
luge  amount  of  work  remained  to  be  done  under  the  Gleason  contract,  that 
some  of  Gleason  &  Son's  sub-contractor^ s  had  not  been  paid  for  work  and 
material,  and  that  bills  incurred  by  the  commissioners  for  building  work 
eoald  not  be  paid  except  by  usinir  funds  which  had  been  appropriated  for 
other  purposes  by  the  Fortv- first  General  Assembly.  It  then  developed  that 
the  commissioners  intended  to  use  for  buildinfr  purposes  funds  that  had  been 
appropriated  for  ordinary  expenses,  and  $18,000  which  had  been  appropriated 
for  a  water  tower  and  power  house,  which  they  had  decided  would  not  be 
Deeded. 

Such  diversion  and  use  of  State  funds  being  plainly  unlawful,  the  State 
Board  of  Charities  refused  to  allow  the  asylum  commissioners  to  draw  the 
foods,  and  building  operations  ceased.  Investigation  of  the  affairs  of  the 
nsylam  commissioners  followed,  and  1  called  them  to  Springfield,  November 
27, 1899.  As  a  result  of  this  examination  I  censured  Commissioner  F.  W. 
Meoke  for  carelessness,  and  removed  Commissioners  Morrow  P.  Reed  and 
John  M.  Wilson  for  malfeasance  in  office.  I  laid  the  cases  of  Messrs.  Wilson 
and  Reed  before  the  grand  jury  of  Peoria  countj.  The  jury  indicted  Wilson 
OD  several  counts,  but  failed  to  indict  Reed,  claiming  want  of  jurisdictiou  on 
the  fpround  that  in  the  clearest  case  against  him  the  offense  was  not  commit- 
ted ID  Peoria  county.  Wilson  was  acquitted  October  12, 1900,  on  the  one 
indictment  on  which  he  was  tried  in  the  Peoria  county  circuit  court.  He  is 
Htill  to  be  tried  on  other  indictments. 

The  amount  appropriated  by  the  Forty-first  General  Assembly  for  buildings 
was  only  a  little  over  one-half  what  had  been  asked  for.  The  advance  in  the 
price  of  building  materials  greatly  embarrassed  the  commissioners  in  attempt- 
iDir  to  erect  the  buildings  that  were  provided  for,  in  accordance  with  the 
plan^  which  had  been  adopted.  However,  the  then  commissioners  combined  the 
Dospital  and  bathhouse,  and  made  some  slight  changes  in  the  plans  of  the 
other  buildings,  as  will  more  fully  appear  in  the  biennial  report  of  the  pres- 
ent commissioners,  and  began  the  work  of  construction.  These  buildings, 
▼iz:  nine  cottages,  two  dining  rooms,  hospital  and  bathhouse,  are  now  nearly 
completed.  They  are  well  planned,  have  been  built  in  a  very  satisfactory 
manner,  and  ought  to  and  doubtless  will,  prove  a  great  credit  to  the  State 
U)d  to  all  concerned  in  their  construction.  However,  they  can  not  be  utilized 
and  occupied  for  the  purposes  for  which  they  were  intended,  until  the  em- 
ployes' quarters,  domestic  building,  supply  department  building  and  boiler 
hense  are  completed  and  the  necessary  machinery,  engines,  etc.,  provided 
lor  heating  andlighting  them. 

There  is  urgent  need  for  the  completion  of  the  buildings  for  the  asylum  at 
Peoria  as  soon  as  possible,  in  order  that  the  large  number  of  incurable  insane 
Pfttients  now  in  the  county  poorhouses  may  be  properly  cared  for  in  the  man- 
ner contemplated  by  the  several  acts  of  the  General  Assembly  making  appro- 
priations to  the  institution.  The  completion  of  the  buildings  has  already 
heen  greatly  delayed,  and  the  failure  of  Edward  Gleason  &  Son  to  complete 
«ie\r  contract  of  June  7,  1898,  with  the  asylum  commissioners,  for  the  erec- 
tion of  employes'  quarters,  domestic  building,  supply  department  and  boiler 
honse,  has  occasioned  further  delay  and  great  loss  to  the  State. 
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The  completion  of  these  particular  baildiuKS  is  also  essential  to  enable  the 
State  to  establish  the  amonnt  of  damage  it  has  sustained,  in  prosecution  of 
the  suit  on  the  bond  for  $80,000  driven  by  Edward  Gleason  &  Son  and  the  Na- 
tional Surety  Comj^any,  and  to  enable  the  State  to  make  available  as  soon  as 
possible  the  lar^^e  investment  it  has  already  made  in  buildings  and  improve- 
ments on  the  site.  The  amount  of  money  expended  by  the  State  for  this  asy- 
lum to  the  first  day  of  October,  1900,  is  in  round  numbers,  $540,000. 

The  State  Board  of  Charities  estimates  that  $247,174.02  is  necessary  to  pre- 
pare the  sixteen  buildings  now  under  construction  for  the  reception  of  patients. 
In  view  of  the  need  for  the  additional  accommodations  for  chronic  insane 
which  this  asylum  will  afford j  and  the  importance  of  getting  the  institution 
ready  for  the  reception  of  patients  as  soon  as  possible,  I  recommend  that  this 
Assembly  take  prompt  action  in  the  matter,  and  make  an  emergency  appro- 
priation of  the  funds  asked  for. 

The  Board  of  Charities  asks  for  additional  appropriations  for  the  ordinary 
expenses  of  the  asylum  for  the  two  yeais  from  July  1,  1901,  and  for  the  erec- 
tion of  additional  buildings  for  increased  attendance.  I  leave  this  in  your 
hands,  and  refer  you  to  the  board's  bi-ennial  report  for  further  detail. 

soldiers'  orphans'  home. 

Since  April  last  there  has  been  conducted  at  the  Soldiers'  Orphans'  Home 
a  department  of  domestic  science,  where  the  girls  of  the  institution  are 
taught  to  sew  and  cook.  The  expense  of  organizing  this  department  has 
been  borne  by  the  Illinois  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.  The  work  was  bom 
of  the  necessity  of  making  the  girls  self-supporting,  for  under  former  condi- 
tions they  have  left  the  home  in  early  womanhooa,  many  of  them  unfitted  to 
earn  an  honest  living. 

The  result  of  the  work  inaugurated  by  the  Grand  Army  last  April  is  most 
gratifying,  and  it  should  be  continued  at  the  expense  of  the  State.  I  recom- 
mend an  appropriation  by  this  Assembly  sufficient  to  carry  on  and  extend  the 
good  work.  The  State  owes  it  to  these  unfortunate  children  not  only  to  care 
for  them  in  their  infancy,  but  to  ably  equip  them  for  the  battle  with  the  world. 

[the  northern  penitentiary. 

The  management  of  the  State  prison  at  Joliet,  warned  by  the  experience  of 
the  administration  from  1867  to  1871,  and  by  the  Altgeld  management  of  four 
years  ago,  has  avoided,  as  far  as  possible,  the  consequences  of  putting  the 
State  in  business  competition  with  its  citizens  by  employing  the  labor  or  the 
convicts  on  *'Stdte  account."  It  has  been  the  policy  of  the  management  for 
the  past  four  year  to  buy  no  new  tools  or  machinery,  to  reduce  the  number 
of  industries  to  the  fewest  possible,  consistent  with  the  necessity  of  keeping 
the  inmates  employed  at  hard  labor,  as  the  law  directs,  and  to  make  all  goods 
on  the  *'piece-price"  plan,  the  prison  doing  the  labor  alone,  while  the  conces- 
sioner owns  both  the  raw  material  and  the  finished  product. 

When  the  present  management  took  charge  four  years  ago,  414  inmates 
were  employed  on  the  piece* price  plan  and  520  in  the  State  account  indus- 
tries. During  the  last  five  months  of  the  former  administration,  these  State 
industries  showed  a  loss  of  $35,168.  Seven  months  later  the  loss  in  these  in- 
dustries was  $119,497,  including  the  depreciation  in  the  value  of  machinery 
and  material.  During  the  first  year  of  the  present  administration,  the  earn- 
ings of  labor  were  $76,462;  for  the  second  year,  $127,558;  for  the  third  year, 
$132,566;  and  for  the  last  year,  $134,949.  This  was  with  119  fewer  men  em- 
ployed m  their  productive  departments  than  during  the  previous  administra- 
tion. 

I  call  your  attention  to  the  recommendation  of  the  prison  managers,  that 
the  cell  houses  be  reconstructed  and  modernized,  and  that  the  congregate 
plan  of  feeding  the  prisoners  in  a  dining  hall  be  adopted.  Compared  with 
the  method  of  housing  prisoners  in  vogue  in  many  of  the  states,  the  Joliet 
prision   is  undeniably  primitive  in  its  construction,    and  the  best  results  of 
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healthy  diseipline  and  morals  are  not  obtained.  The  plan  of  f  eedinfir  the  pris- 
oners in  a  body,  in  one  room,  has  so  many  practical  and  money-savingf  ad- 
Tantams  over  tne  method  employed  in  our  prisons,  that  it  is  worthy  of  yonr 
earefol  consideration. 

SOUTHERN  PENITENTIARY. 

The  report  of  the  commissioners  and  warden  of  the  Chester  penitentiary 
shows  that  institution  to  be  in  better  condition  than  ever  in  its  history. 
The  baildinsr  of  new  shops  and  installation  of  new  machinery  has  broufpht  the 
prison  industries  up  to  the  hifzrhest  earning  capacity.  Expenses  have  been 
kept  within  the  appropriations,  and  a  smali  surplus  will  be  returned  to  the 
State  treasnry  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Two  six- mould  brick  presses  have  been  purchased,  and  in  the  past  two 
years  $GO,O00  worth  of  brick  have  been  made  and  sold,  and  the  department 
has  always  been  behind  its  orders  from  customers. 

The  knitting:  plant  has  been  improved  and  enlarged  until  it  employs  225 
men,  and  is  valued  at  $36,000. 

The  hollow- ware  foundry  employs  210  men,  and  compared  with  the  cost  of 
operation  is  one  of  the  best  paying:  industries  in  the  prison  yard. 

The  stone  department  earniufi^s  have  been  largely  reduced  in  two  years, 

owing  to  fire  destroying  the  buildings  and  part  of  the  machinery,  and  on  ac- 

eount  of  the  wearing  out  of  the  stone  crasher.    The   buildings  are   now 

rebuilt,  the  crusher  repaired,  and  the  department  is  in  condition  for  good 

service  for  several  years  at  small  expense. 

The  earnings  of  the  prison  have  steadily  increased  for  the  past  four  years. 
In  1897  they  were $84,075; in  1898, $88,312;  in  1899,  $102,100;  and  in  1900,  $115,285. 

The  population  has  decreased  in  four  years,  the  daily  average  in  1897  being 
^l;  in  1&8,  897;  in  1899,  866,  and  in  19d0,  845. 

The  authorities  are  unable  to  devise  a  permanent  water  sjstem  for  the 
prison.  The  sand  bar  in  the  Mississippi  river  in  front  of  the  prison,  continues 
to  grow,  and  the  current  of  the  river  where  the  water  supply  is  procured,  is 
now  more  than  half  a  mile  distant  from  its  former  course.  A  temporary 
pamping  station  is  required,  which  is  moved  according  to  the  stage  of  water. 
A  special  appropriation  is  required  to  maintain  the  pumping  station. 

The  Board  of  Commissioners  asks  for  an  appropriation  of  $100,000  per  year 
for  ordinary  expenses,  and  $19,800  for  special  purposes. 

The  prison  books  still  carry  $11,750  as  deposited  in  the  burst  bank  of  H. 
Seiter  &  Co.  In  May,  1900,  judgment  was  obtained  in  the  Clinton  county 
court  against  the  Burns  N.  Bamsey  estate  for  this  sum.  The  case  was  ap- 
pealed and  is  still  pending. 

The  commissioners  report  that  about  $8,000  has  been  recovered  from  the 
defalcations  of  the  former  Chief  Clerk  Havill. 

Debts  contracted  during  the  Altgeld  administration  are  still  unpaid,  the  last 
General  Assembly,  by  error,  neglecting  to  make  an  appropriation  for  the  pay- 
ment of  their  bills,  xhey  amount  to  $12,043.88,  and  I  recommend  that  that 
amount  be  appropriated  for  their  payment. 

BOARD  OF  PARDONS. 

In  my  inaugural  address,  in  discussing  the  power  to  grant  pardons  and 
commutations,  I  said: 

**The  Constitution  provides  that  'the  Governor  shall  have  power  to  grant 
reprieves,  commutations  and  pardons  after  conviction  for  all  offenses,  sub- 
ject to  such  regulations  as  may  be  provided  by  law,  relative  to  the  manner  of 
applying  therefor.'  The  pardoning  power  thus  lodged  in  the  Governor  is  one 
whicn  in  its  very  nature  is  subject  to  abuse.  All  governors,  I  am  persuaded, 
have  used  that  power  more  or  less  arbitrarily,  and  without  due  regard  to  the 
real  merits  of  the  cases  passed  upon.    This  has  been  more  often  the  fault  of 
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the  system  than  of  the  individaal,  for  a  wrong  result  is  likely  to  be  reached 
when  the  Governor  is  honestly  and  fearlessly  seeking  to  do  his  dut^f.  Th«d 
abuses  of  this  system  are  inherent  in  it,  as  a  very  little  consideration  will' 
show." 

"Nearly  every  convict  who  has  one  or  more  friends  of  standing  or  influ- 
ence,  sooner  or  later  makes  an  application  for  a  pardon.     The  application ei- 
are  thus  made  very  numerous,  and  the  papers  accompanying  each  case  are 
generally  voluminous.    The  work  of  minutely  examining  all  the  pardon  cases 
coming  to  a  governor  would,  I  am  told,  in  itself  be  sufficient  to  occupy  all  his 
time,  leaving  none  to  be  devoted  to  other  important  duties.     Unable,  for- 
want  of  time,  to  make  a  full  original  investigation  of  each  case  for  himself* 
the  governor  is  very  naturally  inclined  to  pardon  those  whose  friends  are 
most  urgent  and  plausible,  and  in  numbers  most  imposing.    But  we  all  know 
the  fact  of  being  a,p\e  to  make  a  strong  showing  of  influence  to  the  governor- 
is  by  no  means  a  safe  criterion  for  judging  the  merits  of  a  pardon  case,  be- 
cause it  may  be,  for  the  very  reason  that  a  convict  is  comparatively  friendless, 
that  he  proved  unable  to  resist  conviction  in  a  case  where  the  palliating  cir- 
cumstances would  have  been  marshaled  and  made  into  a  positive  vindication , 
had  the  accused  possessed  influential  friends.    On  the  other  hand,  the  fact 
that  a  man  has  received  a  sentence  of  punishment  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  he 
had  many  strong  friends  to  stand  b^r  him  in  the  day  of  his  trial  is  often  a 
circumstance  strongly  persuasive  of  his  guilt.    And  yet,  those  who,  though 
active,  were  unable  to  secure  the  acquittal  of  the  accused  in  a  judicial  inves- 
tigation, often  succeeded  in  securing  the  Governor's  clemency  after  guilt  has 
been  legally  established." 

These  statements  were   followed  by  the  recommendation  that  a  law  be 
passed  creating  a  board  of  pardons,  whose  duty  it  should  be  to  judicially  in- 
vestigate every  application  for  pardon  or  commutation  and  report  their  con- 
clusions to  the  Governor,  who  alone,  under  the  Constitution  was  clothed  with 
power  to  grant  pardons,  reprieves  and  commutations.     The  recommendation 
was  made  not  only  for  the  reasons  suggested,  but  because  the  frequency  of 
the  exercise   of  executive  clemency  has  become  a  public  scandal,  and  the 
State  was  rapidly  becoming  a  Mecca  for  the  criminal  class,  who  believed  that 
pardons  or  minimum  sentences  were  becoming  the  established  policy  of  the 
State.   Acting  upon  the  suggestions,  the  Legislature  enacted  a  law  creating  a 
board  of  pardons,  consisting  of  three  members,  and  authorizing  the  Governor 
to  appoint  the  same,  and  in  view  of  making  its  action  perfectly  free  from  par- 
tisan influence,  provided  that  not  more  than  two  persons  belong  to  the  same 
political  party.    The  board  was  appointed  by  the  Governor,  in  conformity 
with  the  law,  organized  on  the  first  of  July,   1897,   and  adopted  rules  and  » 
mode  of  practice  by  which  the  most  thorough  and  searching  investigation 
could  be  had  of  every  application.  Care  has  been  taken  to  see  that  the  widest 
publicity  be  given  to  every  application,   so  that  an^  person  who  felt  any  in- 
terest, either  in  favor  of,  or  in  opposition  to,  executive  clemency,  could  have 
ample  opportunity  to  be  heard.    The  board  has  been  enabled  to  devote  to  ap- 
plications before  it,  time  and  attention  which  it  was  a  physical  impossibility 
for  the  Executive  to  give,  and  the  wisdom  of  the  creation  of  the  board  ba» 
been  found  in  the  fact  that  since  its  organization,  and  with  the  largest  num- 
ber of  prisoners  in  the  State's  history,  pardons  from  the  penitentiaries  and 
reformatory  have  been  (2:i*aDted  in  only  twenty-two  cases,  while  the  sentences 
of  only  eighty-four  prisoners  have  been  commuted.    The  yearly  averagfe, 
under  the  old  system,   of  pardons  and  commutations,   for  over   a  quar- 
ter of  a  century,  was  eighty-two.    In  a  very  large  number  of  cases  where 
the  trial  judge  and  the  State's  attorney  nave  recommended  a  pardon,  it 
has  been  denied,  while  in  all  cases  where  either  a  pardon  or  commutation  has 
been  granted,  the   officials  named   and  large  numbers  of  leading  citizens 
have  recommended  such  action.    The  board  has  acted  without  interference 
by  the  Executive,   and  has  been  a  perfectlv  independent  branch  of  the 
State  government.    Instead  of  the  release  of  prisoners  from  the  peniten- 
tiary being  used  for  the  payment  of  political  debts,  or  as  a  matter  of  iK)liti- 
cal  advancement,  or  as  a  mere  favor  to  some  personal  friends,  all  applica- 
tions have  become  a  subject  of  judicial  inquiry  by  a  competent  board,  who, 
in  many  instances,  have  devoted  more  time  to  the  investigation  of  the  case^ 
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than  was  g^iyen  to  the  conviction.  Verdicts  of  juries  and  judffments  of  courts 
shoald  be  set  aside  onlj  for  the  very  stronfi^est  reasons  which  can  appeal  to 
tight  and  justice;  but  in  the  past,  to  a  considerable  extent,  at  least,  these 
eoDsiderations  were  lost  sight  of  by  virtue  of  the  importunities  of  friends  of 
prisoners  who  appealed  to  the  Governor  on  fznrounds  which  would  not  be  toler- 
ated in  a  court  of  justice.  Under  the  present  arrrauf^ment  a  person  is  not 
released  from  prison  to  pay  a  political  debt,  to  aid  in  political  advancement, 
or  as  a  mere  matter  of  personal  favoritism.  But  such  release  has  been  ac- 
eomplished  only  when  a  thoroufi^h  investi||^tion  developed  the  fact  that  the  in- 
terests of  the  people  and  the  requirements  of  justice  would  be  best  served  by 
the  exercise  of  executive  clemency.  No  hasty  action  has  been  taken,  and  the 
decisions  of  the  board  have  met  with  favorable  fjommendation  from  the  pres& 
ind  the  people. 

Perhaps  as  high  a  compliment  as  can  be  paid  to  the  work  of  this  board  is 
found  in  the  fact  that  during  two  heated  political  campaigns  which  have  in- 
tervened since  its  creation,  there  has  been  no  unfavorable  criticism  upon  its 
action— a  thing  unknown  heretofore  for  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century. 
The  ereation  of  the  board  of  pardons  1  regard  as  one  of  the  most  important 
steps  taken  during  the  last  half  of  a  century  in  the  more  just  and  perfect  ad- 
ministration of  the  criminal  law. 

On  the  board  of  pardons  the  Legislature  of  1897  properly  conferred  the 
administration  of  the  parole  law.  For  a  full  detailed  report  of  all  matters 
pertaining  to  the  manner  in  which  this  law  has  been  enforced  under  their 
administration,  I  refer  the  Legislature  to  the  reports  from  the  Joliet  and 
Chester  penitentiaries. 

A  few  facts,  however,  should  be  impressed  upon  your  attention.  During  the 
year  from  July  1st,  1894,  to  July  1st,  1895,  being  the  last  year  preceding  the 
enactment  of  the  parole  law,  there  was  released,  by  virtue  of  the  expiration 
of  their  sentence,  from  the  two  orisons,  a  total  of  871  prisoners.  During  the 
year  ending  September  30th.  1900,  there  were  ordered  paroled  from  the  two 
prisons,  009  convicts,  or  202  less  than  were  released  by  virtue  of  the  definite 
sentence  law  during  the  last  year  it  was  in  force.  During  the  last  year  the 
definite  sentence  law  was  in  force,  the  convicts  served  an  average  of  one 
year  and  seven  months.  During  the  year  ending  September  30th,  1900,  con- 
riets  sentenced  under  the  parole  law  served  inside  the  prison  an  average  of 
two  years  and  three  months,  and  were  compelled  to  serve  one  year  on  parole 
before  their  final  discharge.  It  will  thus  be  seen  that  while  the  number  of 
prisoners  released  under  the  parole  law  is  twenty- four  per  cent  less  than 
tmder  the  definite  sentence  law,  those  sentenced  under  the  latter  law  served 
inaide  the  prison  on  an  average  nine  months  less  time  than  those  sentenced 
Qoder  the  parole  law.  Since  the  board  of  pardons  has  had  charge  of  the 
INffole  of  prisoners,  beginning  July  1,  1897,  1,152  prisoners  have  served  their 
Mroie  and  received  their  flnu  discharge.  Of  this  number,  up  to  September 
•lO,  1900,  eighteen  had  committed  crime  and  been  returned  to  prison.  The 
m  of  1805,  when  it  came  to  practical  application,  contained  a  number  of  se- 
noot  defects,  and  attention  was  called  to  these  in  my  message  to  the  Legisla< 
tore  in  1899,  and  upon  the  recommendation  then  made  an  entire  new  law  was 
eoaeted,  which  was  found  to  be  far  better  than  the  one  it  superseded,  and 
which  baa  already  been  accepted  as  a  model  by  some  of  the  adjoining  states. 
The  enactment  of  the  parole  law  made  a  complete  change  in  the  mode  of 
ponishment  administered  to  criminals.  Its  operation  can  not  be  perfected  in 
A  year  or  two,  but  the  reports  of  the  penitentiaries  demonstrate  that  if  it  is 
^Qtinned  to  be  administered  in  the  same  efficient  manner  that  has  character- 
ized it  under  this  administration,  it  will  practically  drive  the  habitual  crim- 

loals  from  the  State,  and  return  to  honored  citizenship  many  a  man  who  has 
taken  bis  first  step  in  crime. 

EDUCATION. 

I  recommend  a  continuation  of  the  wise  policy  in  regard  to  the  higher  in- 
ihtQtions  that  has  heretofere  prevailed.  In  my  last  biennial  message,  I  called 
j^teotion  to  the  needs  of  the  college  of  agriculture  in  our  State  University. 
The  appropriation  of  $150,000  made  by  the  Forty- first  General  Assembly  m 
PQrsaance  of  my  recommendation,  has,  I  believe,  been  wisely  expended. 
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As  a  result  thereof,  Illinois  will  soon  have  the  largest  and  most  complete 
fonildinff  in  the  world  for  its  college  of  agrricultare  and  experiment  station. 
A  new  dignity  and  importance  has  lately  attached  to  agricnlture  at  the  State 
University.    The  attendance  of  students  has  increased  from  less  than  twenty 
in  regular  attendance  to  ninety  for  tho  last  year,  and  140  to  date  for  the  cur- 
rent year.    The  act  of  the  Legislature  setting  aside  one-half  the  income  from 
the  government  sources  for  the  teaching  of  technical  agriculture  increase<l 
the  funds  for  this  purpose  from  about  $0,000  to  near  927,000  annually.    This 
has  made  possible  the  employment  of  five  additional  teachers  and  the  lines  of 
instruction  have  been  increased  to  more  than  fifty  distinct  classes. 

The  grade  of  work  and  the  proficiency  of  the  students  have  increased,  ow- 
ing to  the  better  instruction  now  given,  as  was  shown  in  the  recent  competi- 
tive judging  of  live  stock  at  the  Chicago  exposition,  when  in  competition, 
with  seven  other  agricultural  colleges,  Illinois  students  won  the  tropny  cup 
and  took  half  of  all  prizes  offered. 

Public  interest  and  confidence  in  the  college  and  station  have  increased  to 
«uch  a  degree  that  it  has  assumed  the  form  of  organized  support.  It  is  prob- 
able that  the  Live  Stock  Association,  the  Farmers'  Institute,  the  Seed  Corn 
Breeders'  Association,  the  Sugar  Beet  Association  and  the  Horticultural 
Society,  will  ask  this  Assembly  for  appropriations  for  the  extension  of  par- 
ticular features  of  the  agricultural  work  of  the  university. 

I  hope  that  the  f?ood  work  already  done  will  be  followed  by  liberal  appro- 
priations for  special  work  along  leading  lines,  such  as  live  stock,  soil  investi- 
gation, the  improvement  of  farm  crops  and  relief  from  insect  and  fungus 
•enemies  that  work  such  enormous  losses  to  crops  and  orchnrds. 

The  university  should  be  provided  with  means  of  continued  growth,  in  keep- 
ing with  the  resources  of  the  commonwealth.  An  emergency  appropriation 
should  be  made  to  replace  the  building  destroyed  by  nre  in  June  last,  in 
which  were  housed  the  wood  shops,  hydraulic  laboratory,  testing  laboratory 
and  ^mnasium.  An  appropriation  should  also  be  made  for  the  purchase  of 
<2ertain  small  parcels  of  land  surrounded  by  lands  of  the  university,  in  order 
to  make  the  holdings  of  the  State  complete  within  the  general  boundaries  of 
the  university  grounds. 

The  last  General  Assembly  authorized  the  establishmentof  the  Western  Illi- 
nois Normal  School  and  appropriated  $75,000  for  the  construction  of  the  build- 
ing. Some  delay  occurred  m  the  selection  of  a  location,  but  on  the  14th  day 
of  last  August  the  trustees  decided  to  locate  the  same  at  the  city  of  Macomb. 
The  foundation  is  built,  the  comer-stone  having  been  laid  the  21st  day  of  De- 
cember last.  The  plans  of  a  building  admirabqr  adapted  to  the  purpose,  hav- 
ing been  approved,  I  recommend  an  appropriation  for  the  completion  of  the 
building  and  for  the  maintainance  of  the  school  for  one  year.  The  normal 
school  at  Charleston  was  dedicated  August  29,  1899,  and  tnat  at  DeKalb  Sep- 
tember 22,  1899.  Both  have  opened  the  second  year's  g^rowth  under  the  most 
favorable  conditions.  For  them,  as  well  as  for  the  two  normal  universities  at 
Normal  and  Carbondale,  I  recommend  such  appropriations  as  are  necessary 
to  their  continued  growth  and  usefulness.  In  relation  to  the  common  schools, 
I  call  your  attention  to  the  recommendations  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public 
Instruction  in  the  twenty-third  biennial  report.  The  suggestions  contained 
therein  are  the  result  of  careful  study  and  large  experience  on  the  part  of  that 
official.  A  purely  local  option  provision  for  the  transportation  of  children  tq 
and  from  school,  long  in  use  of  other  states,  is  certainly  worth  consideration. 
The  opportunities  for  advanced  education  should  be  equalized,  if  it  can  be 
done  equitably.  School  libraries  may  well  be  encouraged  to  the  extent  rec- 
ommended. 

The  moderate  enlargement  of  what  is  known  as  the  distributable  fund,  may 
well  engage  your  attention.  The  proposition  to  increase  the  efficiency  of  the 
county  superintendency,  in  the  interest  of  better  common  schools,  is  com- 
mended to  your  thoughtful  consideration. 

Illinois  is  not  yet  abreast  of  some  of  its  neigboring  states,  in  respect  to 
legislation  which  provides  as  thorough  gradation  and  efficient  supervision  for 
the  country  schools  as  are  afforded  to  the  village  and  city  schools. 
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It  is  to  be  hoped  and  believed  that  such  action  may  be  taken  by  jou  at  this- 
Besaon  as  will  make  onr  ednoational  system  compare  favorably  with  that  o£ 
uj  other  state. 

BUBEAU  OF  LABOB  STATISTICS. 

Dlioois  was  among  the  first  states  to  recofifnize  the  necessity  for  a  depart- 
aent  for  the  collection  and  publication  of  statistics  pertaining:  to  industrial' 
interests.  The  bnrean  was  created  by  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of 
IflTS.  Since  the  date  of  its  organization  biennial  and  annual  reports  have 
bceo  published.  The  biennial  rei>orts  have  dealt  with  general  labor  topics ». 
the  annoal  reports  relatinf?  exclusively  to  the  frreat  coal  industry  of  the  State,. 
eoDcemincir  which  continuous  and  correct  data  have  been  kept.  We  can 
nessnre  the  development  of  a  country  by  its  production  and  consumption  of 
foel. 

The  first  resK>rt  of  the  bureau— that  of  1880 — showed  a  production  for  the 
State  of  six  million  tons  of  coal;  that  for  the  past  year,  over  twenty-five  million 
tons.  Illinois  more  than  maintains  her  rank  as  the  second  greatest  coal  pro- 
ducing state  in  the  Union. 

The  year  just  closed  has* proven  the  most  prosperous  and  peaceable  that  the 
trade  has  enjoyed  for  many  years.  Business  in  every  branch  of  industry  haa 
improved,  and  no  interest  is  so  sensitive  to  change  as  that  of  mining.  Wages 
have  increased  and  the  length  of  the  working  day  reduced.  Fortunately 
there  has  been  an  entire  absence  of  strikes  and  lockouts  such  as  characterized, 
the  depression  which  for  many  years  prevailed. 

While  g[eneral  improvement  in  trade  affairs  necessarily  rests  on  wise  na* 
tiooal  legislation,  and  protective  policies,  the  full  measure  of  the  results  has 
been  experienced  by  the  mining  interests  of  the  State  and  country,  partly 
through  the  perfect  union  that  now  obtains  between  the  miners  ana  opera- 
tors. Through  the  medium  of  this  organization  the  joint  interests  of  the  in- 
dustry are  preserved,  and  interruptions  arising  from  disagreements  a  voided. 
Reason  is  more  potent  than  force  in,  the  adjustment  of  industrial  disputes.. 
Many  important  additions  have  from  time  to  time  been  made  to  the  adminis- 
trative functions  of  this  bureau.  In  1883  the  General  Assembly  enacted  a- 
law  dividing  the  State  into  several  inspection  districts,  and  provided  for  the 
appointment  of  State  inspectors  of  coal  mines,  requiring  them  to  report  an- 
Doally  to  the  bureau.  In  1895  a  law  was  passed  creating  the  State  Mining- 
Board*  the  members  of  which  were  appointed  upon  the  recommendation  of 
the  Commissioners  of  Labor.  It  is  made  the  duty  of  this  board  to  report  an- 
nually to  the  bureau.  Then,  at  the  last  General  Assembly,  the  law  providing^ 
for  nee  employment  offices  in  this  State  was  passed.  These  offices,  like  the 
others  referred  tO;  come  directly  under  the  supervision  of  the  bureau,  and 
have  not  only  varied,  but  materially  increased  the  duties  of  that  branch  of 
the  State  service. 

In  aoeordance  with  the  recommendations  made  in  my  last  message  to  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  laws  were  enacted  regarding  the  importation  of  labor  under 
arms;  amending  in  certain  important  respects,  our  law  relating  to  the  arbitra- 
tion of  labor  disputes;  a  general  revision  of  the  mining  laws  of  the  State,  and 
an  act  creating  in  cities  eontainirg  a  population  of  50,000  or  more,  free  em- 
ployment offices.  There  was,  in  the  minds  of  many  of  our  legislators,  grave 
doubt  as  to  the  wisdom  of  the  last  named  act,  ana  in  the  Senate  it  received 
just  the  number  of  votes  necessary  for  its  passage. 

As  provided  by  law,  three  offices  were  opened  in  the  city  of  Chicago  on  the 
second  day  of  August,  1899,  and  as  evidence  of  their  success,  I  am  pleased  ta 
refer  to  the  latest  report  returned  by  the  superintendents  of  said  offices,  show- 
ing that  since  their  establishment  44,000  men  and  women  have  secured  em- 
ployment through  such  agencies,  the  number  of  males  and  females  being 
about  equally  divided. 

Applications  for  all  kinds  of  employment  during  this  period  number  58,000. 
Applications  for  help  filed  number  52,000,  of  which  number  8.500  remain  un- 
filled. The  fact  that  the  offices  were  unable  to  furnish  the  help  wanted  in 
8,500  cases  would  seem  to  arg^ue,  from  the  workman  ^s  standpoint,  a  healthy 
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•condition  of  the  labor  market,  and  is  farther  proof  of  the  general  prosperitir 
which  now  prevails.  The  results  of  the  good  work  accomplished  ttirovLgfk 
these  agencies  exceed  very  much  those  of  similar  offices  operated  in  ottier 
•cities,  and  tally  justify  the  wisdom  of  the  act  providing  tor  them. 

The  appropriation  made  by  the  General  Aesembly  for  the  maintenance  of 
these  offices  was  predicted  somewhat  on  the  work  done  bv  like  agencies  in 
other  states.  The  applications  for  employment  and  help  nled,  and  positions 
secured  since  the  offices  were  opened,  are  nearly  four  times  greater  than  tho.se 
of  similar  agencies  elsewhere.  This  unexpected  increase  in  business  necessi- 
tated the  employment  of  additional  help  in  the  offices,  in  consequence  of  wbicli 
the  limited  sums  provided  by  the  Legislature  for  equipping  and  maintaining: 
these  offices,  proved  inadequate  to  meet  legitimate  land  unavoidable  demands. 

The  humanitarian  cause  which  these  offices  promote  appeals  strongly  to  all 
good  citizens,  and  I  urge  the  importance  of  the  General  Assembly  makinfip 
good  the  deficiencies  which  the  end  of  the  appropriation  year  will  reveal,  ana 
liberal  provisions  for  future  operation. 

Your  attention  is  directed  to  the  fact  that,  under  the  new  census,  the  city 
of  Peoria  is  reported  to  contain  a  population  in  excess  of  50,000,  and  by  virtue 
of  the  provision  of  law,  is  entitled  to  the  benefits  resulting  from  the  establish- 
ment of  a  free  employment  office,  for  which  the  General  Assembly  should 
make  suitable  provision. 

THE  ILLINOIS  AND  MICHIGAN  OANAL. 

A  crisis  in  the  affairs  of  the  Illinois  and  Michigan  Canal  appears  to  be  on 
hand,  involving  not  only  the  welfare,  but  possibly  the  future  existence  of  the 
<sanal.    The  crisis  appears  to  have  been  brought  about  by  legal  conflicts  and 
disagreements  arising  between  the  canal  commissioners  and  the  trustees  of 
the  sanitary  district  of  Chicago  during  the  progress  of  the  construction  of  the 
sanitary  district  channel,  over  questions  where  the  rights  and  duties  of  the 
State  and  the  sanitary  district  of  Chicago  were  mutuaUy   involved.     A  num- 
ber of  these  questions  have  been   taken  before  the  courts  for  adjudication, 
and   in    every   instance    the     contentions     of     the    canal    commissioners 
have  been    sustained.     Without   being   unfair,    or   going   outside    of   the 
record    of  these    suits,    it    is    apparent  that  the  officers    of   the    sanitary 
district  have  made  and  are   still  making  every  effort  to  impair  the  use- 
fulness of  the  canal,  endeavoring  to  diminish  its  earning  capacity,  and  ulti- 
cimately  put  an  end  to  its  existence.      That  these  efforts  have  been  at  least 
i  Had  vised,  if  not  absolutely  unjust,  and  that  the  canal  commissioners  have 
only  sought  to  perform  their  duty  in  protecting  the  rights  of  the  State,  is  amply 
evidenced  by  the  fact  that  the  actions  of  the  latter  have  in  every  instance  been 
upheld  by  the  courts.    As  a  matter  of  simple  justice  to  the  canal  commissioners 
it  should  be  said  that  as  a  result  of  this  litigation  they  have  preserved  to  the 
•State  property  and  rights  sought  to  be  acquired  or  destroyed  by  the  sanitary 
district  of  Chicago  which  will  ultimately  amount  to  upward  of  two  and  one- 
half  million  dollars. 

« 

The  idea  appears  to  have  become  prevalent  in  some  quarters  that  the  old 
canal  has  outlived  its  usefulness  and  that  its  interests  and  those  of  the  city  of 
Chicago  are  at  present  inimical.  I  believe  neither  the  one  nor  the  other.  You 
will  find  the  people  living  along  its  route  unanimous  in  asserting  of  benefits. 
It  is  admitted  to  have  a  direct  and  greatly  beneficial  effect  upon  freight  rates 
throughout  the  Illinois  valley,  and  its  influence  is  felt  in  the  same  direction 
in  all  parts  of  the  State,  and  the  millions  of  bushels  of  grain  and  thousands  of 
tons  of  other  merchandise  for  which  it  affords  transportation  are  almost  ex- 
clusively brought  to  the  markets  of  Chicago.  Under  normal  conditions  the 
canal  is  and  will  continue  to  be  self- sustaining,  its  benefits  being  without 
cost  to  the  State. 

Without,  however,  going  further  into  questions  which  are  a  matter  of  record 
and  concerning  which  full  information  can  be  secured  from  other  sources,  I 
desire  to  suggest  that  it  lies  in  your  power  to  put  a  stop  to  all  further  litiga- 
tion between  the  sanitary  district  and  the  State,  and  at  the  same  time  to  enact 
such  legislation  as  will  result  in  vast  benefits  to  both  the  State  and  the  sanitary 
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district  and  to  a  fi^reat  community  which  is  now  just  ontside  of  the  limits  of  the 
sanitary  district  of  Chicago,  and  enduring  mucn  suffering  for  lack  of  proper 
sanitation.  The  legislation  to  which  I  refer  would  provide  for  the  connection 
of  the  Calumet  river,  at  Blue  Island,  with  the  Illinois  and  Michigan  Canal  and 
the  sanitary  district  channel  at  Sag,  by  means  of  a  channel  of  such  dimensions 
as  will  afford  ample  facilities  for  both  the  sanitary  relief  of  the  Calumet  region 
and  for  commercial  purposes,  giving  to  the  trustees  of  the  new  sanitary  dis- 
trict control  of  the  sanitation  features  of  the  channel,  but  requiring  the  canal 
comoiissioners  to  supervise  and  direct  all  matters  connected  with  navigation 
or  other  commercial  features  of  the  same.  Tha  right  of  way  for  such  a  chan- 
nel is  already  owned  by  the  State.  The  plan  was  quite  fully  discussed  by  me 
at  a  joint  meeting  of  the  sanitary  district  trusteed,  the  canal  commissioners 
and  the  members  of  the  special  sanitary  commission,  held  in  Chicago  in  the 
fall  of  1899.  This  discussion  was  embodied  by  the  canal  commissioners  in 
their  report  for  that  year.  For  further  details  concerning  this  plan  and  for 
ireneral  information  along  the  same  line,  I  refer  you  to  the  annual  reports  of 
the  canal  commissioners  for  the  years  1^  and  1900^  and  would  urge  that  tbe 
whole  question  be  given  the  most  careful  consideration. 

THE  NATIONAL  GUARD. 

Id  my  last  biennial  messasre  I  recommended  large  but  needed  appropriations 
for  the  National  Guard.  In  addition  to  the  maintenance  fund,  $175,000  was 
appropriated  for  tents,  uniforms  and  blankets,  $65,398.02  for  expenses  in  mob- 
ilizing troops  and  $250,000  for  the  pay  of  Illinois  volunteers. 

These  appropriations,  however,  have  not  been  to  any  extent  a  charge  upon 
the  taxpayers  of  the  State,  since  the  United  States  government  has  reim- 
bursed the  State  of  Illinois  on  these  accounts  to  the  amount  of  $371,775.10,  and 
«very  effort  possible  is  being  made  to  secure  the  payment  of  the  balance  due. 

Of  the  amount  received  from  the  United  Stales  treasury,  $249,843.72  was 
paid  into  the  State  treasury^  $111,007.17  was  paid  to  creditors  for  supplies  fur- 
nished during  the  mobilization  of  the  troops,  and  the  balance,  $10,32^.20,  has 
been  used  to  pay  the  current  expenses  of  the  National  Guard,  the  funds  for 
that  purpose  having  been  drawn  upon  in  equipping  the  volunteer  troops. 

The  appropriation  for  maintenance  was  made  upon  an  estimate  of  the  actual 
needs  of  the  National  Guard,  and  amounted  to  $210,000  per  year.  If  undrawn 
upon  for  extraordinary  purposes,  this  sum  would  have  been  ample,  but  the 
custom  and  necessity  of  paying  troops  for  riot  duty,  and  the  expenses  iticident 
thereto,  from  this  fund,  whenever  troops  have  been  ordered  out  on  such  ser- 
vice, has  invariably  caused  a  deficiency  in  this  department.  A  deficiency 
appropriation  will  oe  required  to  meet  the  expenses  of  tbe  National  Guard  to 
June  30, 1900.  This  deficit  was  created  by  tbe  use  of  about  $128,000  to  pay  the 
State  troops  for  riot  duty  at  Virden,  Pana  and  Carierville,  and  for  their  trans- 
portation and  subsistence.  This  experience  suggests  the  necessity  of  an  emer- 
gency appropriation  for  this  department,  to  be  used  under  similar  conditions. 

The  experience  of  the  military  during  the  labor  strikes  of  1899  has  occa- 
sioned the  following  suggestion  by  the  Adjutant  General  in  his  report  of  1900, 
to  which  I  direct  your  attention : 

*'If  by  legislative  enactment  counties  would  have  to  pay  the  cost  of  strikes 
occurring  in  their  borders,  sheriffs  would  endeavor,  through  force  of  public 
demand  J  to  restore  peace  and  harmony  themselves,  and  would  call  for  mili- 
tary assistance  only  when  they  themselves  had  become  in  fact  powerless. ^^ 

STATE  BOARD  OP  HEALTH. 

Tbe  State  Board  of  Health,  under  existing  laws,  is  charged  with  the  general 
supervision  of  the  health  and  life  of  the  citizens  of  the  State  and  of  its  system 
of  registration  of  births  and  deaths.  It  is  given  authority  in  all  matters  per- 
taining to  quarantine  and  sanitary  investigations,  and  has  surveiliance  of  all 
lodging  houses  in  cities  of  one  hundred  thousand  or  more  inhabitants.  It  is 
also  the  duty  of  the  board  to  determine  the  standing  of  medical  colleges,  to 
examine  persons  desiring  to  practice  medicine  and  surgery  or  obstetrics  in  the 
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state,  to  issue  certifloates  to  those  found  proficient  and  to  revoke  such  certifi- 
'cates  for  unprofessional  or  dishonorable  conduct.  It  has  authority  to  license- 
intinerant  venders  of  drugs,  nostrums  or  appliances  intended  for  the  treatmeo^ 
of  disease  or  injury,  and  to  institute  suits  against  all  persons  violating  any  of 
the  provisions  of  the  medical  practice  act. 

The  sanitary  duties  of  the  State  to  the  public  consist  principally  in  prevent- 
ing the  pollution  of  its  soil,  air,  water  and  food,  and  investigating. the  oanses- 
of  disease  and  guarding  against  its  propagation  an'd  spread.    The  performance- 
of  these  duties  is  the  essential  function  of  a  State  Board  of  Health.  In  thirty- 
eight  states  and  territories  of  the  Union,  the  dut3'  of  enforcing  the  laws  relat- 
ing to  the  practice  of  medicine  is  placed   in  the  control  of  boards  of  medical^ 
examiners,  leaving  the  State  boards  of  health  to  perform  sanitary  duties  alone  » 
This  should  be  so  in  Illinois,  in  which  the  duties   in   connection  with  the  en- 
forcement of  the  medical  laws  are  rapidly  becoming  so  onerous  and  of  suct^ 
magnitude  as  to  seriously  interfere  with  the  sanitary  work  of  the  board. 

Owing  to  a  defect  in  the  law,  the  State  system  of  registration  of  births  and 
deaths  has  been  inoperative  for  over  fifteen  years.  An  efficient  registration  of 
deaths  is  one  of  the  sanitary  necessities  of  the  State.  This  can  be  secured  by 
the  enactment  of  a  law  forbidding  the  interment  or  cremation  of  a  body  with- 
out a  permit  from  the  health  authorities.  Laws  of  this  character  are  in  force 
in  neighboring  states  and  are  found  to  work  well.  On  account  of  the  sanitary 
uses  of  a  registration  of  deaths,  it  is  believed  that  public  opinion  would  sup- 
port such  a  Taw  in  this  State,  but  whether  public  opinion  would  support  a  law 
which  would  cause  an  accurate  registration  of  all  births  is  problematical.  It 
is  obviously  apparent  that  no  such  law  could  be  relied  upon  unless  there  shall 
be  made  some  provision  for  the  payment  of  the  services  rendered,  whether  by 
the  householder  or  physician. 

Another  important  matter  which  should  receive  the  immediate  attention  of 
the  Legislature,  is  the  inadequacy  of  the  health  laws  of  the  State  as  applied 
to  local  organizations.  In  townships  only  is  a  board  of  health  constituted  by^ 
law.  This  consists  of  the  supervisor,  assessor  and  town  clerk,  and  on  it  ia 
conferred  power  to  make  and  enforce  such  rules  and  regulations  tending  to- 
check  the  spread  of  disease  as  may  be  deemed  proper,  but  no  penalties  are 
provided  for  violation  of  the  board^s  rules.  Additional  power  such  as  is  given 
to  city  councils  and  village  boards  of  trustees  should  be  conferred  upon  tha 
town  boards.  In  cities  and  villages  the  legislative  branch  of  the  corporatioa 
is  authorized  to  appoint  a  board  of  health  and  prescribe  its  powers  and  dutiesj- 
but  it  frequently  happens  that  no  advantage  is  taken  of  this  privilege  until 
disease  makes  its  appearance,  sometimes  in  epidemic  form.  The  board  ap- 
pointed is  often  composed  entirely  of  laymen,  who  are  hardly  qualified  to  de- 
termine the  best  method  of  checking  the  spread  of  disease.  The  appoint- 
ment of  local  health  organizations  should  be  mandatory,  not  optional;  and 
one  member,  at  lea^t,  or  the  board  should  be  a  physician.  In  counties  not 
under  township  organization,  of  which  there  are  nineteen  intheState,  no  pro- 
vision is  made  for  local  health  boards,  outside  of  the  jurisdiction  of  incorpo- 
rated cities  and  villages.  This  defect  in  the  law  has  been  productive  of  great 
harm.  It  is  impracticable  for  the  State  Board  of  Health,  which  is  looked  to 
in  all  outbreaks  to  exercise  local  jurisdiction  over  the  six  thousand  squaro 
miles  of  territory  embraced  in  these  counties.    Action  by  the  board  when 

?)0S8ibIe  is  put  in  force  at  too  great  distance  to  be  immediately  effective.  In 
899  a  bill  making  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners  boards  of  health  in 
their  respective  counties,  passed  the  Senate  and  first  and  second  reading  in 
the  House,  but  failed  to  come  up  on  final  passage,  owing  to  its  place  on  the 
calendar.  I  would  earnestly  recommend  the  passage  of  such  a  measure  by 
the  Forty- second  General  Assembly. 

A  STATE  SANITORITJM  FOR  THE  TREATMENT  OP  TUBERCULOSIS. 

By  joint  resolution  the  Senate  and  House  of  the  Forty- first  General  Assem> 
bly  directed  the  State  Board  of  Health  to  investigate  the  advisability  of  estab- 
lishing a  State  sanitorium  for  consumptives  and  report  thereon  to  th& 
Governor. 
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B^r  this  report  it  is  established :  First,  that  pulmonary  tuberoulosis — a  pre- 
▼e«tib]e,  curable  disease— is  the  cause  of  one-seventh  of  all  mortality,  and 
that  its  ^ridespread  prevalence,  especially  amonfc  the  poor  who  are  unable  to 

Sfoeare  proper  treatment,  has  been  and  continues  to  be  a  menace  to  the  pub- 
e  health. 

Second:  That  private  care  has  proven  inadequate,  that  general  hospitals 
are  ill  adapted  for  the  treatment  of  consumption,  and  that  since  tuberculosis 
has  been  recogrnized  as  a  communicable  disease,  the  doors  of  nearly  all  hospi- 
tals* pnblic  and  private,  have  been  closed  to  tuberculous  patients,  especially 
to  thoae  unable  to  pay  for  care. 

Third:  That  the  value  of  sanatorium  treatment  as  a  center  of  education,  a 
means  of  prophylaxis,  and  as  a  method  of  cure,  has  been  demonstrated  by  re- 
solts  both  at  nome  and  abroad. 

The  protection  of  the  public — its  life  and  health — is  everywhere  rightfully 
reg:ard6d  a  proper  basis  for  lesrislation  and  preventive  medicine  as  the  legiti- 
mate lirork  of  the  State. 

It  is  then  the  recognized  duty  of  the  State  to  insist  that  persons  affected 
with  communicable  diseases  shall  not  be  a  source  of  danger  to  others.  Since 
tabercnlosis  is  a  communicable  disease,  the  State  should  do  all  in  its  power  to 
pre^rent  its  spread  and  should  care  for  all  those  not  otherwise  provided  for, 
-who  are  unable  to  care  for  themselves,  not  alone  from  philanthropic  or  charit- 
able motives,  but  because  the  well  have  the  right  to  demand  protection. 

Bnt  if  our  efforts  in  behalf  of  the  consumptive  are  not  to  be  based  chiefly 
npon  the  rieht  of  society  to  the  protection  of  the  State,  then  all  laws  must  be 
saeh  as  will  compel  the  rigid  observance  of  all  sanitary  rules.  Obviously  this 
ean  not  be  done  unless  the  State  provides  the  means. 

That  sanatorium  treatment  is  of  the  utmost  value,  is  demonstrated  by  the 
faet  that  it  has  been  recognized  and  adopted  by  the  most  progressive  countries 
of  Europe,  and  by  both  the  army  and  navy  of  the  United  States,  by  the  states 
of  New  York  and  Massachusetts,  and  by  the  establishment  of  numerous  pri- 
vate sanatoria  both  in  Europe  and  the  United  States. 

The  ben<)ficent  influences  of  sanatorium  treatment  are  manifold.  The  mor- 
tality is  lowered — many  sanatoria  claim  70  per  cent  of  cures  and  their  claims 
are  probably  well  founded— for  tuberculosis,  in  its  earlier  stages,  is  known  to 
be  one  of  the  most  curable  of  all  chronic  diseases.  The  public  is  protected, 
for  these  patients  are  no  longer  a  source  of  infection  in  the  home,  in  the  shop, 
on  the  street  and  in  |)ubhc  places.  The  patients  are  educated  in  proper 
methods  of  hygienic  living  and  in  their  duties  to  their  families,  friends  and 
the  public. 

It  may  be  urged  that  the  sanatorium  will  be  a  source  of  danger  to  the  citi- 
zens in  the  neighborhood  where  it  is  located,  but  at  the  sanatorium  at  Saranao 
Lake.  New  York,  not  a  single  nurse,  physician  or  attendant  has  been  attacked 
by  tuberculosis  in  fifteen  years.  In  the  villages  of  Goebersdorf  and  Falkenstein, 
where  five  of  the  largest  sanatoria  in  Germany  are  located,  the  mortality  from 
tuberculosis  has  actually  decreased  more  rapidly  than  elsewhere,  and  is  one- 
third  less  than  before  the  establishment  of  these  institutions. 

Against  the  establishment  of  a  sanatorium  but  one  argument  can  be  advanced, 
that  of  expense.  The  State  provides  for  the  blind,  the  feeble-minded,  the  in- 
sane ai/dthe  epileptic,  yet  these  weaknesses  and  ailments  are  far  less  danger- 
ous to  the  public  at  large  than  is  tuberculosis.  The  lives  lost  each  year  are  of 
the  greatest  value  to  the  State.  Under  the  present  unsatisfactory  methods  of 
care,  the  people  of  the  State  of  Illinois  are  obliged  to  pay  a  far  greater  sum 
annually  than  would  be  required  for  the  maintenance  of  a  sanatorium,  through 
the  influence  of  which  much  sickness  would  be  prevented  and  hundreds  of 
the  lives  now  sacrificed  would  be  saved. 

The  United  States  is  far  behind  some  of  her  sister.countries  in  the  effort  to 
prevent  the  spread  of  consumption,  aptly  termed  '*The  Great  White  Plague," 
of  which  millions  of  its  present  inhabitants  are  seemingly  doomed  to  die.

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Enffland,  it  is  said,  saves  the  lives  of  twenty  thousand  of  her  inhabitants  yearly 
by  the  maintenance  of  specialihospitals  for  consumptives.  Can  not  Illinois,  one 
of  the  most  progpressive  states  in  the  Union,  do  as  well? 

I  am  firmly  of  the  opinion  that  for  the  care  of  such  an  enormous  number  of 
invalids  State  assistance  is  essential,  and  I  hope  that  the  Leflfislature  will  realize 
the  situation  and  give  the  necessary  relief. 

TUBBROUIiOSIS  IN  CATTLE. 

I  desire  to  call  your  special  attention  to  what  I  consider  an  injustice,  vis- 
ited upon  the  Illinois  owners  of  dairy  and  breeding  cattle  through  the  opera- 
tion 01  the  law  in  relation  to  diseases  among  domestic  animals. 

During  the  period  between  July  1,  1899,  and  November  1,  1900,  522  dairy 
animals,  property  of  individuals  Jpave  been  slaughtered  by  order  of  the  Board 
of  Live  Stock  Commissioners.  These  animals  were  adjudged  diseased  with 
tuberculosis  or  consumption,  and  their  destruction  was  a  vital  necessity  for 
human  life.  In  accordance  with  law  the  value  of  the  animals  so  destroyed 
was  apprised  at  $21,262.50,  or  an  average  of  $40.73  per  head,  but  under  the 
rules  for  compensation  adopted  by  the  live  stock  board,  the  owners  of  the 
animals  were  paid  $9,180.15,  or  an  avurage  of  $17.60  i>er  head.  I  consider  the 
State  indebted  to  the  owners  of  this  property  practically  the  difference  be- 
tween its  appraised  value  and  what  was  received  for  it,  and  I  recommend  an 
appropriation  by  the  General  Assembly  for  the  purpose  of  paying  this  indebt- 


edness. 


The  justice  of  the  law  under  which  these  cattle  were  killed  may  not  be  criti- 
cised. I  would  not  curtail  the  powers  of  the  live  stock  board.  On  the  con- 
trary, I  would  enlarge  its  power  to  examine  and  destroy  domestic  animals 
afflicted  with  the  dreadful  enemy  to  human  life — ^tuberculosis — but  it  is  a 
thoroughly  established  principle,  to  be  jealously  guarded,  that  the  State  may 
not  take  the  property  of  the  citizen  without  full  compensation,  and  in  this 
case  every  point  should  be  strained  to  bring  that  compensation  up  to  the 
fullest  value  commensurate  with  the  protection  of  the  State  against  fraud. 

There  is  no  necessity  for  the  assertion  that  tuberculosis  is  a  matter  of  the 
utmost  importance  to  humanity.  The  vital  statistics  of  the  civilized  nations 
show  that  tuberculosis  destroys  four  and  one-half  times  as  many  human  lives 
as  scarlet  fever^  typhoid  fever,  diptheria  and  small- pox  combined,  and  more 
than  these  diseases  combined  with  war  and  plague.  Leyden  asserts  that  of 
all  the  people  in  the  world  who  die  between  the  ages  of  15  and  60  years,  one- 
third  of  them  die  of  tuberculosis.  Dr.  Vaughn  estimates  that  at  any  given 
time  there  are  in  the  United  States  1,300,000  persons  afflicted  with  tubercu- 
losis. The  census  of  1890  shows  that  during  that  year  102,000  persons  died  of 
tuberculosis  in  the  United  States.  In  Chicago  statistics  show  that  one  in 
eight  of  the  deaths  in  that  city  is  from  tuberculosis.  In  the  great  cities  of 
Europe  the  rate  is  one  in  four. 

While  the  disease  has  no  doubt  afflicted  humanity  from  the  earliest  times, 
the  real  nature  of  it  was  unknown  to  science  until  1882,  when  Koch,  of  Ber- 
lin, isolated  and  named  the  germ.  It  has  since  been  learned,  and  is  now  un- 
iversally acknowledged,  that  the  disease  is  contagious  as  well  as  hereditary. 
There  is  no  disease  so  widely  spread  among  domestic  animals,  particularly 
those  with  which  man  comes  in  close  contact,  and  it  has  been  found  to  be 
prevalent  among  cattle.  The  experience  of  the  New  York  state  government 
with  tuberculosis  in  dairy  cattle,  has  occasioned  the  statement  from  the  New 
York  board  of  health  that  the  first  f^^&t  step  toward  preventing  tuberculosis 
in  man  is  to  stamp  out  the  disease  m  cattle.  It  startles  the  mind  to  contem- 
plate the  knowledge  that  thousands  of  infants  are  today  taking  into  their 
stomachs,  through  their  nursing  bottles,  the  enemy  that  will  destroy  their 
lives. 

The  scientist  Koch  discovered  what  he  called  tuberculin,  but  while  it  has 
not  been  successful  as  a  cure,  it  has  proved  a  valuable  diagnostic  agent.  A 
hypodermic  injection  of  it  with  a  diseased  animal  will  produce  fever  which 
betrays  the  presence  of  the  germ,  while  its  introduction  into  the  system  of  a 
healthy  animal  occasions  no  rise  in  the  temperature.     Neither  does  it  always 
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effect  ehanire  in  the  condition  of  the  animal  in  the  last  sta^res  of  the  disease, 
tliere  beini?  not  enoogh  resistance  left  in  the  system  to  cause  the  reaction  nec- 
essary to  produce  fever.  But  to  the  practical  veterinarian  this  advanced  stage 
is  alvays  evidenced  by  outward  symptoms. 

It  beiniir  established  that  tuberculosis  is  a  contagious  disease,  the  relation 
between  man  and  the  milch  cow  becomes  of  tremendous  importance.  The  ex- 
periments conducted  in  the  past  few  years  have  demonstrated  that  thousands 
of  human  beings  have  contracted  the  disease  through  the  use  of  diseased 
cow^*  milk.  One  of  the  most  in^ortant  of  these  tests,  and  of  great  value  to 
the  world,  was  that  made  in  1899  by  Doctors  Adolph  Gehrmann  and  N.  A. 
£^mns«  of  Chicago,  at  the  request  of  the  Illinois  Live  Stock  Board.  They 
tested  the  milk  of  forty-one  cows  which  had  shown  on  post  mortem  examina- 
tion presence  of  tuberculosis,  and  in  the  milk  of  fifteen  the  germ  was  found. 
6eventy-four  gninea  pigs  were  treated  with  the  milk  from  the  forty-one  cows, 
WLnd  thirteen  of  the  pigs  developed  tuberculosis.  In  the  line  of  destroying 
tabercnlosis  in  cattle,  f3l  that  could  be  done  in  Illinois,  prior  to  1899,  was  to 
oondact  tests  upon  herds,  upon  application  of  such  owners  as  were  willing  to 
have  cattle  destroyed  witnout  compensation. 

The  last  General  Assembly  made  an  appropriation  of  $5,000  per  year  to  pay 
damages  for  cattle  destroyed  that  are  diseased  with  tuberculosis.  On  June 
13, 1899,  on  the  representations  of  the  Board  of  Live  Stock  Commissioners,  I 
issued  a  proclamation  schednliug  territory  on  account  of  tuberculosis  among 
ea^^tle.  The  slaughter  of  cattle  resulting  uuder  the  operation  of  this  procla- 
mation aroused  public  attentioa  to  the  question  involved,  and  on  Au^st  7, 
1900,  I  temporarily  suspended  the  operation  of  the  proclamation  until  this 
General  Assembly  could  take  action. 

In  determiniug  the  yalue  of  a  diseased  animal  to  be  destroyed  under  the 
law  for  the  benefit  of  society,  the  law  directs  that  the  amount  of  damages  to 
be  paid  in  each  case  is  to  be  based  upon  the  value  of  each  animal  as  * 'dis- 
closed and  determined  by  a  post-mortem  examination." 

In  interpreting  the  law  for  the  i)urpose  of  paying  damages,  the  live  stock 
board  classified  suspected  animals  into  six  grades.  The  animal  to  be  slaugh- 
tered was  appraisea  at  its  fair  cash  value.  If  the  post-mortem  examination 
developed  that  no  tuberculosis  was  present,  the  owner  was  paid  by  the  State 
the  amount  of  the  appraisement.  If  the  animal  appeared  to  be  in  the  incipi- 
ent staires  of  the  disease,  75  per  cent  of  the  fixed  value  was  paid;  if  appar- 
ently affected  for  a  year,  60  per  cent  was  paid ;  if  for  two  years,  35  per  cent 
was  paid;  if  for  three  years,  26  per  cent;  and  if  for  more  than  three  years,  15 
per  cent.  Damages  were  awarded  on  a  species  of  life  insurance  classification, 
and  on  the  well  established  theory  that  the  life  of  a  cow  diseased  with  tuber- 
culosis is  four  years.  Thus  the  board  considered  the  value  of  a  cow  whose 
milk  bad  but  recently  begun  to  produce  death,  five  times  greater  than  that  of 
a  cow  whose  milk  had  been  planting  the  deadly  germs  for  three  years. 

It  surely  made  no  difference  to  the  consumer  of  the  milk  if  his  death  resulted 
from  a  germ  emanating  from  a  cow  in  Class  B,  showing  a  small,  caseous  tu- 
berenlons  deposit  in  one  anterior  mediastinal  gland,  or  if  he  received  his 
quietus  from  a  microbe  generated  in  ananimalin  Class  F,  showing  on  the 
post-mortem  a  caseous  tuberculous  abscess  in  the  posterior  retro-pharyngeal 
gland  and  tuberculous  deposits  in  the  thoracic  cavity.  I  can  not  conceive  of 
a  difference  in  the  intrinsic  value  of  rattlesnakes.  1  can  not  see  why  a  cow 
that  has  produced  diseased  milk  is  more  valuable  than  a  cow  that  has  produced 
more  diseased  milk. 

To  my  mind  the  board's  theory  in  determining  the  value  of  the  condemned 
cattle  was  wrong.  Every  animal  destroyed  bv  the  State  for  the  benefit  of 
society  should,  m  theory,  have  been  replaced  by  an  animal  of  equal  value  as 
a  breeder  or  milk  producer.  The  owner  can  not  be  held  liable  for  a  penny  of 
the  loss,  other  than  what  he  might  return  to  the  State  in  the  form  of  taxes. 
As  the  animal  is  killed  for  the  oenefit  of  the  whole  State,  the  State  should 
bear  the  entire  burden  of  the  loss. 

Through  the  operation  of  the  board's  rules  of  compensation,  a  dairy  herd, 
representing  the  life-time  savings  of  the  owner,  and  appraised  at  say  $40  per 
head,  would  bring,  after  a  post-mortem  examination,  $6  per  head,  and  prao- 
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tioally  ruin  the  owner  flnanoially.  The  State  should  say  to  the  innocez&l: 
owner  of  tubercular  cattle.  ''We  will  destroy  your  diseased  animals,  but  ^viro 
will  replace  them  with  healthy  ones  or  their  value  in  cash." 

We  should  profit  by  the  lesson  of  the  emancipation  proclamation.  By  tiio 
operation  of  that  act,  many  a  loyal  slave  owner  who  foucfht  for  the  preserva- 
tion of  the  Union,  and  who  fi^ave  the  lives  of  his  children  that  the  nation 
mififht  live,  died  in  poverty. 

The  present  case,  in  dollars  and  cents,  is  a  parallel,  although  the  f^ea^ 
moral  question  does  not  enter  into  it.  The  injustice  wrought  by  the  emanci- 
pation proclamation  may  have  been  a  national  necessity,  out  it  is  not  neces- 
sary today  for  Illinois  to  confiscate  a  penny's  worth  of  any  citizen's  property* 

I  believe  that  the  owners  of  the  animals  killed  by  the  State  under  the  opera- 
tion of  the  tuberculosis  law  should  be  paid  the  full  cash  value  of  their  prop- 
erty. I  recommend  that  a  sum  sufficient  for  that  purpose  be  appropriated  by 
this  Assembly.  I  regard  the  righting  of  this  wrong  and  the  principle  to  be 
thereby  upheld,  one  of  the  most  important  questions  to  come  before  thi» 
body.  I  recommend  that  the  live  stock  board  be  given  the  fullest  possible 
powers  necessary  to  stamp  out  tuberculosis  from  the  dairy  cattle  of  the  State  ^ 
and  let  the  cost  be  what  it  will. 

STATE  FOOD  COMMISSION. 

Under  an  act  approved  April  24, 1899,  was  created  the  Illinois  State  Food 
Commission.  As  stated  in  the  act  creating  it,  the  aim  of  the  department  is 
to  prevent  adulteration,  fraud  and  deception  in  the  manufacture  and  sale  of 
articles  of  food. 

This  department  already  stands  at  the  head  of  all  similar  departments  in 
this  country,  and  our  people  are  as  well  protected  afi^ainst  the  operations  of 
dealers  in  adulterated,  fraudulent  and  deceptive  food  products  as  those  of  any 
other  state. 

I  endorse  the  recommendation  of  the  State  Food  Commissioner  that  the  food 
law  be  revised  and  amended  so  as  to  make  it  more  uniform  and  effective. 

The  money  expended  for  making  this  department  effective  was  wisely  and 
usefully  employed,  and  I  therefore  recommend  that  the  General  Assembly 
make  liberal  appropriations  for  the  maintenance  of  this  new  department  of 
our  State  government,  as  the  field  for  its  work  is  almost  unlimiteo. 

CHILD  LABOR. 

I  direct  your  attention  to  the  last  report  of  the  State  Factory  Inspectors,  in 
which  the  subject  of  child  labor  is  ably  and  exhaustively  treated.  While  the 
intention  of  our  laws  governing  child  labor  is  good,  they  are  far  from  bein^ 
effective  and  require  revision  and  amendment.  I  believe  it  a  principle  sacred 
to  good  government  that  children  under  fourteen  years  of  age  should  be  in 
school  every  hour  they  are  not  at  play  or  in  bed,  and  I  recommend  the  enact- 
ment and  enforcement  of  law  necessary  to  this  end.  Chicago  has  become  one 
of  the  chief  manufacturing  cities  of  the  world,  and  while  Illinois  leads  Massa- 
chusetts as  a  manufacturing  state,  our  laws  on  the  subject  of  child  labor 
are  primitive  and  their  execution  lax.  We  can  confer  no  greater  blessing 
upon  the  future  State  than  by  giving  health,  strength  and  knowledge  to  the 
children  of  today. 

THE  PRACTICE  COMMISSION. 

The  Practice  Commission  created  by  joint  resolution  of  the  Forty-first  Gen- 
eral Assembly  has  made  its  preliminary  report,  for  the  purpose  of  invitinji^ 
comment  and  criticism.  The  commission  recommends  the  adoption  of  addi- 
tions to,  amendments  and  alteration  of  the  statutes.  I  commend  its  work 
and  recommend  legislation  along  the  lines  it  suggests. 
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8TATB  OONTBAOTS. 

On  the  subject  of  State  contracts  for  printing  and  binding,  I  respectfully 
call  your  attention  to  the  wise  sugfi^estions  of  the  Secretary  of  State  m  his  re- 
port to  the  Governor,  and  respectfully  recommend  such  legislation  as  will 
remedy  the  evils  therein  mentioned.

A  message  from  the  Governor,  by  J.  Mack  Tanner,  Private  Sec- 
retary: 

Mr.  Speaker:    I  am  directed  by  the  Governor  to  lay  before  the  Hoase  of 
Representatives  the  following  commnnication: 

State  of  Illinois, 

Executive  Department, 

Springfield,  January  14,  1901. 

To  the  Honorable f  the  House  of  Representatives: 

It  being  an  established  principle  of  business  that  judicious  advertising  is 
invariably  profitable  to  the  advertiser,  I  recommend  that  the  General  Assem- 
bly make  a  liberal  appropriation  for  the  purpose  of  exhibiting  at  the  Pan- 
American  Exposition  what  Illinois  has  to  sell. 

The  Exposition  will  be  held  at  Buffalo,  New  York,  from  May  to  November 
next.  In  character  it  is  to  be  all  American,  none  but  the  countries  of  the 
Western  Hemisphere  participating.  Its  object  is  to  bring  the  nations  of  the 
western  world  into  closer  commercial  relation,  to  the  benefit  of  all,  and  par- 
ticularly to  the  benefit  of  our  own  country.  Our  farms  and  factories  have 
Products  to  sell,  but  we  have  not  been  selhngthem  to  our  southern  neighbors. 
he  people  of  Central  and  South  America  annually  buv  a  thousand  million 
dollars  worth  of  goods  abroad,  but  less  than  one- tenth  or  that  trade  comes  to 
the  United  States.  We  should  have  the  bulk  of  it,  and  the  work  of  the 
Buffalo  Exposition  is  calculated  to  effect  that  end. 

The  possibilitjr  of  trade  extension  offered  by  this  Exposition  has  enlisted 
the  active  participation  of  the  leading  trade  organizations  of  the  country,  and 
in  our  own  State  the  Board  of  Agriculture,  the  Farmers'  Institute,  the  Na- 
tional Business  League,  the  Chicago  Board  of  Trade,  and  other  business  or- 
fanizations  have  adopted  resolutions  in  favor  of  Illinois  participating  in  the 
Ixposition. 

Illinois  is  near  to  the  front  in  population,  wealth  and  production^  and  in 
this  worthy  effort  to  show  the  progress  of  manufacture,  art  and  civilization 
in  the  western  world,  Illinois  snould  occupy  an  attractive  place. 

Business  enterprise,  as  well  as  family  pride,  should  prompt  us  on  this  ex- 
ceptional occasion,  to  makd  a  magnificent  showing.

One  hundred  and  eighteen  members  answering  to  their  names,  the 
Speaker  of  the  House  announced  that  a  quorum  of  the  House  was 
present. 

It  appearing  that  a  quorum  of  the  two  Houses  was  present,  the 
Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  as  the  presiding  officer  of 
the  joint  session,  announced  that  the  joint  session  was  now  duly  con- 
Tened  tor  the  purpose  of  witnessing  the  inauguration  of  G-overnor, 
Lieutenant  Governor  and  other  Stote  officers-elect  of  the  State  of 
Illinois. 

Mr.  Funk,  from  the  committee  heretofore  appointed  for  the  pur 
pose  of  waiting  upon  the  Chief  Justice  and  requesting  him  to  admin- 
ister the  oath  of  office  to  the  State  officers-elect,  reported  that  they 
were  unable  to  find  any  of  the  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court,  and 
presented  the  Honorable  Judge  Elbridge  G.  Hanecy,  of  the  Superior 
Court  of  Cook  county,  who  administered  the  oath  of  office  provided 
by  section  26  of  article  6  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Illinois, 
separately  to  Richard  Yates,  Governor;  William  A.  Northcott,  Lieu- 
tenant Gk>vemor;  James  A.  Rose,  Secretary  of  State;  James  S.  Mc- 
Cnllough,  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts;  Moses  O.  Williamson,  Treas- 
orer,  and  Howland  J.  Hamlin,  Attorney  General. 

The  Speaker  of  the  House  then  surrendered  the  gavel  to  the  Hon- 
orable, the  retiring  Governor  John  R.  Tanner,  for  the  purpose  of 
introducing  the  Governor,  the  Honorable  Richard  Yates,  whp  there- 
after delivered  his  inaugural  address  as  follows: 


IKAT7GURAL  ADDRESS  OF  RICHARD  YATES. 

Omilemen  of  the  Forty-aeeond  General  Aesembly  and  Fellow  Citizens: 

The  Constitntion  of  the  State  of  Illinois  specifloally  provides  that  the  Gov- 
<nior  shall,  at  the  commencement  of  each  session,  and  at  the  close  of  his 
term  of  office,  give  to  the  G-eneral  Assembly  information,  by  message,  of  the 
coodition  of  the  State,  and  shall  recommend  snoh  measures  as  he  shall  deem 
VPsdient.  It  also  requires  htm,  at  the  commencement  of  each  re^rular  ses- 
sion, to  present  estimates  of  the  amount  of  money  required  to  be  raised  by 
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taxation  for  all  purposes.     The  able  and  exhanstive  message  to  the  Geneira..B 
Assembly  which  has  jnst  been  transmitted  thereto  by  my  distinguished  i>ire^ 
decessor,  the  Hon.  John  B.  Tanner,  has  fully  complied  with  these  requiz-e— 
ments  of  the  Constitution;  so  fully,  indeed,  that  were  I  disposed  to  consicleir 
myself  required  by  the   Constitution  to  furnish  additional  information*     T 
would  be  at  a  loss  to  know  where  to  go  to  get  it.     The  Constitution  nowhere 
provides  that  the  Governor  coming  into  office  after  the  commencement  of  & 
session  shall  give  to  the  General  Assembly  by  message,  either  information 
or  recommendation  of  measures  or  estimates  of  taxation.   The  Governor  ^will^ 
doubtless,  always  be  within  the  implied,  if  not  express,  prerogatives  of  his- 
office  whenever,  in  his  judgment,  he  shall  deem  it  expedient  to  communicate 
with  the  General  Assembly  by  proper  message. 

Many  of  my  predecessors  have,  when  about  to  come  into  office,  found  bucIi 
a  condition  of  afifairs  that  the:^  have  deemed  it  best  to,  in  their  inaugural  ad- 
dresses, both  convey  information  and  recommend  legislation.    Thev  were,  of 
course,  justified  in  so  doin^ .  Formvself,  however,  believing,  as  I  do,  that  the 
Constitution  does  not  require  specific  recommendations  from  a  new  Govemor- 
before  he  has,  by  experience,  acquired  information  and  learned  what  measures 
ought  to  be  recommended,  I  feel  compelled  to  say  that  at  this  time  my  knowl- 
edge of  State  affairs  is  so  limited  that  it  would  be  discourteous  to  attempt  to 
convey  that  limited  knowledge  to  the  Legislature.    And,  as  to  recommenda- 
tions, I  have  had  so  little  opportunity  to  weigh  the  merits  of  the  great  number    * 
of  measures  which  have  been  sugp:ested,  that  I  reel  that  I  might  be  pursuinflr 
a  mistaken  course  were  I  now  to  indulge  in  recommendation  of  an^  of  them. 
If,  at  any  time  within  the  session,  I  shall  become  satisfied  that  it  is  mjr  duty 
to  recommend  to  the  General  Assembly  any  particular  subject  for  considera- 
tion,  I  shall  not  hesitate  to  exercise  the  constitutional  prerogatives  of  the 
executive  in  that  particular,  feeling  well  assured  that  the  General  Assembly 
will  appreciate  my  motives  in  then  communicating  with  them,  as  doubtless 
they  do  now  appreciate  my  present  action  in  refraining  from  so  doing. 

The  fact  that  I  have  no  suggestions  to  make  to  you,  the  General  Assembly^ 
with  reference  to  measures  to  come  before  you  at  this  session,  does  not  debar 
me  from  endeavoring  to  briefly  give  expression  to  some  of  the  feelings  which 
follow  us  to  this  place.   This  occasion  is  of  import  to  us  all.   Its  significance  is 
not  to  be  belittlea.  It  is  not  merely  an  hour  of  pardonable  pleasure  and  pride 
to  the  six  of  us  who  have  assumed  the  responsibility  of  officials  of  the  State  at 
large.    To  every  member  of  the  State  Senate  and  House  it  is  also  a  moment 
of  consequence.    Although  days  have  passed  since  you,  in  both  your  houses, 
perfected  your  organization  and  arranged  preliminary  details,  you  have 
scarcely,  as  yet,  settled  into  your  respective  places,  and  this  hour  begins,  in 
fact,  your  active  service.    It  is  appropriate  that,  while  you  are  pausing,  so  to 
speak,  before  entering  upon  the  performance  of  your  active  duties,  the  State, 
too,  should  pause,  and.  with  due  satisfaction  reflect  that  here,  at  its  oapitol, 
there  sit,  as  its  Senators  and  Representatives,  this  body  of  far-sighted,  clear- 
headed and  high-minded  men.   It  is  quite  certain  that  this  General  Assembly 
can  not  suffer  by  comparison.    Illinois  has  just  cause  to  feel  proud  of  its 
Legislature,  and  to  rely  upon  the  fidelity  of  that  Legislature. 

I  need  not  exhort  you  to  wear  your  honors  worthily;  but  I  may  be  per- 
mitted to  remind  you  that  to  do  so  is  no  easy  matter.  The  difficulties  and 
perplexities  continually  confronting  the  legislator  are  not  generally  appreci- 
ated. They  are  necessarily  many  and  great.  More  than  that,  they  are  com- 
plex and  intricate.  They  involve  exhaustive  attention.  Many  times  State 
legislators  get  little  credit  for  their  labors,  which  are  really  arduous,  in  the 
performance  of  their  duties,  the  line  between  the  right  and  the  wrong  is  often 
somewhat  obscured  and  hard  to  find.  There  will  doubtless  be  many  times,  in 
trying  days  to  come,  when  you  and  I  both  will  seek  for  a  time,  at  least, 
almost  in  vain  for  absolutely  satisfactory  solution  of  pending  problems. 
Good  intentions  alone  will  not  suffice  for  our  correct  guidance.  So  many 
different  factors  may  affect  any  given  situation  that  the  result  will,  if  we  are 
not  very  careful,  be  far  from  either  desirable  to  us  or  advantageous  to  the 

Seople — and  this  in  spite  of  all  lofty  motive  and  high  incentive  and  sincere 
esire  to  do  right.    Such  being  the  case,  it  is  certainly  ground  for  congratu- 
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ktioD  that,  in  the  present  General  Assembly,  there  undoubtedly  abide,  in 
het^  both  that  lofty  motive  and  that  high  incentive  whioh  the  people  so  much 
desdre  and  so  mnch  deserve. 

We  all  realize  that  there  is,  for  the  time  being,  no  power  to  rectify  our  er* 
rofis,  if  we  make  them.  There  is  no  immediate  help  for  the  State,  if,  from 
Tour  hands  and  mine,  there  oomes,  durinjg:  the  ensuing  two  vears,  a  fabric  of 
legislation  which  is  defective  in  construction  and  detrimental  in  effect.  It  be- 
hooves us  alK  therefore,  to,  in  all  that  we  do,  move  and  act  with  wise  and  just 
instincts.  We  should  consider  well,  before  we  disturb  well  settled  conditions 
whieh  are  satisfactory.  I  am  satisfied  that  such  is  the  wish  of  the  people. 
There  is  a  widespread  feeling  in  all   states  that  there   may  be  too  much 

Sovemment  and  too  many  laws.  I  participate  in  this  feeling  myself,  and  so 
o  many  of  yoa.  Indeed,  it  is,  in  part,  because  of  this  feeling  that  I  have 
decided  not  to  make  any  recommendations  to  you^  concerning  legislation. 
There  donbtless  never  was  a  lAw  so  good  but  that  it  might  be  bettered  by 
amendment.  There  doubtless  are  many  of  our  laws  which  could  be  im- 
proved. There  are,  perhaps,  some  which  ought  to  be  abolished.  There 
probably  are  some  which  ought  to  be  abolished,  provided  other  better  ones 
eould  be  put  in  their  places.  And  lastly,  there  are  probably  some  entirely 
new  which  ooght  to  be  passed.  As  a  matter  of  course,  proi)er  appropriation 
bills  and  an  equitable  reapportionment  are  absolutely  essential. 

T\\eTe  does  not,  however,  seem  to  me  to  be  any  pressing  neccessity  or  de- 
mand for  a  lar^  quantity  of  new  legislation.    No  hidden  significance  attaches 
to  this  safifgestion.    I  have  no  plans  for  legislation.    I  have  in  contemplation 
no  statnte  which  I  would  pass  or  repeal,  if  such  passage  or  repeal  were  in 
my  power.    But,  owing,  perhaps,  to  my  inexperience  in  such  matters^  I  have 
been  mnch  impressed  and,  indeed,  somewhat  startled,  by  the  multitude  of 
suggestions  which  have  come  to  me,  urging  me  to  recommend  amendments 
and  additions  to  our  statutes.    Hundreds  of  such  propositions  and  sugges- 
tions are  on  their  way  to  this  Legislature.    Doubtless  the  greater  part  of  tbem 
are  worthy  of  most  serious  and  earnest  investigation.    Such  investigation  will 
be  earnestly  demanded.    Conscientious  consideration  should,  of  course,  be 
^ven,  and  you  will  not  withhold  it.    Two  things  are  absolutely  vital  to  the 
proper  transaction  of  public  business.    First,  the  aim  of  the  ofilcial  must  be 
high  enongh,  and,  second,  all  progress  must  be  practical.    If  the  motive  is 
not  lofty,  the  promised  good  can  not  be  hoped  for.    And,  on  the  other  hand, 
if  the  action  is  not  inspired  always  by  common  sense,  the  ideal,  however  ele- 
vated, will  fail  wholly  of  fruition.    I  feel  sure  that  in  all  matters  we  can  be 
conservative  without  being  narrow-minded,  and  can  avoid  both  undue  haste 
and  nndne  delay. 

I  wish  to  assure  the  General  Assembly  that  in  their  desire  for  the  main- 
tenance of  relations  of  the  utmost  harmony  between  all  the  departments  of 
the  State  government,  the  State  officials  who  have  today  taken  the  official 
oath  all  heartily  concur.  From  such  a  state  of  general  good  feeling  there  al- 
ways certainly  results  the  promotion  of  the  highest  interests  of  the  common - 
vealth.  And  with  this  there  comes,  inevitably,  the  approval  of  men  of  all 
parties,  creeds,  convictions  and  conditions.  And,  following  this,  there  re- 
sets that  gratification,  satisfaction  and  peace  of  mind  which  public  officials 
ean  only  feel  when  having  the  knowledge  of  duty  done. 

.  As  for  myself,  had  I  not  already  fully  resolved  and  expected  to  cooperate 
in  all  proper  measures  for  the  common  weal,  to  the  fullest  extent  within  my 
power,  with  every  branch  of  the  State  administration,  the  solemnity  of  the 
oath  which  I  have  just  taken  would  constrain  me  to  do  so.  This  inaugural 
oath  is  not  a  mere  repetition  of  the  pledge  which  we  have  made,  you  and  I 
and  all  of  us,  upon  the  hustings.  It  is  true  that  we  have,  without  exception, 
irrespective  of  party,  repeatedly  told  the  people  that,  if  elected  to  the  posi- 
tions which  we  now  by  their  favor  occupy,  we  would  compel  economy,  effi- 
ciency and  humanity  in  the  management  of  the  concerns  of  the  people  and  in 
the  care  of  their  institutions. 

Bat  the  oath  we  have  taken  today  is  a  different  thing.  It  is  required  of  us 
because  the  people  have  taken  us  at  our  word.  It  is  a  solemn  obligation.  It 
is  a  sacred  thing.    It  is  a  covenant.    The  pledge  upon  the  stump  is  simply  a 
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promise.  The  official  oath  is  a  binding:  pledge  to  redeem  that  promise,  1>e- 
cause  it  has  been  relied  upon  and  riehts  nave  accrued  under  it.  It  is,  more- 
over, the  formal  acknowledgment  of  the  acceptance  of  a  great  trust.  The 
people  of  the  State  of  Illinois  have,  indeed,  trusted  us.  They  have  constituted 
us  the  guardians  of  a  commonwealth  made  precious  and  hallowed  and  dear 
to  them  by  eighty- two  years  of  glorious  history — eighty- two  years  of  great 
thought,  of  great  events,  of  great,  grand  men,  of  great  times,  of  awful  trial 
and  agony,  and  again  of  signal  triumph,  and  again  of  almost  miraculoas 
prosperity  and  progress  and  power.    And  we  have  in  the  eye  of  all  the  peo- 

gle  solemnly  accepted  the  solemn  trust.  We  have  registered  our  oath  in  the 
earts  of  men  to  tne  most  remote  regions  of  the  State.  The  ancients  called 
the  oath  taken  by  the  defenders  of  the  state  the  "sarcramentum,''  and,  in  all 
the  ages  since,  the  most  solemn  rituals  of  the  most  exacting  creeds  have 
known  no  stronger  word  by  which  to  call  their  most  sacred  ordinances.  The 
modern  oath  should  be  no  less  sacred. 

An  inspiring  thought,  in  this  connection,  is  that  we  have  the  honor  of  beings 
connected  with  the  first  State  administration  in  the  new  century.  The  oon- 
trolling  spirit  of  the  coming  hundred  3[ears  is  to  be  distinctively  different  from 
that  of  the  century  which  has  just  expired.  The  nineteenth  century  has  been 
a  centur;^  of  strite,  an  era  of  conflict  and  desperate  fighting  hand  to  hand, 
and  pushing  onward  and  upward,  step  by  step,  to  the  attainment  of  human 
rights.  Our  country  has  had  its  part  in  all  this  contention,  and  little  by  little 
it  nas  struggled  dauntlessly  on  until,  at  last,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  whether  we 
like  to  call  it  so  or  not,  it  has  become  one  of  the  great  powers  of  Christendom 
and  of  civilization^until  the  name  America  has  become  enshrined  in  the  heart 
of  humanity— and  until,  at  the  mention  of  that  great  name,  tyrants  tremble  on 
their  thrones  ten  thousand  miles  away.  Our  country^s  fight  has  been  to  ac- 
complish  all  the  things  that  make  up  national  salvation  and  human  happiness. 
It  has  fought  only  when  it  had  to.  It  has  not  gloried  unduly  in  the  victories 
it  has  been  compelled  to  win.  But  it  has  been  determined  and  has  known  no 
fear.    Its  power  has  left  its  impress  upon  the  century,  never  to  be  obliterated. 

The  coming  century  is  to  be  one  of  performance  of  duty.  Human  rights 
having  been  m  large  part  obtained,  duty  now  presents  its  claims.  And,  ag- 
gressive as  it  has  been  in  the  past  in  the  fight  for  human  rights,  America 
will  be  more  aggressive  still  in  the  duty- work  of  the  new  century.  And  in 
the  ie:lorious  future,  in  which  America  will  be  the  central  figure,  leading  all 
nations,  our  State  will  be  expected  to  perform  well  its  part.  Illinois  is  now, 
in  population,  a  fifteenth  part  of  the  nation.  It  is,  in  infiAence,  much  more 
than  a  fifteenth  part.  Its  ever-increasing  influence  will  probably  affect  the 
nation  and  the  world,  within  a  generation,  much  more  vitally  than  we  now 
can  imagine  or  conceive.  What  a  magnificent  century  this  will  be,  if  it  is, 
in  all  respects,  started  right.  What  a  thing  it  is  to  be  entrusted,  for  even  a 
short  time,  with  the  care  of  the  interests  of  the  people  of  such  a  State  at  the 
beginning  of  such  a  century.  What  a  power  there  is  in  our  humble  hands  at 
this  time  to  contribute  to  the  progress  of  this  State  towards  its  magnificent 
destiny.  That  progress  may  be  troubled  or  it  may  be  tranquil.  Whatever 
the  complications  may  be,  whether  they  involve  peace  or  war,  let  us  remem- 
ber that,  so  far  as  we  are  concerned,  we  stand  in  the  shadow  of  our  mighty 
oath.  We  can  not  now  realize  all  that  it  may  involve.  But  we  approach  our 
duties  full  of  the  thought  that  it  may  involve  much. 

The  greatest  of  all  the  sons  of  Illinois~-he  whose  portrait  hangs  in  this 
hall,  opposite  to  the  portrait  of  the  great  Douglas — immediately  after  taking 
the  oath  of  office  as  chief  magistrate  of  the  American  people,  just  about  forty 
years  ago,  said:  **In  your  hands,  my  dissatisfied  fellow-countrymen,  and  not 
in  mine,  is  the  momentous  issue  of  civil  war.  You  have  no  oath  registered 
in  heaven  to  destroy  this  government,  while  I  shall  have  the  most  solemn  one 
to  preserve,  protect  and  defend  it." 

We  know  now,  in  the  light  of  his  matchless  career,  that  words  failed  him 
utterly,  when  at  his  inauguration  he  strove  to  give  suitable  expression  to  the 
sentiments  of  his  inmost  soul.  For  we  know  now  what  was  im  his  thought  when 
he  raised  his  hand  and  kissed  the  book  and  completed  the  act  that  absolutely 
and  forever  bound  his  loving  heart  and  mighty  mind  and  sublime  soul  to  the 
glorious  cause  of  the  American  people.     Well  did  he  keep  his  oath.    Having 
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proelaimed  his  purpose  to  rely  solely  for  the  help  which  he  needed  to  per- 
forin his  stapendoas  task  upon  "the  great  American^  people  and  that  God 
vho  has  never  forsaken  them,^'  he  simply  did  so. 

Yon  and  I  know  that  he  received  the  help  that  he  asked  for—received  it 
from  millions  of  loyal  hearts  and  from  the  infinite  power  on  hig^h.  He  pat 
one  hand  in  the  outstretched  pa]m  of  the  American  people,  and  with  the  other 
he  laid  a  stronic  hold  on  the  almig^hty  arm  of  the  Almighty  God,  and,  stand- 
ins  there,  supported  by  humanity  and  supported  by  Divinity,  Abraham  Lin- 
eoTn  foufirht  the  fl:randest  fight  and  won  the  grandest  victory  this  world  has 
ever  seen  since  the  Savior  walked  among  the  sons  of  men. 

In  humble  imitation  today  of  his  august  example,  may  not  you  and  I  get 
away  from  the  mere  words  of  our  obligation,  and  without  endeavoring  to  ex- 
press all  that  it  means,  yet  realize  the  fundamental  fact  that  we  have  regis- 
tered an  oath  which  no  other  men  but  we  are  now  subject  to,  and  that  from 
this  hour  our  duty  to  all  the  generations  of  Illinois,  past,  present  and  to 
eome,  is  to  stand  up,  like  men,  in  our  brief  day  and  lulfiU  the  oath  in  spirit 
and  in  truth. 

The  Speaker  again  resaminK  the  garel,  the  regular  order  of  busi- 
ness was  resumed,  whereupon  Senator  Dunlap  moved  that  the  joint 
assembly  be  now  dissolved. 

The  motion  prevailed, 

And  the  joint  assembly  was  dissolved.

Where!as,  It  has  been  chared  that  the  Civil  Service  law  is  openly  violated 
by  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  of  Chicago,  and  that  incompetent  and  in- 
efficient persons  have  been  placed  in  positions  of  honor  and  trust  by  and 
through  favoritism  of  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  and  others;  therefore, 
be  it 

Besolved,  That  the  Speaker  appoint  a  committee  of  three  to  investigate  the 
several  recent  competitive  examinations  of  police  officers  of  the  police  depart- 
ment of  Chicago  and  other  employes  of  Chicago  that  have  been  reported  to 
have  passed  the  competitive  examinations  by  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners 
of  Chicago.  And  that  said  committee  be  clothed  with  full  power  to  act,  to 
send  for  books  and  papers,  to  summon  and  subpoena  witnesses,  to  administer 
oath,  to  thoroughly  and  fully  investigate  the  subiect  and  to  report  their  con- 
clusion and  finding  as  early  as  possible  to  the  General  Assembly,  on  or  be- 
fore April  10th.

Resolvedf  that  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  forwarded  to  each  member  of  the 
Legislature  from  this  district  and  also  one  to  our  State  Senator. 

Which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Ap*t)ropriations,  when 
appointed. 

Mr.  ShurtlefiF,  by  unanimous  consent,  offered  the  following  reso- 
lution: 

Whereas,  Owing  to  the  keen  competition  iu  all  modern  enterprises,  espe- 
cially that  of  farming,  it  has  become  absolutely  necessary  that  facilities  be 
provided  for  scientific  education  of  the  farmer  in  order  to  keep  abreast  with 
the  demands  made  upon  them  by  conditions  of  production  and  trade;  there- 
fore, 
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Besolvedt  By  the  farmers  of  McHenry  oonnty,  in  institute  assembled,  that 
ve  hereby  tender  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  a  vote  of  thanks  for 
their  efforts  in  appropriating  money  to  erect  a  buildinf?  for  the  teaching  of 
aicrieultare  and  oreatinir  a  department  of  agriculture,  with  a  corps  of  able  and 
experienced  teachers,  whose  work  is  already  largely  felt  throughout  the  State; 
and,  be  it  further

The  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Bepresentatives,  as  the  presiding* 
officer  of  the  joint  session,  announced  that  the  roll  call  showed  a 
quorum  of  each  house  to  be  present. 

The  President  of  the  Senate  then  ordered  the  Secretary  thereof  to 
read  that  portion  of  yesterday's  journal  relating  to  the  vote  of  the 
Senate  for  Senator  to  reprerent  the  State  of  Illinois  in  the  Congress 
of  the  United  States,  for  the  term  of  six  years,  beginning  on  March 
4,  A.  D.  1901. 

The  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Bepresentatives  then  ordered  the 
Clerk  thereof  to  read  that  portion  of  the  journal  of  the  House  relat- 
ing to  the  corresponding  vote  in  the  House. 

The  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Bepresentatives,  as  presiding  officer 
of  the  joint  assembly,  thereupon  made  the  following  announcement: 

It  appearing  from  the  reading  of  the  journal  of  the  Senate,  and 
from  the  reading  of  the  journal  of  the  House,  of  yesterday,  that  the 
Honorable  Shelby  M.  Cullom  has  received  a  majority  of  all  the  votes 
in  both  the  House  and  the  Senate,  he  is  therefore  declared  duly 
elected  Senator  to  represent  the  State  of  Illinois  in  the  Congress  of 
the  United  States,  for  the  term  of  six  years,  beginning  March  4, 
A.  D.  1901. 

Mr.  Taggart,  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  offered  the  follovr- 
ing  resolution,  which  was  adopted: 

Besolved,  by  the  joint  session  of  the  General  Assembly jThskth  ioint  committee 
of  six,  three  from  the  House  and  three  from  the  Senate,  be  appointed  te 
notify  Honorable  Shelby  M.  Cullom  of  his  election  to  the  Senate  of  the 
United  States  as  Senator  from  Illinois. 

And  the  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted. 

The  Speaker  then  announced  as  the  House  members  of  the  joint 
committee:    Messrs.  Rinatcer,  Struckman,  Ridgely. 
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The  President  of  the  Senate  annouDced  as  the  Senate  members  of 
the  said  joint  committee:     Senators  Campbell,  Dunlap,  Coleman. 

The  joint  committee  performed  the  daty  assigned  them,  and  re- 
turned escorting  Senator  Cullom  to  the  Hall  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatiTes,  whereupon  the  Speaker  presented  the  Honorable  Shelby 
M.  Cullom,  who  addressed  the  joint  assembly: 

Jfr.  President,   Mr.  Speaker,  Senators  and  Representatives  of  the  Forty-second 
General  Assembly  of  Illinois: 

I  baye  just  been  notified  that  I  have  been  chosen  as  my  own  successor  in 
the  Senate  of  the  United  States  from  the  great  Commonwealth  of  Illinois  for 
Rx  years  from  the  fourth  of  March  next. 

For  this  neat  honor,  eentlemen,  I  most  sincerely  thank  you.  It  is  the 
foorth  timeHL  have  been  thus  honored  by  an  election  to  the  United  States  Sen- 
ate, and  my  heart  is  filled  with  gratitude  to  jou  and  to  the  i>eople  you  repre- 
sent. In  return  I  can  only  say  that  I  will  discharge  the  duties  pertaining  to 
tke  great  office  of  United  States  Senator  to  the  very  best  of  my  ability,  as  I 
bave  endeavored  to  do  in  the  past.  I  stated  a  few  evenings  ago  to  the  mem- 
bers of  the  joint  republican  caucus  that  I  would  seek  an  opportunity  upon 
this  occasion  to  say  a  few  words  touching  the  political  questions  now  before 
^e  American  people.  Before  I  do  so,  however,  I  desire  to  refer  to  my  dis- 
nnguisbed  friend  and  opponent,  Mr.  Alschuler,  for  whom  a  portion  of  you 
hare  cast  your  votes,  ana  to  say  that  I  regard  Mr.  Alschuler  as  eminently 
worthy  of  your  support,  a  man  of  high  character,  and  of  distinguished  ability 
aihI  honor. 

I  ask  your  attention  for  a  few  moments  to  what  may  be  called  '^political" 
questions.  I  do  not  do  so  as  a  partisan,  but  from  the  higher  plane  of  states- 
mauship  and  patriotism,  as  an  American  citizen. 

The  re-election  of  President  McKinley  by  the  largest  popular  majority  and 
largest  electoral  vote  ever  given  to  a  chief  executive,  shows  the  strong  ex- 
preasion  of  a  sovereign  people  in  favor  of  the  great  doctrines  of  protection  to 
the  mdu8tri«i8  of  the  country,  and  the  best  financial  system  known  to  the  civ- 
iliwd  world. 

This  vote  of  cofidence  was  well  deserved.  The  administration  has  kept 
the  faith.  It  has  performed  the  acts  to  which  it  was  solemnly  pledged.  I 
can  not,  on  this  occasion,  so  encroach  upon  your  time  as  to  exhibit  the  results 
of  our  wonderful  prosperity  beginning  with  the  year  1897.  The  figures  are  so 
startliog  as  to  be  the  marvel  ef  all  time.  The  foreign  commerce  of  this  coun- 
try for  the  fiscal  year  is  more  than  2,426  million  dollars  and  surpasses  by  300 
vnllioua  all  preceding  records.  The  imports  of  the  vear  were  927  millions 
*ad  exports  1,499  millions.  In  manufactured  articles  alone  we  exported  more 
than  4S2  milions,  an  increase  of  92  millions  over  any  preceding  year.  The 
importation  of  farm  products  for  1899,  the  last  year  fer  which  I  have  the 
fiffiires,  was  almost  1,200  millions,  being  400  million  of  dollars  in  excess  of  the 
same  trade  in  1895. 

The  excess  of  exports  over  imports  of  merchandise  and  silver  from  October, 
1^95.  to  December,  1900,  is  2,6S8  millions  of  dollars.  The  balance  of  trade  in 
onr  favor  in  the  month  of  December,  1900,  was  $81,738,778. 

Another  infallible  national  barometer  is  the  bank  deposits  of  the  country . 
Taking  the  record  of  all  classes  of  banks,  the  total  deposits  June  30, 1899,  the 
last  figures  that  I  have  at  hand— were  6,833  millions  against  4,667  millions  in 
1894--being  an  increase  of  more  than  2,000  millions  or  almost  50  per  cent  and 
practically  all  of  this  increase  came  after  the  election  of  President  McKinley. 

The  savings  banks  alone,  whose  deposits  are  largely  the  accumulations  of 
laboring  people  show  an  increase  of  325  millions  over  the  year  1896.  The  re* 
fnading  by  the  secrdtarv  of  the  treasury  of  a  large  portion  of  the  national 
debt  is  one  of  the  marked  achievements  of  this  era  of  prosperity.  Bonds 
bearing  3,  4  and  5  per  cent  have  been  exchanged  for  those  bearing  2  per  cent 
with  a  net  saving  to  the  government  of  twelve  millions  per  annum.  No 
other  nation  on  earth  can  boast  of  such  an   achievement.    Hitherto  Great 
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Britain  has  been  re(?arded  as  the  financial  Gibraltar  of  the  world,  but  wliili 
British  consols  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  2^4  per  cent  were  selling  ^W4 
points  below  par,  the  Imited  States  were  able  to  fioat  a  2  per  cent  bond  Ai 
par  This  condition  means  that  the  integrity  of  the  dollar  has  been  recogn  izec 
in  tho  law  of  the  land  and  there  is  faith  everywhere  in  the  honesty  and  ix& 
creasing  capacity  and  power  of  the  nation.  From  a  debtor  nation  we  Liav« 
come  to  be  a  creditor  nation.  The  eyes  of  the  world  are  directed  toward  us. 
New  York  has  grasped  London's  scepter  and  in  the  recent  months  ttie 
world  has  beheld  the  new  spectacle  of  loans  made  to  people  of  Great  Brit&icz, 
Germany  and  other  nations,  and  made  without  difficulty. 

This  marvelous  prosperity  has  touched  with  its  golden  hand  the  wage  efum- 
ers  of  the  country.  I  can  not  better  illustrate  its  effect  on  our  laborihg  people 
tban  by  three  quotations  from  the  president  of  the  American  Federation  of 
Labor.  I  quote  from  Mr.  Samuel  Gompers,  President  of  the  American  Fed- 
eration of  Labor  Convention  held  on  December  11,  1893.    He  said: 

**It  is  no  exaggeration  to  say  that  more  than  three  millions  of  our  fellow 
toilers  throughout  the  country  are  without  employment.  Never  in  the  historj^ 
of  the  world  has  so  large  a  number  of  people  vainly  sought  for  an  opportunity 
to  earn  a  livelihood  and  to  contribute  to  the  support  of  their  fellows." 

Again  on  January  1, 18d8,  Mr.  Gk>mpers,  in  a  signed  statement,  said: 

'*That  terrible  period  for  the  wage  earners  of  this  country  which  began  in 
1893,  and  which  has  left  behind  it  such  a  record  of  horror,  hunger  and  misery, 
ended  with  the  dawn  of  the  year  1897." 

I  quote  again  from  the  same  authority.  In  his  report  to  the  convention  of 
the  American  Federation  of  Labor,  hela  in  Detroit,  December  11, 1899: 

'*The  revival  of  industry  which  we  have  witnessed  within  the  past  year  is 
one  for  general  congratulation  and  it  should  be  our  pur^se  to  endeavor  to 
prolong  this  era  of  general  employment  and  industrial  activity." 

These  significant  expressions  carry  additional  weight  from  the  fact  that 
their  author  is  an  acknowledged  authority  upon  the  suDJect  discussed,  and  in 
politics  is  not  connected  with  the  administration  party.  The  nation  now 
nolds  commercial  supremacy  in  coal,  iron  and  steel.  Last  year  we  produoed 
one-third  of  the  coal  of  the  world,  and  one-third  of  the  world's  iron  ore. 
Much  less  than  this  proportion  would  give  us  the  leadership.  This  undispat- 
ed  supremacy  is  emphasized  by  the  fact  that  we  are  not  only  the  greatest 
producers  of  iron  ana  steel,  but  we  are  also  the  greatest  consumers  of  iron  and 
steel  products  and  our  position  is  the  more  enduring  because  of  our  rapidly 
increasinp^  home  market  such  as  is  enjoyed  by  no  other  nation. 

The  nations  of  the  earth  are  now  witnessing  a  commercial  struggle  in  which 
American  skill  and  energy  are  winning  unnumbered  triumphs.  Last  month 
inquiry  was  made  in  the  British  Parliament  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Foreign 
Office,  as  to  why  thirty  bridges  for  the  Uganda  railroad  in  Africa  had  been 

Purchased  in  the  United  States  and  the  British  Commissioners  for  Uganda 
eclared  that  the  railroad  officials  were  compelled  to  place  orders  in  America 
in  order  to'get  the  goods  at  a  reasonable  rate  and  within  a  reasonable  time. 
These  orders  included  not  only  bridges  but  locomotives  and  other  rolling 
stock.  In  India  the  highest  railroad  bridge  in  the  world  has  just  been  com- 
pleted and  turned  over  to  the  Bukma  railroad  by  an  American  firm  which  se- 
cured the  contract  by  competition  with  British  competitors.  British  commis- 
sioners in  Calcutta  recently  invited  proposals  for  locomotives,  and  the  lowest 
English  bid  was  1,544  pounds  with  nine  months'  time  in  which  to  furnish. 
The  lowest  American  bid  was  1,260  pounds  and  six  months'  time  within 
which  to  complete  the  contract.  The  American  offer  was  accepted.  Not 
only  in  the  colonies,  but  in  England  herself,  has  the  daring  hand  of  American 
enterprise  found  a  successful  field.  On  December  9  last,  a  cargo  of  steel 
plates  and  angles  for  ship-building  reached  England  from  Pennsylvania.  In 
spite  of  railroad  freight  to  Philadelphia  and  ocean  freight  across  the  Atlan- 
tic, the  price  still  is  ten  shillings  per  ton  below  the  English  figures. 

Similar  instances  are  occurrinor  as  to  the  trade  with  other  foreign  nations. 
Facts  like  these  have  thrown  the  European  iron  trade  in  despair,  and  corres- 
pondingly encouraged  American  operators. 
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I  iuive  spoken  of  the  evidences  of  commercial  and  indudtrial  prosperity, 
jreC,  Dotwithstandinf?  the  fact  that  we  have  to  some  extent  elbowed  our  way 
vito  the  market  of  the  world,  the  truth  still  remains  that  commercially  we  are 
an  issi^ifieant  power  on  the  seas.  Now,  as  in  the  years  of  the  past,  the 
qoestion  of  transportation  is  the  fp*eat  economic  question  of  the  acre,  and 
transportation  by  sea  is  as  important  as  transportation  by  land.  We  have 
aehieved  complete  political  independance,  but  a  nation  like  ours  with  a  large 
«xtent  of  sea  coast  can  never  have  complete  commercial  independence  until 
\l  is  able  to  carry  its  own  goods  upon  the  sea  as  well  as  upon  tne  land. 

A  reference  to  the  report  of  Mr.  Chamberlain,  United  States  Commissioner 
of  Navigation,  recently  issued,  shows  that  our  merchant  marine  cuts  a  sorry 
figure.  In  this  regard  we  have  been  retrograding  rather  than  advancing,  ana 
last  year  our  total  tonnage  was  376,000  tons  less  than  in  1861.  In  the  latter 
year,  our  tonnage  amounted  to  nearly  six  millions  and  was  larger  than  Great 
iBritain's.  Now  British  shipping  amounts  to  fourteen  millions  of  tons  and 
ours  to  five  millions.  There  are  foreign  steamship  corporations  that  own  a 
crreater  tonnage  than  our  nation. 

J  favor  an  increase  of  the  navy,  both  ships  of  the  line  and  merchant  vesselb, 
to  the  end  that  the  time  may  speedily  come  when  American  goods  carried  in 
American  ships,  manned  by  American  sailors  and  flying  the  American  flag, 
shall  be  a  familiar  sight  in  every  port  in  the  world. 

The  shipping  bill  now  before  Congress  has  this  result  for  its  object,  and  I 
trust  that  Congress  may  be  able  to  work  out  of  it  a  just  and  equitable  meas- 
ure to  produce  the  effect  which  the  people,  as  I  beheve,  through  the  country 
so  ardently  desire. 

To  this  end  also,  I  favor  the  building  of  an  Inter-Oceanic  canal  with  Amer- 
ican money,  and  under  American  control.  The  recent  action  of  the  Senate  in 
vmendments  made  to  the  treaty  with  Great  Britain  voiced  the  sentiments  of 
the  people  of  the  country,  for  a  broad,  vigorous  and  unmistakable  American 
policy  in  all  matters  which  pertain  to  American  territoiy.  In  this  presence, 
1  express  the  hope  that  the  English  government  may,  after  due  consideration, 
approve  the  treaty  so  amended. 

The  recent  war  with  Spain,  unsought  as  it  was  unexpected  by  the  American 
people,  has  brought  responsibilities  from  which  the  nation  can  not  shrink. 
Cuba  is  free,  andis  now  being  measured  for  the  garments  of  self-govern- 
ment. Porto  Bioo  is  in  the  formative  period,  which  we  trust  will  lead  to  and 
justify  the  fullest  extension  of  individual  freedom. 

When  Dewey  sailed  into  Manila  Bay  May  1,  1898,  the  world  was  startled, 
the  map  of  the  earth  was  changed,  and  the  entire  American  people  applauded 
his  act;  but  few  of  us  appreciated  the  mighty  problems  for  tne  future  which 
were  so  unexpectedly  thrust  upon  the  Republic  for  solution. 

Without  any  purpose  or  desire  upon  our  part  to  acquire  territory,  the  future 
of  those  fertile  islands  has  been  conflded  to  us.  To  us  has  come  the  interna- 
tional obligation  of  plantinjgr  there  a  stable  government,  of  giving  security  to 
life  and  propertv,  of  carrying  to  a  benighted  people  the  blessings  of  educa- 
tion, liberty  ana  civilization. 

We  went  to  war  to  improve  the  condition  of  other  peoples — a  new  page  in 
history.  We  gave  of  our  resources,  men  and  money^  to  lighten  the  ourdens 
of  the  people  of  Cuba,  downtrodden  by  centuries  of  violence  and  oppression, 
aoQ  we  annonneed  this  to  the  nations  of  the  earth  as  a  just  cause  of  war,— a 
new  precedent  in  international  law.  In  concluding  an  honorable  peace,  this 
ffiuit  rebublic  of  the  new  world  announced  another  doctrine,  which  shocked 
and  stunned  the  courts  of  Europe,  namely,  that  in  transferring  sovereignty 
over  territory,  debts  incurred  by  the  mother  country  in  wars  of  enslavement 
or  subjugation,  shall  not  follow  such  transferred  territory. 

As  an  American  who  has  faith  in  this  great  Republic  and  who  desires  to  see 
^"/CrefttneBS  increase,  I  shrink  not  from  the  responsibilities  of  the  present, 
aiiQ  rest  in  confidence  that  we  shall  have  wisdom  sufficient  for  the  responsi- 
bilities of  the  future.

Following:  the  leadiogs  of  a  humane  doctriDe,  a  doctriDe  tausrht  by  the  M&s- 
ter  while  on  earth,  the  nation  took  up  arms  and  as  one  of  the  trophies  of  octir 
arms,  it  finds  within  its  grasp  a  vast  archipelago  of  tropic  islands,  with  ma- 
terial resources  of  whose  future  no  man  can  conceive.  I  favor  the  broadeo- 
ing  and  developing  of  all  these  advantages. 

We  are  entering  upon  an  enlarged  national  life.  A  struggle  for  the  exten* 
sion  of  civilization  can  be  lar^ly  promoted  by  the  extension  of  Ameri- 
can commerce  in  all  legitimate  unes.  We  have  awakened  the  Orient,  and. 
should  share  in  the  Commerce  of  its  peoples.  In  that  direction  lies  the  ne\!^ 
hope  of  American  trade.  The  trade  with  the  Orient  is  the  key  to  the  portals 
of  commerce.  This  trade  has  never  failed  and  it  never  will  fail  to  enricli 
its  possessor. 

The  new  century  is  rich  in  expectations  and  big  with  promise  for  our  na- 
tion. To  hold  and  develop  the  Philippine  archipelago  gives  the  Pacific 
Ocean  to  America,  and  the  marvelous  trade  of  the  twentieth  century  trembles 
in  the  grasp  of  the  world  republic.  American  diplomacy  will  compel  the 
open  door  in  China,  and  the  prophecy  of  the  great  Missouri  senator,  uttered 
in  the  60's,  will  be  verified  when  the  genius  of  American  enterprise  shall  point 
to  the  west  and  say:    '*There  is  the  East;  there  is  India." 

At  the  same  time  we  are  gaining  the  respect  of  foreign  nations.  Our  ship 
of  State  is  the  flagship  of  humanity.  We  are  planting  schools  for  the  ignor- 
ant. We  are  striking  the  shackles  from  those  who  sit  in  bondage.  We  are 
carrying  the  light  of  civilization  to  the  dark  places  of  the  earth,  and  we  are 
teaching  the  nations  that  that  people  only  may  safely  extend  its  territory  which 
holds  that  territory  in  trust  for  humanity. 

I  pass  from  these  questions  of  national  progress  to  consider  the  very  impor- 
tant question  of  trusts,  so-called.    It  is  not  properly  a  party  question,  because 
trusts  are  condemned  by  all  parties.    We  all  agree  that  combinations  of  capi- 
tal which  have  for  their  pjarpose  the  stifling  of  competition  and  the  raising  of 
prices  when  competition  has  ceased,  are  evil  in  their  influence  and  an  evil  of 
great  magnitude.     But  not  all  combinations  are  evil.     The  vast  extension  of 
modern  commerce  which  increases  production  and  changes  raw  material  into 
various  forms  of  usefulness,  and  employs  in  thousands  of  ways  labor,  both 
skilled  and  unskilled,  renders  necessary  large  combinations  of  cai)ital,  intel- 
ligence and  labor.  And  such  combinations  are  not  evil.  The  objections  urged 
against  trusts  can  not  be  successfully  urged  against  these  latter.   Onlv  dema- 
gogues will  attempt  to  confound  these  two  classes  of  combinations.  They  are 
hostile  to  each  other,  and  in  my  judgment  the  leeal  combination  will,  in  time, 
rid  the  country  of  the  illegal  one.   Against  the  illej?al  class  of  trusts,  combin- 
ations and  monopolies,  the  Republican  party  has  n)r  years  set  its  face.    The 
Sherman  Anti-Trust  Law  passed  by  a   Republican  Congress  in  1890  and 
signed  by  President  Harrison,  afforded  remedial  legislation  upon  this  subject. 
The  remedy  was  not  complete,  but  that  was  not  the  fault  of  tne  law.  It  failed 
of  completeness  because  of  tne  limitation  due  to  our  form  of  government. 
Under  the  constitution,  the  federal  government  is  limited  to  the  regulation  of 
commerce  originating  between  the  states,  and  all  productions  and  commerce 
originating  wholly  within  any  state  is  subject  alone  to  state  jurisdiction.    To 
give  the  general  government  power  over  such  products  and  such  commerce, 
and  to  enable  it  to  control  trusts  and  monopolies  therein  would  require  an 
amendment  to  the  federal  constitution.    President  McKinley,  in  a  message  to 
Congress,  called  attention  to  this  fact  and  suggested  such  constitutional 
amendment.    A  ioint  resolution  thereafter  introduced  in  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives, provided  the  following  amendment: 

'^Congress  shall  have  power  to  define,  regulate,  prohibit  or  dissolve  trusts, 
monopolies  or  combinations,  whether  existing  in  the  form  of  a  corporation  or 
otherwise." 

This  resolution  came  to  a  vote  in  the  House,  on  the  first  of  June  last,  and 
failed  of  a  two-thirds  majority. 

Gentlemen  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Illinois,  our  State  is  the  third  in 
population,  the  second  in  material  resources,  and  because  of  her  central  loca- 
tion and  productive  energies,  should  be  in  the  front  rank  of  political  power. 
Her  history  justifies  it.    Her  record  is  an  inspiration  to  the  young  men  who 
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erowd  oar  ranks  today.  They  have  stood  about  the  gr&ve  of  Love  joy,  whose 
Ufe,  dropped  by  the  hand  of  destiny  into  the  soil  of  liberty  and  patriotism, 
was  a  factor  in  compellinip  the  very  existence  of  the  dominant  party  repre- 
sented here  today.  They  nave  studied  the  career  of  the  great  Douglas,  who 
early  tanght  the  country  clearly  to  distinguish  between  patriotism  and  par- 
tisanship. Their  zeal  is  animated  and  their  enthusiasm  spurred  by  the  history 
of  Logan,  rich  in  the  recent  memories  of  victories  for  his  party,  which  were 
It  the  same  time  blessings  for  his  country.  They  rememoer  that  they  are 
scions  of  that  undaunted  stock  which  followed  Grant  from  Donelson  to  Kich- 
nond.  in  the  school  of  political  doctrine  they  have  drunk  from  that  pure 
foantain  beginning  with  tne  administration  of  the  immortal  Lincoln,  in  the 
shadow  of  whose  tomb  we  are  gathered,  whose  fame  brightens  with  the  re- 
ceding years,  and  who  by  common  consent  fills  the  foremost  place  in  Amer- 
ican history  today. 

Gentlemen  of  the  General  Assembly,  begging  pardon  for  detaining  you  so 
long,  and  wishing  you  success  in  your  gn^at  labors  as  legislators  in  behalf  of 
our  State,  I  bid  you  good-bye  and  will  return  to  my  post  of  duty  at  Washing- 
ton. 

At  the  hour  of  12:50  p.  m.  Mr.  Humphrey  moved  that  the  Joint 
Afisembly  do  now  dissolve, 

And  the  motion  prevailed. 

The  Senate  having  retired,  the  House  resuming  its  session  for  the

Whereas,  Honorable  George  M.  Black,  Representative  in  the  41st  General 
Assembly  in  the  State  of  Illinois,  departed  this  life  at  his  home,  Bushville, 
Schuyler  county,  Illinois,  on  the  18th  day  of  July,  A.  D.  1900;  and 

Whereas,  Mr.  Black  was  one  of  the  valued  members  of  said  General 
Assembly,  a  man  of  honor,  and  integrity,  a  citizen  who  reflected  credit  upon

Besolved,  That  in  the  death  of  Honorable  George  M.  Black,  the  State  of 
Illinois  has  lost  a  useful  citizen,  his  neighbors  a  kind  and  generous  friend, 
his  wife  and  children  a  loving  and  dutiful  husband  and  father,  and  that  our 
sincere  sympathy  is  extended  to  his  family.

Whereas,  It  is  fitting  that  we  pay  him  and  his  memory  the  only  tribute 
now  in  our  power;  therefore,  be  it 

Besolved,  That  in  the  death  of  the  Honorable  R.  S.  Hester,  the  State  of 
Illinois  has  been  deprived  of  the  services  of  a  citizen,  who  in  all  walks  of  life, 
demonstrated  the  possession  of  those  admirable  qualities  of  honesty  and  in- 
tegrity, which  most  befit  that  highest  of  all  human  types,  the  type  '*of  true 
American  manhood.^'  As  a  Bepresentative  in  the  General  Assembly  he 
proved  himself  to  be  an  able,  industrious  and  conscientious  member,  leaving 
the  evidence  of  his  business  ability  and  sound  iudgment  on  all  legislative  en- 
actments with  which  he  was  connected.  Faithful  to  every  trust,  public  and 
private,  in  all  his  dealings,  he  was  upright  and  honorable,  sympathetic,  and 
generous  to  a  fault,  he  was  generally  beloved  by  all. 
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Betolted,  That  the  Hoase  extend  to  the  bereaved  family  its  most  tender 
sympathy  and  condolence,  becaase  of  the  loss  of  a  kind  and  affectionate  hus- 
tana,  and  devoted  and  indalc^ent  father;  and  be  it  further 

Eeaolvedj  That  this  preamble  and  resolutions  be  spread  upon  the  journal  of 
the  House ^  and  the  clerk  be  directed  to  send  an  ensrrossed  copy  of  the  same 
to  the  family  of  the  deceased.

Mr.  Jones,  of  Cook,  ofiFered  the  following  resolution  and  moved  its 
adoption : 

Whkreas,  The  Representatives  of  the  Forty-second  General  Assembly 
have  learned  with  profound  refi^ret  and  feelings  of  the  deepest  sorrow  of  the 
death  of  ex-Govemor  John  M.  Palmer,  of  the  State  of  Illmois,  which  occur- 
red in  the  city  of  Springfield,  Illinois,  on  the  25th  day  of  September,  1900, 
and  dnrine:  his  life-time  he  filled  many  positions  of  honor  and  trust.    Was 
elected  in  1843  judge  of  the  probate  court  of  Macoupin  county;  elected  State 
Senator  of  the  Senate  of  the  State  of  Illinois  in  1852;  in  the  early  part  of  1861 
was  made  Colonel  of  the  14th  Illinois  Volunteer  Infantry;  in  the  latter  part 
of  1861  was  promoted  and  made  Major-General  of  the  United  States  army;  in 
1865  was  appointed  by  President  Lincoln  to  command  the   military  depart- 
ment of  Kentucky:  in  1868  was  elected  Governor  of  the  State  of  Illinois;  in 
1891  was  elected  United  States  Senator  from  the  State  of  Illinois,  and  his 
record  in  all  of  these  public  offices,  as  well  as  in  private  life,  was  without  a 
stain.     And  in  the  lonr  line  of  Governors  of  this  State  none  ever  served  this 
State  with  greater  credit  than  Governor  John  M.  Palmer;  and, 

Whereas,  The  life  work  of  ex-United  States  Senator  John  M.  Palmer,  of 
Illinois,  has  been  such  as  to  endear  him  to  every  lover  of  liberty  and  sympa- 
thizers of  American  institutions.  He  was  noted  for  his  integrity,  his  sturdy 
independence  of  character,  his  devotion  to  his  friends  and  his  recognition  of 
the  equality  of  all  men  who  are  honest  and  upright  without  regard  to  color  or 
nationality.  He  hated  and  despised  slavery  and  oppression  in  all  of  its  forms. 
He  believed  in  the  preservation  of  this  glorious  Union  with  its  American  flag 
waving  over  us  as  the  shield  of  our  protection  on  land  and  sea.  His  heart 
and  hand  were  ever  for  the  good  of  the  people;  therefore,  be  it 

Eesolvedj  That  we  hereby  express  our  profound  sorrow  at  his  death,  and 
we  recognize  that  the  cause  of  free  government  has  lost  one  of  its  brilliant 
ludvoeates  and  the  State  of  Illinois  has  lost  an  honest  and  distinguished  citi- 
zen, a  brave  soldier,  an  eminent  jurist,  and  a  great  statesman.  He  was  a 
strong  and  forcible  debater,  a  man  thoroughly  master  of  the  subject  he  dis- 
cussed, and  an  intense  believer  in  the  policj  and  principles  he  advocated, 
which  has  placed  his  name  high  upon  the  pinacle  of  fame; 

Baolved^  That  we  extend  to  the  bereaved  family  our  sincere  and  heartfelt 
8ym|>athv  and  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be  engrossed  and  forwarded  to  the 
family  of  the  deceased  and  the  same  be  spread  upon  the  journal  of  the  House.

MEMBERS. 

1.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the  House  unless 
he  have  l*)ave  or  be  sick,  or  his  absence  be  unavoidable.  A  majority  of  the 
House  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  but  a  smaller  number  may  adjourn  from 
day  to  day,  or  for  a  less  time  than  one  day. 

2.  No  member  shall  name  another  member  present  in  debate. 

3.  Booms  11  and  13  are  set  apart  for  smoking  rooms  during  the  session  of 
the  House.    No  smoking  shall  be  allowed  in  the  hall,  lobbies  or  galleries. 
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4.  No  person  shall  be  allowed  to  use  the  Representatives  Hall  for  the  par- 
pose  of  a  pablic  lecture. 

5.  No  persons,  other  than  members  and  officers  of  the  House,  members 
and  officers  of  the  Senate,  the  Governor  and  State  officers  and  their  secre- 
taries, ex-State  officers,  the  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court,  members  of  Con- 
gress, ex-members  of  Congress,  members  of  tne  last  Constitutional  Conven- 
tion of  the  State,  ex- members  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  the  reporters  of 
the  press,  shall  be  entitled  to  remain  upon  the  floor  of  the  House,  withoat 
special  permission. 

THE  SPEAKER. 

6.  The  Speaker  shall  take  the  chair  every  day  at  precisely  the  hoar  to 
which  the  House  shall  have  adjourued  on  the  preceding  day,  shall  immediately 
call  the  members  to  order,  and,  on  the  appearance  of  a  quorum,  shall  caase 
the  journal  of  the  preceding  day  to  be  read. 

7.  He  shall  preserve  decorum  and  order,  and  for  that  purpose  the  officers 
and  employes  of  the  House  shall  be  under  nis  direction;  may  speak  to  points 
of  order  in  preference  to  other  members,  rising  from  his  seat  for  that  pur- 
pose, and  shall  decide  all  questions  of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the 
House  by  any  two  members — on  which  appeal  no  member  shafi  speak  more 
than  once,  unless  by  leave  of  the  House. 

8.  He  shall  rise  to  put  a  question,  but  may  state  it  sitting. 

9.  The  Speaker  shall  examine  and  correct  the  journal  before  it  is  read;  he 
shall  have  general  direction  of  the  hall;  he  shall  have  the  right  to  name  any 
member  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  Chair,  but  such  substitution  shall  not 
extend  beyond  five  days  after  adjournment. 

10.  All  acts,  addresses  and  joint  resolutions  shall  be  signed  by  the  Speaker; 
and  all  writs,  warrants  and  suopoenas,  issued  by  order  of  the  House,  shall  be 
under  his  hand  and  seal,  and  attested  by  the  Clei*k. 

11.  In  case  of  any  disturbauce  or  disorderly  conduct  on  the  floor  of  the 
House,  in  the  lobby  or  galleries,  by  the  spectators,  the  Speaker  or  chairman 
of  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  House  shall  have  power  to  order  the  floor  of 
House,  the  lobby  or  galleries  to  be  cleared  of  spectators,  and  for  that  purpose 
the  officers  and  employes  of  the  House  shall  be  under  the  orders  and  direc- 
tion of  the  Speaker  or  chairman  of  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  House,  as 
the  case  may  be.

14.  A  majority  of  any  committee  shall  be  a  sufficient  number  to  proceed 
to  business. 

15.  When  a  resolution  shall  be  offered,  or  a  motion  made  to  refer  any  sub- 
ject other  than  bills,  and  different  committees  shall  be  proposed,  the  question 
shall  be  taken  in  the  following  order:  The  Committee  of  the  Whole  House, 
a  StandincT  Committee,  or  a  Select  Committee. 

16.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Engrossed  Bills  to  examine 
all  engprossed  bills,  correct  any  mistakes  therein,  and  report  the  bills  to  the 
House  forthwith;  and  it  shall  be  in  order  for  it  to  report  at  any  time. 

17.  When  any  bill  is  about  to  be  considered  by  a  committee,  the  introducer 
of  the  bill  shall  oe  notified  of  the  time  and  place  where  such  bill  shall  be  con- 
sidered by  such  committee. 

BILLS. 

18.  When  the  roll  shall  be  called  for  the  introduction  of  bills,  each  mem- 
ber may  introduce  three  bills.  And  should  the  call  be  suspended  by  adjourn- 
ment or  otherwise,  then  calling  of  the  roll  shall  be  taken  ui),  when  that  order 
of  business  is  reached,  at  the  point  at  which  it  was  discontinued,  and  this  or- 
der shall  be  observed  until  the  roll  call  shall  be  alphabetically  completed,  and 
no  bill  shall  be  introduced  after  the  3d  day  of  March,  1901,  except  by  one  of 
the  standing  committees  of  the  House. 

19.  The  Clerk  shall  indorse  on  every  bill  the  number  thereof,  the  name  of 
the  member  introducing  it,  the  date  of  introduction,  and  the  several  orders 
taken  thereon;  and  when  printed,  said  several  endorsements  shall  be  printed 
at  the  head  of  the  bill. 

20.  When  a  bill  is  introduced  it  shall  be  read  by  its  title,  ordered  printed 
and  referred  to  the  proper  committee  for  consideration. 

21.  The  Clerk  shall,  as  soon  as  anv  bill  is  printed,  place  the  same  in  the 
postoffice  boxes  of  the  members;  and  printed  bills  shall  be  furnished  to  oth- 
ers than  public  officers  and  members  of  the  General  Assembly  and  the  press 
only  on  the  written  order  of  the  Speaker,  the  President  and  President  pro  tern 
of  the  Senate,  and  members  of  the  General  Assembly. 

22.  Amendments  to  bills  may  be  offered  at  the  conclusion  of  the  second 
reading,  and  all  amendments  to  bills,  except  amendments  by  striking  out, 
shall  be  printed  when  adopted,  and  snail  in  like  manner  be  deposited  m  the 
postoffice  boxes  of  the  members  one  day  before  such  amended  bill  shall  be 
read  a  third  time. 

23.  After  the  second  reading  of  the  bill,  and  amendments,  if  any,  the 
Speaker  shall  state  that  the  bill  is  ready  to  be  ordered  engrossed  for  a  third 
reading. 

24.  The  vote  on  the  final  passage  of  all  bills  shall  be  by  yeas  and  nays, 
upon  each  bill  separately,  and  shall  be  entered  upon  the  jouanal;  and  when 
a  bill  shall  fail  to  receive  a  constitutional  majority  upon  its  passage,  the 
Speaker  shall  declare  that  the  bill  has  failed  to  pass. 

25.  When  an  emergency  is  expressed  in  the  preamble  or  body  of  an  act, 
as  a  reason  why  such  act  snould  take  effect  prior  to  the  first  day  of  July  next 
after  its  passage,  and  when  such  act  contains  a  clause  or  proviso  fixing  sach 
time  prior  to  the  first  day  of  July,  the  question  put  shall  be,  **Shall  the  bill 
pass?^'  and  if  decided  amrmatively  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members 
elected  to  the  House,  then  the  bill  shall  be  deemed  passed;  and  if,  upon  sach

fote,  a  majoritv  of  said  members  elected,  but  less  than  two- thirds  thereof, 
toCa  affirmatively  on  said  question,  then  the  vote  on  said  bill  shall  be  deemed 
reeoDsidered,  and  the  bill  subject  to  amendment  bv  striking  oat  sach  part 
thereof  as  expresses  an  emerfi^ency  and  the  time  of  taking  effect,  and  then 
said  bill  shall  be  under  consideration  upon  its  third  reading,  with  the  emer- 
^Dcy  eianse  and  time  of  taking  effect  stricken  out. 

26.  Every  bill  shall  be  read  at  large  on  three  different  days. 

27.  When  a  bill  passes,  it  shall  be  certified  by  the  Clerk,  who,  at  the  foot 
thereof,  shall  note  Uie  day  it  passes. 

BEFEBEKGES. 

28.  Appropriation  bills  which  contain  provisions  relating  to  nothing  else 
than  the  appropriation,  and  apportionment  bills  which  contain  provisions  re- 
lating to  nothing  else  tnan  the  apportionment,  shall  be  in  order  m  preference 
to  any  other  bills,  unless  otherwise  ordered.  All  bills  for  appropriations  of 
money  from  the  State  treasury,  when  referred  to  other  committees  and  by 
them  reported  back  to  the  House  with  favorable  recommendation,  shall  be  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Appropriations  for  its  consideration  before  being 
finally  acted  upon  by  the  House. 

29.  All  questions  relating  to  the  priority  of  business  to  be  actei  on,  shall 
be  decided  oy  the  Speaker  without  debate. 

BSOOKSIDSBATION. 

30.  When  a  question  has  been  once  made  and  carried  in  the  affirmative  or 
negative,  it  shall  be  in  order  for  a  member  of  the  majority  to  move  for  a  re- 
•consideration  thereof,  or  ^ve  notice  that  he  will   make  such   motion  within 
the  time  prescribed  by  this  rule;  for  which  time  he  shall  control  the  motion. 
Bat  no  motion  for  the  reconsideration  of  any  vote  shall  be  in  order  after  a 
bill,  resolution,  message,  report,  amendment  or  motion,  upon  which  the  vote 
was  taken,  shall  have  gone  out  of  the  possession  of  the  House;  nor  shall  any 
motion  for  reconsideration  be  in  order  unless  within  the  next  day  of  actual 
session  of  the  Hoase:    Provided,  that  should  the  member  ^ving  notice  of  a 
motion  to  reconsider,  not  make  such  motion  within  the  time  prescribed  by 
the  rule,  any  other  member  voting  with  the  majority  may  make  such  motion 
within  the  next  succeeding  legislative  day.    Such  motion  sh(||l  take  prece- 
dence of  all  other  questions,  except  a  motion  to  adjourn :    And^  provided 
further f  that  when  a  hill  has  passed  the  House,  it  shall  require  a  constitutional 
majority  to  reconsider  the  vote  by  which  the  same  was  passed:  And,  provided 
a^M,  when  a  motion  to  reconsider  the  vote  by  which  a  bill  has  passed  is  made, 
or  a  notice  is  given  that  such  motion  will   be  made  within  three  days  of  the 
last  legislative  day  of  the  session,  it  will  then  be  in  order  for  any  member  to 
move  uiat  such  motion  or  notice  of  motion  may  be  taken  up  at  once  and  dis- 
posed of. 

PBACTIGB. 

31.  The  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  taken  on  any  question  upon  the  demand  of 
fi?e  members. 

32.  Upon  the  call  of  the  House  for  the  yeas  and  nays  on  any  question,  the 
names  of  the  members  shall  be  called  in  alphabetical  order. 

33.  A  motion  to  strike  out  the  enacting  words  of  a  bill  shall  have  preced- 
ence of  a  motion  to  amend,  and,  if  carried,  shall  be  considered  equivalent  to 
its  rejection. 

34.  No  person  shall  visit  or  remain  at  the  Clerk^s  table  while  the  yeas  and 
nays  are  being  called;  and  in  the  performance  of  their  duties  all  clerks  of 
the  House  shall  be  under  the  supervision  and  control  of  the  Speaker. 

35.  A  motion  for  commitment,  until  it  shall  be  decided,  shall  preclude  all 
amendments  of  the  main  question. 
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36.  A  motiou  to  lay  any  partioolar  proposition  on  the  table  shall  appl3r   to 
that  proposition  only. 

37.  No  motion  or  proposition,  on  a  subject  different  from  that  nhder  eon- 
sideration,  shall  be  admitted  under  color  of  amendment. 

38.  Every  motion  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  if  the  Speaker  or  any  mem- 
ber desires  it. 

39.  When  a  motion  is  made,  it  shall  be  stated  by  the  Speaker,  or  if  it  bo 
in  writing,  it  shall  be  read  aloud  by  the  Clerk  before  debate  tjiereon. 

40.  After  a  motion  is  stated  by  the  Speaker,  or  read  bv  the  Clerk,  it  shall 
be  considered  in  possession  of  the  House,  but  may  be  withdrawn  at  any  timo 
before  decision  or  amendment,  by  leave  of  the  House. 

41.  Any  member  may  call  for  a  division  of  the  question,  when  divisible^ 
but  a  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert  shall  be  indivisible. 

42.  Whenever  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  deliver  any  m&t- 
ter  to  the  House,  he  shall  arise  and  respectfully  address  himself  to  ''Mr. 
Speidcer,"  and  confine  himself  to  the  question  under  debate,  and  avoid  pex^ 
sonality;  and  no  motion  shall  be  considered  in  order  unless  made  from  tho 
seat  occupied  by  the  member. 

43.  When  two  or  more  members  arise  at  once,  the  Speaker  shall  name  tho 
member  who  is  to  speak  first. 

44.  All  questions^  except  as  provided  in  rules  45  and  51,  whether  in  tho 
Committee  of  the  Whole  or  in  the  House,  shall  be  disposed  of  in  the  order  in 
which  they  are  moved,  except  that  in  filling  up  blanks,  the  largest  sum 
and  the  most  remote  day  shall  be  the  first  put. 

45.  The  rules  of  the  House  shall  be  observed  in  all  committees  as  far  a» 
may  be  applicable. 

46.  When  a  committee  reports  a  substitute  for  an  original  bill,  with  the 
recommendation  that  the  substitute  pass,  it  shall  be  in  order  to  read  the  sub- 
stitute a  first  time  at  once  and  order  it  printed. 

*  47.  Petitions,  memorials  and  other  papers  addressed  to  the  House,  may  be 
presented  by  any  member,  who  shall  state  brieflv  to  the  House  the  contents 
thereof,  which  may  be  received,  read  and  referred  on  the  same  day. 

48.  No  member  shall  speak  longer  than  thirty  minutes  at  one  time,  nor 
more  than  once  on  the  same  question,  except  by  leave  of  the  House;  but  the 
member  who  introduces  a  measure  shall,  in  all  cases,  liave  the  right  to  close 
the  debate,  and  his  right  shall  not  be  denied  him  even  after  the  previous 
question  has  been  ordered,  although  he  may  have  spoken  once  on  the  same 
subject,  provided  the  member  so  speaking  snail  not  be  allowed  more  time  in 
all  than  is  permitted  by  the  rules  of  the  House  to  other  members. 

49.  While  the  speaker  is  putting  a  question  or  addressing  the  House,  or 
when  a  member  is  speaking,  no  person  shall  walk  out  of  or  across  the  room, 
or  pass  between  the  member  speaking  and  the  Chair,  or  entertain  private  dis- 
course. 

50.  If  any  member,  in  speaking  or  otherwise,  transgresses  the  rules  of  the 
House,  the  Speaker  shall,  or  any  member  may,  call  him  to  order. 

51.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  received  but 
To  fix  the  time  to  which  to  adjourn. 

To  adjourn, 

A  call  of  the  House, 

To  lay  on  the  table, 

The  previous  question. 

To  commit, 

To  ^mend. 

To  postpone  to  a  day  certain, 

Ts)  ^stpone  indefinitely. 
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Whieh  seTeral  motions  shall  have  precedenee  in  the  order  in  which  they 
are  named;  and  no  motion 

To  postpone  to  a  day  certain. 

To  commit,  or 

To  postpone  indefinitely, 

Beinff  decided,  shall  be  a^^n  allowed  on  the  same  day,  or  at  the  same  sca^^e 
of  the  bill  or  proposition. 

52.  The  rules  of  parliamentary  practice  comprised  in  Cashing's  Parliamen- 
tary Roles  and  Practice,  shall  ^yem  the  House  in  all  cases  to  which  they 
aif>  applieable  and  in  which  they  are  not  inconsistent  with  the  standing  rules 
and  oraers  of  the  House,  or  the  joint  rules  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Bep- 


53.  If  a  question  be  lost  by  adjournment  of  the  House,  and  revived  on  the 
saeeeedin^  day,  no  member  who  has  spoken  on  the  preceding  day  shall  be 
permitted  to  speak  again  on  the  same  question  without  leave. 

54.  Any  five  members  shall  have  the  liberty  to  dissent  from  and  protest, 
in  respectful  language,  against  any  act  or  resolution  which  they  snail  think 
injurioas  to  the  public  or  any  individual,  and  have  the  reasons  of  their  dissent 
entered  upon  the  journal. 

55.  Questions  shall  be  distinctly  put  in  this  form,  viz.:  ^'As  many  as  are 
of  the  opinion  that"— (as  the  case  may  be)— **8ay  'Aye,'"  ana,  after 
the  affirmative  vote  is  expressed,  ''As  many  as  are  of  the  contrary 
opvmon  say,  *No.'  "  If  the  Speaker  doubt  or  if  a  division  is  called  for,  the 
House  shall  divide;  those  in  the  affirmative  shall  first  arise  from  their  seats, 
and  afterwards  those  in  the  negative. 

COMMITTEE  OF  THE  WHOLE  HOUSE. 

,56.  In  forming  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  House,  the  Speaker  shall  leave 
his  chair,  and  a  chairman  to  preside  in  the  committee  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  Speaker. 

ADJOURNMENT. 

57.  The  hour  at  which  every  motion  to  adjourn  is  made  shall  be  entered  on 
the  journal. 

Ten  o'clock  in  the  morning  shall  be  the  standing  hour  to  which  the  House 
shall  adjourn  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  a  majority  vote. 

.  58.    A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  be  decided  without  debate  and  not  be  sub- 
ject to  amendment. 

DISPENSING  WITH,  RESCINDING  OR  CHANGING  RULES. 

50.  No  rule  shall  be  dispensed  with  unless  by  the  concurrence  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  present;  nor  shall  any  rule  be  rescinded  or  changred 
without  one  day's  notice  beine  given  of  the  motion  thereof;  but  a  new  rule, 
not  in  conflict  with  existing  rules,  may  be  added,  after  such  notice,  by  a  two- 
thirds'  vote  of  the  members  elected,  except  when  such  new  rule  is  reported 
by  the  Committee  on  Rules,  and  in  that  case  such  new  rule  may  be  adopted 
by  a  majority  vote. 


PREVIOUS  QUESTION. 

60.  The  previous  Question  shall  be  put  in  this  form:  "Shall  the  main 
question  be  now  putf ;'  and  until  it  is  decided  shall  preclude  all  amendments 
or  debate.  When  it  is  decided  the  main  question  shall  not  now  be  put,  the 
main  question  shall  be  considered  as  still  remaining  under  debate. 

The  effect  of  the  main  question  beinf^  ordered  shall  be  to  put  an  end  to  all 
debate,  and  bring  the  House  to  a  direct  vote— first  upon  all  amendments  re- 
ported or  pendiuK,  in  the  inverse  order  in  which  they  are  offered.  After  the 
motion  for  the  previous  question  has  prevailed,  it  snail  not  be  in  order  to 
move  a  call  of  the  House  unless  it  shall  appear  by  yeas  and  nays,  as  taken 
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on  the  main  qaestion,  that  no  qaorom  is  present;  or  to  move  to  adjoim» 
prior  to  a  decision  of  the  main  question:  jPnotnded,  if  a  motion  to  postpone  i» 
pending,  the  only  effect  of  the  previous  question  shall  be  to  bring  the  Houi.se> 
to  a  vote  upon  such  motion. 

61.  All  resolutions  or  petitions  calling  for  the  appointment  of  committer's 
or  involving  the  expenditure  of  money,  and  all  orders  in  reference  to  the  ap- 
pointed emplo^^s  or  the  increase  of  compensation  of  employes,  or  expenditure 
of  moneys  for  incidental  expenses  of  the  session  shall  be  referred  to  the  ap- 
propriate  committee  without  debate. 

Pending  the  adoption  of  the  report,  Mr.  Tippit  called  np  his  reso- 
lution which  had  been  heretofore  introduced  and  referred  to  tho 
committee  on  rules,  for  their  consideration,  and  asked  that  the  samo 
be  read  at  large  for  the  information  of  the  members,  which  resola- 
tion  was  as  follows: 

Whereas,  During  the  session  of  the  Leeislature  a  great  many  bills  are  pre- 
sented proposing  an  amendment  or  amendments  to  existing  statutory  laws* 
and  in  the  examination  of  which  many  difficulties  confront  the  members  in 
ascertaining  wherein  the  present  laws  are  to  be  changed  or  modified;  there- 
fore, be  it 

Resolved  by  the  Houses  the  Senate  concurring  Tiereint  That  it  is  hereb^r  made 
the  duty  of  any  member  presentini^r  any  bills  providing  or  prooosing  an 
amendment  to  any  statute  law  of  Illinois,  to  indicate  such  proposea  amend* 
ment  by  under-scoring  in  the  bill  offered  the  word  or  words  comprising  the 
proposed  amendment,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  officer  printing  same 
for  the  use  members  to  print  such  proposed  amendment  in  italics  as  indicated 
by  the  original  bill. 

Pending  discussion,  Mr.  McConnel  offered  the  following  as  an 
amendment  to  be  added  thereto: 

Provided,  That  whenever  the  amendatory  provision  or  provisions  are  not 
underscored  as  herein  before  prescribed,  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  to 
which  said  bill  may  have  been  referred  shall  advise  the  author  of  the  bill  of 
the  omission  and  request  him  to  complete  the  bill. 

Mr.  Crafts  moved  that  the  resolution  and  the  amendment  thereto 
be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Rules  for  their  farther  considera- 
tion, 

And  the  motion  prevailed. 

Mr.  Wilson  moved  that  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Rules  be 
adopted  as  read, 

And  the  motion  prevailed. 

At  the  hour  of  11 :20  o'clock  a.  m.  Mr.  Johnson,  of  Fulton,  moved 
that  the  House  do  now  adjourn. 

The  motion  prevailed. 

And  the  House  stood  adjourned.

Ogle  county,  Illinois,  on 
the  22nd  day  of  December,  1900;  and. 

Whereas,  Mr.  Brown  was  one  of  the  ablest  members  of  said  General 
Assemblies,  a  recognized  leader  in  the  Republican  ranks,  a  man  of  unstained 
character  and  integrity,  and  a  citizen  who  reflected  honor  upon  his  commun- 
ity and  the  State,  at  large;  therefore,  be  it 

Besclved,  That  in  the  death  of  the  Honorable  Albert  F.  Brown,  the  State  of 
Illinois  has  lost  a  useful  citizen,  his  neighbors  a  kind  and  generous  friend, 
his  children  a  loving  and  devoted  father,  and  society  at  large  a  true  and  con- 
stant benefactor,  and  that  the  sincere  sympathy  of  this  House  be  extended  to 
his  family. 

Besolved.  That  this  resolution  be  spread  upon  the  journal  of  the  House,  and 
that  the  Clerk  be  instructed  to  forward  a  copy  suitably  engrossed  to  the 
family  of  the  deceased. 

And  the  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted  by  a  rising  vote.

Whereas,  It  has  been  reported  and  charged  that  the  explosion  waj>  a  direct 
cause  of  the  officials  of  the  Chicago  &  Northwestern  Railroad  Company  in 
employing  inexperienced  and  incompetent  persons  to  conduct  and  manage 
their  business;  and. 

Whereas.  It  has  been  stated  that  some  of  the  officials  and  employes  of  the 
Chicago  ft  Northwestern  Railroad  Company  did  suppress,  as  far  as  possible,, 
all  the  facts  and  information  relative  to  the  cause  of  the  disaster;  and 

Whereas,  It  has  been  stated  that  for  some  time  that  some  of  the  officials 
of  the  Chicago  &  Northwestern  Railroad  Company  have  adopted  the  custom 
of  employing  a  number  of  relatives  of  some  of  the  officials  of  the  road,  and 
placing  them  in  positions  of  responsibility  and  trust;  therefore,  be  it, 

Besolved,  That  a  committee  of  five  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker  for  the 
purpose  of  investigating  the  management  of  the  Chicago  &  Northwestern 
Railroad  Company  and  the  cause  of  the  accident  on  December  3,  1900,  and 
securing  such  other  information  as  is  necessary,  and  said  committee  shall 
have  power  to  send  for  persons  and  papers,  to  administer  oath,  compel  the 
attendance  of  witnesses  oy  subpoena  and  report  their  conclusions  and  findings 
to  this  House,  before  the  20th  of  March.

railroads,  miners  and  concerns  selling:  coal  mined  in  other  portions  of  the 
State  and  in  other  sections  of  the  country;  therefore,  be  it 

Besolvedf  That  the  Speaker  appoint  a  committee  of  five  members  of  this 
body  to  inquire  into  this  unlawful  discrimination  in  rates,  and  if  they  find 
that  the  herein  mentioned  char/^es  are  true,  to  report  to  this  body  such 
measure  as  it  may  d«em  expedient  to  punish  said  company  for  these  viola- 
tions of  the  law  and  ^ard  agrainst  a  repetition  of  such  extortions  and  dis-

Whereas,  Various  decisions  of  the  supreme  'court  of  the  United  States 
during  the  past  few  years  have  rendered  many  of  the  most  important  pro- 
visions oC  the  inter-state  commerce  law  inoperative,  in  consequence  of  which 
the  law,  in  its  present  form,  fails  to  afford  the  relief  to  shipping  interests  of 
the  country  which  was  the  purpose  of  its  enactment;  and, 

Wherkas,  a  bill  is  now  pending  in  the  United  States  Senate,  known  as  S. 
1439,  which  is  understood  to  have  been  framed  by  a  member  of  the  commis- 
sion with  the  approval  of  that  body,  comprising  such  amendments  to  the 
interstate  commerce  act  as,  in  its  belief,  will  remedy  the  defects  found  to 
exist  therein  and  render  it  effective  in  accomplishing  the  purpose  of  its  orig-

Whereas,  The  said  bill  received  the  endorsement  of  the  principal  com- 
mercial organization  of  this  State,  and  most  of  the  similar  organizations 
of  importance  throughout  the  country,  and  of  the  national  board  of  trade, 
and  its  passage  was  urgently  recommended  to  Congress  bv  a  national  conven- 
tion held  in  St  Louis  November  20th  last,  consisting  of  delegates  from  ten 
national  trade  organizations,  representing  various  lines  of  business,  and 
twenty  of  the  most  important  State  and  local  organizations  of  similar  char- 
acter in  the  country;  therefore. 

Resolved^  the  Senate  concurring,  That  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Illinois 
does  herebv  memorialize  the  Coneress  of  the  United  States  to  speedily  enact 
the  said  bill,  S.  1439,  into  law,  and  urgently*  request  the  senators  representing 
the  State  in  Congress  to  cooperate  in  promoting  the  passage  of  said  bill,  and 
to  use  their  best  endeavors  in  securing  for  its  precedence  over  other  pending 
legislation  as  its  great  public  importance  demands.

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that  in  a  proper  and  dae  administration  of  the  law,  for  the  good  of  the  whole 
people,  that  a  jury  shoald  be  judges  of  the  law,  as  well  as  of  fact,  in  all 
eriminal  and  civil  cases  in  this  State;  therefore,  be  it 

Besolved^  That  we  believe  if  such  a  law  was  adopted  as  recommended  by 
the  praotiee  commission  it  will  work  a  hardship,  injustice  and  oppression  up- 
on the  people,  and  it  is  destructive  to  the  principles  of  American  liberty,  and 
it  is  hostile  to  the  constitutional  principles  of  our  free  government,  and  we  do 
hereby  express  our  unqualified  disapproval  of  the  same.

Mr.  Kinaker  offered  the  following  joint  resolution:

Grant,  has  provided  suitable 
niehee  and  receptacles  in  said  tomb  for  preserving  and  exhibiting  therein 
two  regimental  nags  from  each  state  of  the  Union,  of  regiments  that  served 
onder  Gen.  Grant  during  the  War  of  the  Rebellion,  and  where,  especially,

Prayer  by  the  Chaplain. 

The  journal  of  yesterday  was  read  and  approved.

Commission,  which  was  read  by  the  Clerk: 

Report  of  the  Illinois  Convict  Labor  Commission: 
lo  the  Honorable,  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Illinoie: 

Gentlemen— The  Forty-first  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Illinois 
adopted  the  following  joint  resolution : 

^^Besolved  by  the  Senate,  the  House  of  Eepresentatives  concurring  herein,  Th&t 
the  Governor  be  authorized  and  empowered  to  appoint  a  commission  of  six 
persons,  three  of  whom  shall  be  members  of  the  General  Assembly,  one  a 
warden  of  one  of  the  penal  institutions  of  this  State,  one  a  representative  of 
the  labor  interests,  and  one  a  representative  of  the  manufacturing  interests 
of  the  State.  It  shall  be  the  dutv  of  said  commission  to  visit  the  State  of 
New  York  and  any  other  states  where  a  system  of  convict  labor  similar  to 
that  provided  for  m  Senate  Bill  419  is  established,  to  thoroughlv  investigate 
the  same  and  make  report  thereof  to  the  next  General  Assembly,  which  re- 
port shall  be  printed.  Said  commissioners  shall  serve  without  compensation 
other  than  their  necessary  travelin^ir  and  other  expenses,  and  upon  presenta* 
tion  of  vouchers  of  expenses  of  said  commission,  approved  by  the  Governor, 
the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  is  hereby  authorized  to  draw  his  warrant  for 
the  amount  of  such  expenses  upon  the  State  Treasurer,  who  shall  pay  the 
same  out  of  any  funds  m  the  State  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated.'^

This  eommission  met  upon  its  appointment,  and  organized  by  electing  P. 
T.  Chapman  president  and  8.  J.  Drew  secretary,  and,  in  accordance  with  the 
ibore  resolution,  proceeded  to  the  state  of  New  York,  and  now  offer  the  fol- 
lowing as  a  result  of  the  inyestigation  made: 

As  we  understand  it,  the  commission  was  appointed  for  the  jjurpose  of  in  - 
^rntigatiDe  the  workings  of  the  New  York  prison  labor  laws  with  a  view  to 
neommending  tbe  adoption  of  similar  laws  for  the  State  of  Illinois.  The 
Kew  York  law  provides  that  the  various  political  divisions  of  the  state  and 
other  political  institutions  therein  shall  purchase  their  supplies  from  the  state 
pnitentiaries.  We  find  the  New  York  law  a  failure  because  it  does  not  con- 
trol the  proposed  market  for  penitentiary  made  goods.  It  is  also  a  failure 
beeiQse  it  provides  that  all  prison  made  goods  must  be  sold  witbin  the  state 
of  New  York,  and  does  not  prohibit  the  sale  in  New  York  of  prison  made 
foods  from  other  states. 

I* County  prisoners  in  New  York  are  manufacturing  goods  for  their  own  use, 
and  also  selling  the  same  in  the  market  supposedly  reserved  for  penal  insti- 
tatioos. 


are  informed  that  prior  to  the  enactment  of  this  law,  and  for  a  short 
ume  after  it  went  into  eftect,  the  county  prisoners  referred  to  did  not  manu* 
uetnre  goods  for  sale  in  the  general  markets  of  the  state. 

The  law  in  question  has  removed  to  some  extent  competition  in  its  open 
■ttket,  and  has  brought  about  active  competition  between  prisons.  On  ac- 
<oant  of  the  fact  that  the  political  divisions  of  the  state  above  referred  to  do 
^  purchase  all  of  their  supplies  from  the  state  prisons,  there  has  been  a 
fnatdeal  of  idleness  on  the  part  of  the  prisoners  now  confined  in  the  penal 
Utttitations  of  the  state,  and  from  the  information  we  have  at  hand,  as  a  re- 
volt of  our  investigations  we  find  if  the  different  state  institutions  did  pur- 
chase all  their  supplies  from  the  three  state  penitentiaries  in  New  York  the 
^Qt  80  purchased  would  not  furnish  enough  work  to  keep  the  prisoners 
^ployed.  While  this  commission  is  unanimouslv  in  favor  of  preventing  as 
QQch  as  possible  the  encroachment  of  prison-maae  goods  on  the  free-labor 
Jl^hetf  there  is  still  another  side  to  this  question,  to  which  we  desire  to  call 
|hs  attention  of  this  honorable  body  and  all  others  concerned.  There  is  a 
nonaoe  qaestion  that  must  not  be  lost  sight  of,3.namely:  the  prisoners  in  all 

ptaal  iiutitutions  must  be  employed. 


^     oontend  the  enactment  of  any  legislation  that  would  cause  enforced 

^0081  among  the  prisoners  confined  in  our  penitentiaries,  would  be  an  in- 

Moetothem  and  would  also  be  inhuman.    It  is  a  well  known  fact,  that  if 

^Ptiaoners  confined  in  our  penal  institutions,   were  left  in  idleness,  many 

^hem  would  in  a  short  time,  loose  their  reason,  and  the  state  would  be 

Spotted  to  remove  them  to  lunatic  asylums  where  they  would  become  a 

(|^er  Imrden  upon  the  commonwealth  than  they  are  at  present.     We  find 

T|[^!tof  the  present  prison  labor  laws  in  the  state  of  New  York,  many 

l|[^  prisoners  spend  a  great  deal  of  their  time  in  idleness,  and  the  wardens 

^^haigetre  greatly  hampered  in  trying  to  find  something  for  them  to  do, 

"Voider  to  keep  them  occupied  for  a  reasonable  part  of  the  time. 

u  oar  State  should  adopt  a  law  similar  to  that  now  in  force  in  New  York, 
^«iOj(  prison  made  goods  to  be  sold  only  to  State  institutions  and  the  vari- 
^  political  divisions  of  the  State,  our  experience  would  be  the  same  as  that 
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exp^erienced  by  the  State  of  New  York,  i.  e.,  an  actual  loss  in  addition  to  the 
maintenance  of  the  prisoners.  In  other  words,  if  we  were  to  set  one-half  of 
our  prisoners  digging  a  ditch  and  the  other  half  filling  it  up,  and  pay  the  ex- 
pense of  maintaining  the  institutions,  the  State  would  not  be  at  as  much  loss 
as  if  we  were  to  undertake  to  manufacture,  in  limited  quantities,  the  nnm- 
erous  articles  that  our  prisoners  would  be  called  upon  to  manufacture  for  the 
State  and  the  political  divisions  thereof. 

The  fifth  annual  report  of  the  state  prison  commission  to  the  New  York 
state  legislature  for  tne  year  1900,  showed  the  cost  of  the  maintenance  of  the 
three  state  prisons  to  be  $460,111.95;  the  earnings  of  the  three  prisons  were 
only  $54,834.63,  leaving  the  cost  of  the  maintenance  to  the  taxpayers  of  the 
state,  over  and  above  the  earnings  of  the  prisoners,  to  be  the  enormous  sum 
of  $405,277.20.  Therefore,  from  a  financial  standpoint,  the  New  York  law^ 
governing  the  disposition  of  prison  made  goods  is  an  entire  failure.  It  is  safe 
to  say  that  not  over  twenty-five  per  cent  of  the  goods  manufactured  in  the 
two  Illinois  penitentiaries  are  sold  in  the  State  of  Illinois,  and  if  the  New 
York  law  should  be  adopted  in  this  State,  every  dollar's  worth  of  goods  man- 
ufactured in  the  prisons  would  have  to   be  disposed  of  within  our  own  State » 

As  stated  above,  under  the  New  York  law  no  penitentiary  made  goods  can. 
be  sold  in  the  open  market,  but  must  be  disposed  of  to  the  other  State  insti- 
tutions. This  compels  the  State  to  not  only  use  the  prison  made  goods  in 
their  entirety,  but  leaves  the  open  market  to  meet  the  competition  of  prison 
made  goods  from  all  other  states  in  the  Union. 

We  feel  tbat  our  Legislature  is  not  desirous  of  enacting  a  law  inlthis  State- 
that  will  throw  possibly  one-half  of  our  prisoners  into  enforced  idleness. 
Neither  do  we  feel  that  free  labor  in  this  State  should  ask  for  legislation  that 
would  throw  one-half  of  our  prisoners  into  enforced  idleness. 

To  the  manufacturers  of  this  State,  we  desire  to  say,  we  do  not  believe 
they  desire  legislation  that  would  throw  one-half  of  our  prisoners  into  en- 
forced idleness. 

To  all  concerned,  namely,  the  taxpayers  of  the  State,  in  seneral,  to  the 
manufacturers  and  labor  classes,  in  particular,  we  ask  you  to  Took  upon  this 
question  of  competition  with  prison  made  goods  in  a  broader  light  than  von 
appear  to  have  used  in  the  past.  We  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact 
that  the  problem  of  excluding  prison  made  goods  from  competition  with  free 
labor,  is  one  that  is  going  to  take  a  great  deal  of  careful  study  to  properly 
solve.  It  has  been  the  experience  of  this  commission,  that  the  further  they 
went  into  this  subject,  ana  the  more  enlightened  they  became  in  relation 
thereto,  the  further  they  appear  to  get  from  the  solution  of  the  problem.. 
One  portion  of  our  citizens  desire  legislation  that  will  put  the  prisons  on  a. 
paying  basis  and  relieve  them  of  the  present  rate  of  taxation.  Another  por- 
tion, particularly  the  manufacturers  and  labor  classes,  desire  legislation  that 
will  protect  them  against  the  competition  of  prison  made  goods. 

This  commission  has  no  hesitancy  in  saying  the  enactment  of  a  law  similar 
to  the  one  in  force  in  New  York  at  the  present  time  would  incre&se,  instead 
of  diminish,  the  excessive  taxation  complained  of,  and  will  not  protect  the 
laboring  classes  from  the  competition  of  jprison  made  goods.  The  State  insti- 
tutions can  not  possibl^r  consume  a  sufficient  amount  of  goods  to  enable  those 
in  charge  of  our  penal  institutions  to  keep  the  prisoners  constantly  employed.. 
It  is  conceded  by  all  patties  concerned,  that  the  convict  must  be  employed  at 
some  kind  of  labor.  The  question  may  well  be  asked,  what  are  we  going  to 
do  to  employ  our  convicts  during  the  time  not  taken  up  in  the  manufacture 
of  goods  for  the  Statef 

This  commission  is  not  going  to  answer  that  question,  as  it  was  not  given 
authority*  under  the  joint  resolution,  to  investigate  the  question  whether  or 
not  a  better  system  than  the  present  should  be  adopted  in  our  own  State, 
but,  after  investigating  the  operation  of  the  New  York  law,  it  would  appear 
to  be  a  dangerous  experiment. 

Should  your  honorable  bodjr  see  fit  to  change  the  present  method  of  eon- 
ducting  the  Illinois  State  penitentiaries  with  something  similar  to  the  New 
York  law,  the  result  would  be,  first,  a  large  outlay  of  money  from  which  there 
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•eoold  be  no  possible  returns;  second,  a  great  deal  of  enforced  idleness  amoug 
t\ie  priaoners;  third,  to  increase,  instead  of  decrease,  the  cost  of  mainte- 
nance; fourth,  to  not,  to  any  appreciable  extent,  decrease  the  competition  be- 
tween <M>nYict  and  free  labor. 

^  Tbe  question  of  punishing  the  convict  should  not  be  the  only  matter  to  con- 
^der  diirinic  the  time  of  his  incarceration.  The  management  of  our  prisons 
«nd  reformatories  should  give  the  reformation  of  the  convict  serious  consid- 
eration, so  that  when  their  prison  term  expires,  they  may  return  to  their 
former  homes  and  environments  better  and  wiser  men,  or  women,  as  the  case 
may  be. 

In  order  to  accomplish  this  end,  we  desire  to  repeat  our  former  assertion 
that  the  convict  must  be  employed.  It  is  a  self  evident  fact  that  no  law  can 
prescribe  intelligently  as  to  all  details  of  prison  management.  Much  must  be 
left  to  the  discretion  and  business  sense  of  the  governing  power.  The  less 
the  management  is  hampered  in  matter  of  detail,  the  more  certain  they  will 
be  to  worK  ont  good  results  both  for  the  convict  and  for  the  State.  High  class 
business  management  and  strict  economy  will  do  more  to  solve  the  prison 
2abor  question  than  all  else.

proval to  the  Forty-second  General  Assembly,  and  they  have  seen  fit  to  rer^- 
ommend  it  and  report  that  only  one  application  for  relief  under  writ  of 
habetu  corpus  in  this  titate  shall  oe  made  unless  new  circumstances  arise;  and 

WhebbaSj  The  writ  of  habetu  corptia  is  an  ancient  high  prerogative,  com- 
mon law  wnt,  and  from  its  earliest  period  of  existence  down  to  the  present 
day  has  given,  and  is  intended  to  give,  immediate  relief  to  all  persons  who 
are  unjustly  and  illegally  restrained  from  their  liberty;  and 

Whereas,  From  information  already  secured  from  a  large  number  of  peo- 

gle  in  various  parts  of  this  State,  and  the  timely  and  urgent  protest  that  has 
een  made  from  time  to  time  by  the  public  press  throughout  this  State  that 
too  little  attention  has  been  (2[iven  to  persons  who  have  been  arrested  and 
charged  with  crime,  in  many  instances  without  any  justification  whatever, 
and  have  been  secretly,  and  without  authority  of  law,  taken  bevond  the  juris- 
diction of  the  courts  of  this  State,  from  where  the  alleged  offense  was  com- 
mitted, and  oftentimes  have  been  taken  to  other  states,  thereby  subjecting 
them  to  tedious  and  expensive  litigation  in  order  to  secure  their  liberty  and 
from  which  they  have  suffered  irreparable  injury;  therefore,  be  it 
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Besolved,  That  we  do  not  approve  or  sHDction  any  law  or  recommendatioiE 
made  by  the  practice  commission  that  brings  oppression  and  wrong:  to  the- 
people  and  denies  them  the  privilege  and  right  to  apply  to  any  of  the  court» 
m  this  State  for  relief  when  necessary. 

Besolv'ed  further^  That  the  centralization  of  power  in  any  form  whatever  i» 
a  dangerous  and  pernicious  policy  in  a  free  government  like  ours,  and  any 
attempt  to  restrict  or  abridge  the  rights  of  the  people  to  make  application  for 
a  writ  of  habecis  corpus  to  any  and  all  the  courts  in  this  State  merits  our  em- 
phatic disapprobation. 

The  resolution  was  referred,  under  the  rules,  to  the  Committee  on 
Judicial  Department  and  Practice,  when  appointed. 

Mr.  Partridge  offered  the  following  resolution: 

Whereas,  Honorable  Samuel  H.  Martin,  a  former  member  of  the  General

record.  He  was  a  memoer  of  the  House  in  the  Seventeenth,  Nineteenth^ 
Thirty- second  and  Thirty- sixth  General  Assemblies;  as  also  a  member  of  the 
State  Senate  in  the  Twenty -second  General  Assembly.  During  his  «ervioe» 
he  represented  the  seventh,  ninth,  twenty- third  and  forty -sixth  districts,  re- 
siding in  White  county  during  that  time.  He  was  a  brave  and  true  soldier^ 
serving  with  distinction  as  first  lieutenant  in  the  Mexican  war.  He  also  held 
various  positions  of  trust  within  the  gift  of  the  people  of  his  county.  As  a 
citizen  he  was  model  and  exemplary,  with  a  character  beyond  reproach;, 
therefore,  be  it 

Eesolved,  That  the  House,  hereby  places  on  record  its  tribute  of  respect,  to 
the  memory  of  a  distinguished  son,  soldier,  and  citizen;  cherishing  the  mem* 
ory  of  a  devoted  patriot,  honoring  the  career  of  an  honest,  capable  and  faith- 
ful public  ofiQcial;  remembering  the  achievements  of  a  large  hearted,  loyal 
souled,  energetic  man  of  affairs,  and  with  an  abiding  coimdence  in  '*Him 
who  doeth  all  things  well"  we  record  our  thankfulness  that  such  a  life  had 
been  lived  among  us. 

Beaolvedf  That  the  sympathy  of  the  members  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives is  sincerely  tendered  to  the  family  in  their  sad  bereavement,  and  that  a 
copy  of  this  preamble  and  resolution  be  spread  on  the  records  of  the  House,, 
a  copy  be  properly  engrossed,  and  the  clerk  is  directed  to  transmit  the  same- 
to  the  family  of  the  deceased.

Besolvedf  That  we  censure  and  condemn,  in  the  most  anqualided  terms, 
the  manafifement  of  this  institution  in  discriminating  against  people  on  ao- 
eount  of  color  or  nationality. 

Buolved,  Jurther,  That  ^  no  appropriations  be  made  for  the  support  and 
maintenance  of  the  Illinois  Industrial  Home  for  the  blind  until  a  thoroagh 
investigation  is  made  as  to  the  discrimination  in  that  institution,  and  a  re- 
fusal to  admit  persons  there  on  account  of  color. 

Besolved^  further.  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker 
for  the  purpose  of  making  a  complete  investigation  of  the  management  of  that 
institution,  and  to  inquire  whether  or  not  people  have  been  refused  admis- 
sion to  it  and  discriminated  against  on  account  of  color  or  nationality,  and 
that  said  committee  shall  have  power  to  send  for  persons  and  papers,  to  ad- 
minister oaths,  compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses  by  subpoena,  ana  report 
their  conclusions  and  findings  to  this  house  on  or  before  the  lOth  of  April, 
and  should  it  further  appear  that  said  committee  should  not  have  time  to 
thoroughly  investigate  the  matter  before  the  10th  of  April,  that  the  commit- 
tee is  hereby  authorized  to  investigate  it  and  make  their  report,  after  the  ad- 
journment of  the  Legislature,  to  the  GK)vemor  of  the  State.

The  Grant  Monument  Association  of  the  city  of  New  York, 
which  has  charge  of  the  tomb  of  General  U.  S.  Grant,  has  provided  suitable 
niches  and  receptacles  in  said  tomb  for  preserving  and  exhibiting  therein  two 
regimental  flags  from  each  state  of  the  Union  of  regiments  that  served  under 
General  Grant  during  the  war  of  the  rebellion;  and  where,  especially,  his 
own  State  of  Illinois  should  be  prominently  represented,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved  by  the  House  of  Representatives ,  tJie  Senate  concurring  herein,  That 
the  State  of  Illinois  hereby  tenders  said  Grant  Monument  Association  the  use 
of  two  refjfimental  flags  of  Illinois  legiments  which  served  under  General 
Grant  during  said  war,  so  long  as  the  same  shall  be  suitably  and  safely  pre- 
served and  exhibited  in  said  tomb,  and  that  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  Illi- 
nois be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  cause  said  flags  to  be  selected  and 
safely  delivered  to  said  Association  upon  receiving  its  receipt  therefor  and 
agreement  to  safely  keep  the  same  and  return  the  same  to  the  State  of  Illi- 
nois at  any  time  when  demanded  by  the  then  Governor  of  this  State.

A  message  from  the  Senate,  by  Mr.  Turner,  Assistant  Secretary: 

Mr.  Speaker: — I  am  directed  to  inform  the  House  of  Representatives  that 
the  Senate  has  adopted  the  following  joint  rules  for  the  Forty-second  General 
Assembly,  as  reported  from  the  Committee  on  Rules,  fx>-wit: 

JOINT  RULES  OF  THE  SENATE  AND  HOUSE  OF  RBPRSSENTATIVSS  OF  THE 

FOHTT-SEOOND  GENERAL  ASSEMBLY. 

1.  When  a  message  shall  be  sent  from  the  Senate  to  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives, it  shall  be  announced  at  the  door  of  the  House  by  the  Doorkeeper, 
and  shall  be  respectfully  communicated  to  the  Chair  by  the  person  by  whom 
it  may  be  sent. 

2.  The  same  ceremony  shall  be  observed  when  messages  shall  be  sent  from 
the  House  of  Representatives  to  the  Senate. 

3.  Messages  shall  be  sent  by  such  persons  as  a  sense  of  propriety  in  each 
house  may  determine  to  be  proper. 
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4.  In  every  case  of  disafcreement  between  the  two  houses,  if  either  house 
Tequests  a  conference,  and  appoints  a  committee  for  that  purpose,  the  other 
house  shall  appoint  a  committee  to  confer  therewith  upon  the  subject  of  their 
<lisafi^reement.  Said  committee  shall  meet  at  a  convenient  time  to  be  ae:reed 
iipon  by  their  chairmen,  and,  having:  conferred  freely,  each  shall  report  to 
its  respective  house  the  result  of  their  conference.  In  case  of  an  a^preement, 
the  report  shall  be  first  made,  with  the  papers  referred  aocompanvmg:  it,  to 
the  disa^nreeing  house,  and  there  acted  upon;  and  such  action  shall  be  imme- 
•diately  reported  by  the  Clerk  to  the  other  house,  the  papers  referred  accom- 
panyinu:  the  messasre.  In  case  of  disagfreement  the  papers  shall  remain  with 
the  house  which  referred  them.  The  af^eeing:  report  of  a  conference  com- 
mittee shall  be  made,  read  and  signed  in  duplicate  by  all  members  of  the 
committee,  or  by  a  majority  of  those  of  each  house,  one  of  the  duplicates  be- 
ing retained  by  the  committee  of  each  house.  Should  either  house  disafrree 
to  the  report  of  the  committee,  such  house  shall  appoint  a  second  committee 
and  request  a  second  conference,  which  shall  be  acceded  to  by  the  other 
house  before  adhering.  The  motion  for  a  committee  of  conference,  and  the 
report  of  such  committee,  shall  be  in  order  at  any  time.  When  both  houses 
ehkll  have  adhered  to  their  disagreement,  a  bill  or  resolution  is  lest. 

5.  While  bills  are  on  their  passage  between  the  two  houses,  they  shall  be 
accompanied  by  a  message  signed  by  the  Secretary  or  Clerk  (as  the  case  may 
be)  respectively. 

6.  After  a  bill  has  passed  both  houses,  it  shall  be  enrolled  before  it  is  pre- 
sented to  the  Ghovemor. 

7.  When  bills  are  enrolled,  they  shall  be  examined  by  a  joint  committee, 
which  shall  consist  of  five  members,  two  from  the  Senate  and  three  from  the 
House,  to  be  appointed  by  the  President  of  the  Senate  and  Speaker  of  the 
House,  respectively.  The  clerk  of  the  Committee  on  Engrossed  and  Enrolled 
Bills  of  the  respective  houses  shall  act  as  clerk  of  the  committee  whenever 
their  services  are  required.  Said  committee  shall  carefully  compare  the  en- 
rolled bills  with  the  engrossed  bills  so  passed  by  both  houses,  correct  any 
errors  which  may  be  discovered  in  the  enrolled  bitls,  and  make  their  report 
forthwith  to  their  res);>ective  houses;  the  Secretary  or  Clerk  having  previously 
certified  on  the  margin  of  the  roll  in  which  house  it  origrinated. 

8.  After  examination  and  report,  each  bill  shall  be  signed  in  the  respective 
houses,  first  by  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives  and  then  by  the 
President  of  the  Senate. 

9.  After  a  bill  shall  have  been  signed  bj  the  President  of  the  Senate  and 
the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  it  shall  be  presented  by  said 
joint  committee  to  the  Governor  for  his  approval.  The  said  committee  shall 
report  the  dav  of  presentation  to  the  Governor,  to  each  house,  v/hioh  time 
shall  be  carefully  entered  on  the  journals  of  each  house. 

10.  All  resolutions  and  memorials  which  are  to  be  presented  to  the  Gov- 
ernor shall  be  previously  enrolled,  examined,  signed  and  presented  by  the 
joint  committee,  reported  and  entry  thereof  made,  as  provided  in  case  of 
bills. 

11.  When  a  bill  or  resolution  which  shall  have  passed  one  house  is  rejected 
in  the  other,  information  thereof  shall  be  giyen  to  the  house  in  which  the 
same  shall  have  passed. 

12.  When  the  consideration  of  any  bill,  memorial  or  resolution  which  has 
originated  in  one  house  shall  be  postponed  in  the  other  to  a  day  so  distant 
that  it  shall  not  be  taken  up  again  by  the  present  session,  the  house  in  which 
such  bill,  memorial  or  resolution  shall  have  originated  shall  be  forthwith  in- 
formed of  such  postponement. 

13.  When  a  bill,  memorial  or  resolution  which  has  passed  one  house  is  re- 
jected in  the  other,  it  shall  not  again  be  introduced  during  the  same  session, 
except  in  the  house  so  rejecting,  and  after  three  days'  notice  and  leave  of 
that  house. 

14.  Each  house  shall  transmit  to  the  other  all  papers  on  which  any  bill  or 
resolution  shall  be  founded. 
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15.  While  the  two  houses  are  acting  to^^ether  upon  elections,  or  any  other 
matter,  the  Speaker  shall  preside,  and  all  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided 
by  him,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  both  houses,  as  though  but  one  body  was  in 
session.  A  call  of  members  of  either  house  may  be  had  in  joint  meeting:  by 
order  of  the  house  in  which  the  call  is  desired,  and  to  constitute  a  quorum  of 
the  joint  assembly,  a  majority  of  all  the  members  elected  to  both  houses  shall 
be  present  and  votinfif. 

16.  Motions  to  postpone  or  adjourn  shall  be  decided  by  a  joint  vote  of  both 
houses,  and  yeas  and  nays  upon  such  motions,  if  required,  shall  be  entered 
upon  tne  journals  of  both  houses. 

17.  Upon  questions  arising  reauiring  the  separate  decision  of  either  house^^ 
the  Senate  shall  withdraw  until  tne  decision  is  made :  Provided,  That  ques- 
tions upon  motions  for  a  call  of  either  house  shall  not  come  within  the  pro- 
visions of  this  rule. 

18.  Each  house  shall  have  the  liberty  of  ordering  the  printing  of  bills,, 
messages  and  reports  without  the  consent  of  the  other. 

19.  Whenever  any  message,  bill,  report  or  document  shall  be  ordered  to 
be  printed  by  the  Senate  or  House,  for  the  use  of  both  houses,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate  or  Clerk  of  the  House  (hs  the  case  may 
be)  immediately  to  report  the  fact  of  the  passage  of  such  order  to  the  other 
branch  of  the  G-eneral  Assembly,  together  with  the  number  so  ordered  to  be 
printed,  in  case  the  same  shall  ezceeid  three  hundred.

Whebeas,  There  has  been  deposited  in  said  Zion  Citv  Bank  large  and 
numerous  sums  of  money  to  be  held  in  trust  or  invested  for  the  benefit  and 
use  of  said  depositors;  and, 

Whebeas,  In  such  an  institution  as  said  Zion  City  Bank  where  one  man 
may  be  led  by  a  religious  enthusiasm  or  untrained  business  judgment  to 
make  reckless  investments,  or  be  misled  into  other  mismanagement  of  de- 
positOTs'  funds,  there  is  constant  danger  of  disaster  which  would  be  attended 
by  impairment  of  trust  funds  and  consequent  loss  to  thousands  of  poor 
people,  the  depositors,  of  their  hard  earned  savings;  and, 

Whebeas,  It  is  notorious  that  the  said  John  Alexander  Dowie,  or  his 
agents,  have  purchased  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  worth  of  property 
at  tremendously  inflated  value,  as  a  site  of  a  proposed  city  or  religious  com- 
munitjTi  and  contemplate  adding  thereon  improvements  which  in  the  aggre- 
gate will  amount  to  an  enormous  sum,  and  as  a  failure  to  realize  profits  on 
said  real  estate  speculation  or  any  circumstance  adversely  affecting  the  suc- 
cess of  that  enterprise  would  be  likely  to  involve  the  Dowie  interests  in 
financial  rain;  and* 

Whebeas.  It  is  currently  reported  that  the  said  banking  institution  has 
expended  other  large  sums  of  money  in  questionable  enterprises;  and, 

Whebeas,  As  the  recent  failure  of  a  number  of  banks  has  demonstrated 
the  necessity  of  some  regulations  for  the  protection  of  innocent  and  trusting 
depesitors;  therefore,  be  it 

Besolved,  By  the  members  of  the  House  of  Representatives  hereof  as- 
sembled, that  a  committee  of  five  members  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker  for 
the  purjiose  of  investigating  the  condition  of  said  Zion  City  Bank,  to  learn 
what  regulation,  if  any,  exists  for  the  protection  of  depositors,  whether  the 
funds  of  said  Zion  City  Bank  have  been  used  for  speculation  of  any  character 
whatsoever;  who,  if  any  one,  is  associated  with  said  John  Alexander  Dowie 
in  the  management  or  financial  responsibility  of  said  bank;  what  collateral  or 
other  security  is  in  existence  as  representmg  the  assets  of  said  bank,  if  any; 
what  margin  of  cash  is  kept  on  hand  for  use  in  the  event  of  a  *'run,''  and  to 
report  ba&  to  this  honorable  body  with  recommendations  as  to  needed  legis- 
lation not  later  than  April  1,  1901;  and,  be  it  further 

Besolved^  That  said  committee  is  hereby  invested  with  full  power  and  auth- 
ority to  send  for  persons,  papers  and  books,  administer  oaths  and  examine 
witnesses.

Mr.  Wheeler  introduced  a  bill.  House  Bill  No.  393,  a  bill  for  "An 
act  to  provide  for  the  election  and  appointment  of  the  oflScers  and 
employes  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State,  and  to  fix  their  com- 
pensation." 

The  bill  was  taken  up,  read  by  title,  ordered  printed  and  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Judicial  Department  and  Practice. 

The  House  proceeding  upon  the  order  of  resolutions, 

Mr.  Donoghue  offered  the  following  resolution: 

Whersas,  There  exists  in  the  city  of  Ohicaf?o,  and  county  of  Cook,  State 
of  Illinois,  an  institution  receiving  savinj^  deposits,  transacting  other  bank- 
ing business  without  any  official  supervision  for  the  protection  of  depositors. 
Said  institution  being  a  bank,  known  and  described  as  the  Zion  City  Bank,, 
which  is  said  to  be  owned,  operated  and  controlled  by  John  Alexander  Dowie^ 
alleged  faith  healer;  and. 

Whereas,  There  has  been  deposited  in  said  Zion  City  Bank  large  and 
numeroas  sums  of  money  to  be  held  in  trust  or  invested  for  the  benefit  and 
use  of  said  depositors;  and, 

Whereas.  In  such  an  institution  as  said  Zion  City  Bank  where  one  man 
mav  be  led  by  a  religions  enthusiasm  or  untrained  business  judgment  to 
make  reckless  investments,  or  be  misled  into  other  mismanagement  of  de- 

gositors'  funds,  there  is  constant  danger  of  disaster  which  would  be  attended 
y  impairment  of  trust  funds  and  consequent  loss  to  thousands  of  poor  people, 
the  depositors  of  their  hard-earned  savings;  and. 

Whereas,  It  is  notorious  that  the  said  John  Alexander  Dowie,  or  his 
agents,  have  purchased  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  worth  of  property 
at  tremendously  inflated  value,  as  a  site  of  a  proposed  city  or  religious  com- 
munity, and  contemplate  adding  thereon  improvements  which  in  the  aggre- 
gate will  amount  to  an  enormous  sum,  and  as  a  failure  to  realize  profits  on 
said  real  estate  speculation  or  any  circumstance  adversely;  affecting  the  sac- 
cess  of  that  enterprise  would  be  fikely  to  involve  the  Dowie  interests  in  finan- 
cial ruin;  and. 

Whereas,  It  is  currently  reported  that  the  said  banking  institution  has  ex- 
pended other  large  sums  of  money  in  questionable  enterprises;  and 
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Whbbeas,  As  a  recent,  failure  of  a  Dumber  of  banks  have  demonstrated  the 
necessity  of  some  reffulations  for  the  protection  of  innocent  and  trusting  de- 
positors; therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  By  the  members  of  the  House  of  Representatives  hereof  assembled, 
that  a  committee  of  five  members  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker  for  the  pur- 
pose of  investi(c&ting  the  condition  of  said  Zion  City  Bank,  to  learn  what 
reKfulation,  if  any  exists  for  the  protection  of  depositors,  whether  the  funds 
of  said  Zion  City  Bank  have  been  used  for  speculation  of  any  character 
whatsoever;  who,  if  any  one  is  associated  with  said  Alexander  Dowie  in  the 
mana^ment  or  financial  responsibility  of  said  bank;  what  collateral  or  other 
security  is  in  existence  as  representing:  the  assets  of  said  bank,  if  any;  what 
marfifin  of  cash  is  kept  on  hand  for  use  in  the  event  of  a  "run,"  and  to  report 
back  to  this  honorable  body  with  recommendations  as  to  needed  legislation 
not  later  than  April  1,  1901;  and,  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  said  committee  is  hereby  invested  with  full  power  and  an-. 
thority  to  conduct  such  investigation,  and  that  the  Speaker  of  the  House  be, 
and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  to  issue  all  proper  process,  under  his  hand  and 
seal,  commanding  any  person  or  persons  to  apipear  before  said  committee,  at 
such  time  and  place  as  may  be  stated  therein,  to  testify  and  make  true 
answers  to  such  questions  as  may  pe  propounded  by  or  under  the  direction 
of  such  committee,  and  to  produce  all  books,  papers  and  other  documentarv 
evidence  which  may  be  deemed  material  to  such  investigation,  and  that  sucn 
process  be  directed  to  Thomas  L.  Spellman,  doorkeeper  of  said  house,  to 
execute,  and  that  any  member  of  such  oommittee,  or  any  person  authorized 
by  the  laws  of  this  State  be^  and  the  same  are  hereby,  authorized  to  admin- 
ister oaths,  and  such  committee  or  any  member  thereof  shall  be  authorized 
to  examine  any  such  witness  or  witnesses  so  summoned, 

Mr.  Donogbne  moved  that  the  rules  be  susfiended  for  the  immedi- 
ate consideration  of  the  foregoing  resolution. 

And  the  motion  prevailed. 

Mr.  Donogbne  thereupon  moved  the  adoption  of  the  resolution. 

Whereupon  Mr.  Lyon  moved  to  lay  the  resolution  upon  the  table. 

And  the  motion  was  lost. 

The  question  recurring  on  the  adoption  of  the  resolution,  it  was 
decided  in  the  afSrmative.

Constitution,  making  United  States  Senators  elective  in  the  several  States, 
by  direct  vote  of  the  people. 

Resolved,  by  the  House  of  Representatives,  the  Senate  concurring  therein.  That 
the  Forty-second  General  Assembly  hereby  makes  application  to  the  Con- 
gress, under  the  provisions  of  Article  Five  (5)  of  the  ConstitctioD  of  the 
United  States,  for  the  calling  of  a  convention  to  propose  an  amendment  to 
the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  making;  United  States  Senators  elective 
in  the  several  states  by  direct  vote  of  the  people. 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  State  is  hereby  directed  to  transmit  copies 
of  this  application  to  the  Senate,  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Congress, 
and  copies  to  the  members  of  the  said  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
from  this  Statej  also,  to  transmit  copies  hereof  to  the  presiding  officers  of 
each  of  the  legislatures  now  in  session  in  the  several  states,  requesting  their 
cooperation.

That  there  shall  be  submitted  to  the  voters  of  the  State,  at  the  next  election 
of  members  of  the  General  Assembly,  a  proposition  to  amend  the  oonstita- 
tion  of  this  State,  to- wit: 

Besolved,  That  paragraph  six  (6)  of  Article  LV  of  said  constitution  ba 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Paragraph  6.  The  General  Assembly  shall  apportion  the  State  eveir  ten 
years,  Bes^inning  with  the  year  1871,  by  dividing  me  population  of  the  State 
as  ascertained  by  the  federal  census,  by  the  number  51,  and  the  quotient 
shall  be  the  ratio  of  representation  ih  the  senate.  The  State  shall  be  divided 
into  51  senatorial  districts,  each  of  which  shall  elect  one  senator,  whose  term 
of  office  shall  be  four  years.  The  senators  elected  in  the  year  of  our  Lord 
1872,  in  districts  bearing  odd  numbers,  shall  vacate  their  offices  at  the  end  of 
two  years,  and  those  elected  in  districts  bearing  even  numbers  at  the  end  of 
four  years;  and  vacancies  occurring  by  expiration  of  term,  shall  be  filled  by 
the  election  of  senators  for  the  full  term.  Senatorial  districts  shall  be  formed 
of  contiguous  and  compact  territory,  bounded  by  county  lines,  and  contain, 
as  nearly  as  practicable,  an  eoual  number  of  inhabitants;  but  no  district  shall 
eentain  less  than  four-fifths  of  the  senatorial  ratio.  Counties  containing  not 
less  than  the  ratio  and  three- fourths,  may  be  divided  into  separate  districts, 
and  shall  be  entitled  to  two  senators,  and  to  one  additional  senator  for  each 
number  of  inhabitants  equal  to  the  ratio  contained  by  such  counties  in  ex- 
cess of  twice  the  number  of  said  ratio:  l^rovided,  That  no  county  shall  be 
entitled  to  more  than  one-third  the  entire  number  of  senators  or  represen- 
tatives. 

Mr.  Tippit  moved  that  the  rules  be  suspended  for  the  immediate 
consideration  of  the  foregoing  joint  resolution,

Tour  petitioner,  the  Metropolitan  West  Side  Elevated  Railway  Companj, 
respeottally  shows  that  it  is  the  owner  of  and  operates  in  the  west  division  of 
the  city  of  Chica^ro,  an  elevated  railroad  consisting^  of  a  main  line  and  four 
branch  lines;  that  what  is  known  as  the  Doagflas  Park  branch  of  said  railroad 
has  been  constructed  and  for  several  years  past  has  been  operated  from  a 
point  on  the  main  line  of  said  railroad  at  or  near  Marshfield  avenue,  between 
Van  Baren  and  Congress  streets,  and  runnine  thence  south  between  Paulina 
street  and  Hermitage  avenue  in  the  city  of  Chicago  to  a  point  between 
Twentieth  and  Twenty-first  streets,  in  saia  city,  and  running  thence  west  be- 
tween said  Twentieth  and  Twenty-nrst  streets  to  a  point  at  or  near  Rockwell 
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street  in  said  city;  that  nnder  and  by  virtue  of  an  ordinance  of  the  city  of 
Chicago  passed  on  the  twenty-ninth  day  of  June,  A.  D.  1900,  and  duljr    Ae- 
cepted  bv  said  company,  it  was  provided  that  said  branch  of  said  railro&d  be 
extended  from  its  present  terminus  at  or  near  Itockwell  street  west  to  Sootli 
Fortieth  avenue,  in  said  city. 

Your  petitioner  farther  shows  that  it  has  acquired  by  purchase  and  con- 
demnation and  is  now  acquiring  the  right  of  way  for  said  extension  over  s>PO' 
perty  lying  between  Twentieth  and  Twenty-ftrst  streets  in  said  oityof  Chioa^ro. 

Your  petitioner  farther  shows  that  it  is  compelled  to  cross  the  right  of  way 
of  the  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Quiney  Railroaa  Company  at  and  immediatoly 
west  of  Soutnwest  boulevard,  between  Twentieth  and  Twenty-first  streets,  in 
said  city  of  Chicago;  that  said  right  of  way  of  said  Chicago,  Burlington    & 
Quiney  Railroad  Companv  is  elevated  at  that  point:  that  on  the  west  side  of 
said  Southwest  boulevard,  and  extending  from  said  right  of  way  of  the  Chi- 
cago, Burlington  &  Quiney  Railroad  Company,  to  west  Nineteenth  street,  is 
the  property  of  the  Illinois  Industrial  Home  for  the  Blind,  an  institution  of

Your  petitioner  further  shows  that  after  a  very  careful  examination  and 
survey  by  the  engineers  of  the  Metropolitan  ^est  Side  Elevated  Bailwaj* 
Company,  it  has  beien  found  impossible  t3  cross  said  right  of  way  of  the  Chi- 
cago, Burlington  &  Quiney  Railroad  Company,  unless  certain  columns  of 
your  petitioners'  railroad  are  placed  upon  tnat  portion  of  the  property  of  said 
Illinois  Industrial  Home  for  the  Blind^  immediately  adjacent  to  said  right  of 
way  of  the  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Qumcy  Railroad  Company. 

The  location  of  said  asylum  property  and  the  proposed  location  of  the 
columns  of  the  railroad  thereon,  are  shown  on  the  plat  hereto  attached  and 
made  a  part  hereof,  marked  ''Sheet  No.  2085.'' 

The  extreme  projections  of  the  foundations  and  columns  of  said  structure 
into  and  onto  said  property  are  shown  upon  said  plat,  and  at  the  present  sur- 
face of  the  ground  shall  extend  no  more  than  four  (4)  feet  ten  (10)  inches 
bejrond  the  north  line  of  the  right  of  way  of  the  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Quiney 
Railroad.

Your  petitioner  further  shows  that  under  and  by  virtue  of  an  act  entitled, 
'*An  act  for  the  further  protection  of  State  institutions,"  enforced  March  9, 
1^7,  no  property  held  in  trust  by  any  benevolent  institution,  as  the  property 
of  the  State  can  be  entered  upon,  appropriated  or  used  by  any  railroad  or 
other  company  for  railroad  or  other  purposes  without  previous  consent  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Illinois. 

Your  petitioner  further  shows  that  it  has  offered  to  the  trustees  of  the  said 
Illinois  Industrial  Home  for  the  Blind,  for  the  use  of  the  State  of  Illinois  the 
sum  of  eight  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  ($850.00)  for  a  permanent  easement  in 
the  aforesaid  strip  of  ground,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  thereon  the  founda- 
tion and  structure  of  the  Metropolitan  West  Side  Elevated  Railway  as  shown 
upon  said  plat  (sheet  No.  2985)  which  said  sum  of  eight  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars  (9^.00),  as  your  petitioner  is  informed  and  believes,  the  said  trustees 
of  the  Illinois  Industrial  Home  for  the  Blind  consider  full  and  fair  compensa- 
tion to  the  State  of  Illinois  for  the  rights  herein  petitioned  for.

"Tax  district^'  as  used  in  this  section  means  a  political  subdivision  of  the 
State  having  a  board  of  assessors,  or  an  assessor  or  officer  authorized  to  assess 
propetty  therein  for  taxation  for  State,  county,  city,  village,  school,  highway 
or  any  other  purpose  whatever,  or  having  an  officer  or  officers  authorized  to- 
sign  warrants  for  the  collection  of  taxes. 

I'Otoss  revenue '^  as  used  in  this  section  means  the  total  sum  of  money  re- 
ceived in  any  tax  district  for  public  purposes  and  the  value  at  the  rate  of 
wmmatation  allowed  by  law  for  work  performed  in  the  tax  district  for  public 
purposes  without  compensation  under  the  requirement  of  law.  But  it  does 
not  melude  assessments  for  local  improvements,  money  borrowed,  money  re- 
esived  as  interest  on  any  obligation  of  the  tax  district  or  a  part  thereof  owned 
bj  said  district  or  a  part  thereof,  or  held  in  trust  for  it  by  any  board  or  officer, 
or  so  much  of  the  revenue  from  sales  to  private  users  of  water,  gas,  electricity 
or  oiher  industrial  service  as  represents  the  cost  thereof. 

The  General  Assembly  may  by  law  provide  for  local  option  in  taxation  in 
eaeh  county  by  the  affirmative  votes  of  a  majority  of  the  electors  thereof,, 
profided  that  all  taxation  shall  be  uniform  as  to  the  class  of  property  and  per- 
80D8  against  which  it  is  levied.

ing  that  the  State  of  Illinois  has  lost  the  services  of  a  distinguished  son  and 
patriot,  and  moreover  extend  to  the  surviving  family  of  the  deceased  our  sin- 
cere sympathy  and  condolence,  doubly  realizing  it  is  in  the  home  where  the 
loss  of  a  kind  and  loving  husband,  and  indulgent  father  is  most  keenly  felt.

Said  road  fund  shall  be  loaned  to  any  state  or  county  at  one  per  cent  for 
a  term  of  fifty  years  payable  in  ten  installments,  and  the  first  shall  commence 
five  years  after  the  loan  is  made  and  every  five  years  thereafter  until  all  is 
paid.  Said  fund  may  be  destroyed  by  the  government  if  no  call  for  it.  Said 
fund  shall  not  be  called  United  States  circulating  medium  or  money.  Said 
state  or  county  that  shall  borrow  said  fund  shall  issue  bonds  as  security  that 
said  fund  shall  be  released. 

The  resolution  was  ordered  printed  and  referred,  under  the  rules,  to 
the  Committee  on  Roads  and  Bridges,  when  appointed.

Section  3,  Wherever  the  words  "ward"  or  "wards"  of  the  city  of  Chicago 
are  iised  in  this  act  they  shall  be  construed  as  meaning  the  ward  or  wards  as- 
existiDg  in  said  city  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  act;  and  wherever  the 
notds  tonn  or  towns  in  Cook  county  are  referred  to  or  used  in  this  act  they 
aliaU  be  constnied  as  meaning  the  town  or  towns  as  they  existed  in  said 
eouty  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  act. 

Seetion  4.  An  act  entitled,  "An  act  to  apportion  the  State  of  Illinois  into 
twenty-five  confifressional  districts,  and  establish  the  same,  and  provide  for 
tbe  election  of  representatives  therein,"  approved  June  9, 1893,  in  force  July 
1, 1893,  is  hereby  repealed.

3.  Messages  shall  be  sent  by  such  persons  as  a  sense  of  propriety  in  each 
house  may  determine  to  be  proper. 

4.  In   every   case   of  disagreement  between  the   two  houses,   if  either 
house   request   a  conference,  and   appoint  a  committee   for  that   purpose, 
the  other  house  shall  appoint  a  committee   to  confer  therewith   upon  the 
subject   of   their  disagreement.      Said  committee  shall  meet  at  a  convenient 
time  to  be  agreed  upon  by  their  chairman,  and  having  conferred  freely,  each 
shall  report  to  its  respective  house  the  result  of  their  conference.      In  case  of 
an  agreement,  the  report  shall  be  first   made,  with  the   papers  referred  ac- 
companying it,  to  the  disagreeing  house,  and  there  acted  upon:    and  such 
action   shall   be   immediately  reported  by   the  Clerk  to  the  other  house,  the 
papers  shall  remain  with  the  house  which  referred  them.      The  agreeinjf  re- 
port by  a  conference  committee  shall  be  made,  read  and  signed  in  duplicate 
by  all  members  of  the  committee,  or  by  a  majority  of  those  of  each  noase, 
one  of  the  duplicates  being  retained  by  the  committee  of  each  house.    Should 
either  house  disagree  to  the  report  of  the  committee,  such  house  shall  appoint 
a  second  committee  and  request  a  second  conference,  which  shall  be  acceded 
to  by  the  other  house  before  adhering.

7.  When  bills  are  enrolled,  they  shall  be  examined  by  a  joint  committee^ 
rhieh  shall  consist  of  five  members,  two  from  the  Senate  and  three  from  the 
[case,  to  be  appointed  by  the  President  of  the  Senate  and  Sneaker  of  the 
louse,  respectively.  The  clerk  of  the  Committee  on  Engrossed  and  Enrolled 
Mils  of  the  respective  houses  shall  act  as  clerk   of  the  committee   whenever 

services  are  required.  Said  committee  shall  carefully  compare  the  en- 
tolled  bills  with  the  engrossed  bills  so  passed  by  both  houses,  correct  any 
#rrors  whice  ma^  be  discovered  in  the  enrolled  bills,  and  make  their  report 
forthwith  to  their  respective  houses;  the  Secretary  or  Clerk  having  previously 
eettified  on  the  margin  of  the  roll  in  which  House  it  originated.

our  citizens  and  places  them  in  jail  for  small  offenses  and  otherwise  abuses 
and  mistreats  them:  that  in  the  last  year  one  of  our  citizens  died  in  jail 
without  trial  and  otners  are  in  jail  in  jeopardy  every  day  they  work  in  that 
country;  and, 

Whereah,  The  railway  employes  of  Illinois  and  in  all  the  states  and  terri- 
tories in  the  Union  are  interested  in  the  protection  of  those  engaged  in  the 
same  service  in  the  Republic  of  Mexico;  and. 

Whereas,  It  is  in  harmony  with  the  spirit  and  policy  of  the  government  of 
the  United  States  to  protect  its  citizens  at  all  times  and  in  all  countries; 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved  by  tJie  Senate  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  the  House  oj  Bepresentatives 
concurring  herein^  That  our  Senators  be  instructed  and  our  Representatives  in 
Congress  be  requested  to  take  such  steps  as  will  secure  to  our  citizens  in  the 
Republic  of  Mexico  the  protection  our  flag  guarantees.

It  is  his  buckler  and  his  shield 
oF  protection ;  it  is  his  weapon  of  defense  and  offense.  It  is  the  great  equal- 
izer in  our  political  system  and  form  of  government.  It  is  that  which  makes 
the  weak  equal  to  the  strong,  and  the  poor  equal  to  the  rich,  and  anj 
attempt  to  interfere  with  the  free  exercise  of  the  right  of  suffrage  in  this 
country  is  a  blow  at  the  integrity  and  stability  of  our  free  government; 
therefore,  be  it 

Eesolved^  That  if  these  outrageous  acts  of  violation  against  the  coostitn- 
tional  rights  of  the  people  in  the  south  are  upheld  and  permitted  to  oon- 
tinue  it  will  place  us  as  a  weak,  vacillating  and  disgraced  nation  among  the 
other  great  nations  of  the  world, 

Besolved,  further,  by  the  House  of  Bgoresentatives,  That  Illinois,  through  the 
House  of  Representatives  of  the  42d  General  Assembly,  do  now  call  the 
attention  of  the  Senators  and  Representatives  in  Congress  from  every 
state  in  the  North  to  the  numerous  and  increasing  glaring  violations  of  the 
constitutional  rights  of  the  colored  people  in  the  South  and  we  urge  upon  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States  that  proper  and  necessary  legislation  should  be 
enacted  and  enforced  to  protect  every  man  in  the  right  to  vote,  and  to  reduce 
Southern  representation  in  the  Congress  of  the  united  States  from  the 
Southern  States. 

Eesolvedj  further.  That  we  commend  the  patriotic  zeal  and  untiring  efforts 
made  by  Congressmen  Honorable  M.  E.  Olmstead,  of  Pennsylvania,  and  the 
ilonorable  Edward  D.  Crumbaokerj  of  Indiana,  and  the  Honorable  Joseph  G. 
Cannon,  of  Illinois,  in  the  last  session  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  to 
secure  for  the  colored  people  in  the  South  such  leji^slation  that  would  give 
them  the  right  to  vote  as  guaranteed  by  the  constitution  of  the  United  States.

The  following  Senate  Joint  Resolution,  No.  9,  was  taken   up  from 
the  Speaker's  table: 

Senate  Joint  Resolution  No.  9. 

Whereas,  In  the  Republic  of  Mexico  for  a  number  of  years  past,  in  rail- 
way construction  and  m  operation  of  railway  lines,  American  citizens  as 
w(yrkingmen  in  that  country  have  been  subject  to  very  cruel  and  inhuman 
treatment;  that  there  has  been  a  bitter  feelinfi:  existing  among  the  Mexican 
people  against  American  citizens  since  the  war  with  Mexico,  and  it  has  been 
intensified  by  oar  late  war  with  Spain;  that  the  Mexican  is  Spanish  Id 
sympathy  and  at  all  times  when  the  opportunity  affords  takes  advantage  of 
our  citizens  and  places  them  in  jail  for  small  offenses  and  otherwise  abases 
and  mistreats  them :  that  in  the  last  year  one  of  our  citizens  died  in  jail 
without  trial  and  others  are  in  jail  in  jeopardy  every  day  they  work  in  that 
country;  and, 

Whereas,  The  railway  employes  of  Illinois  and  in  all  the  states  and  tern- 
tories  in  the  Union  are  interested  in  the  protection  of  those  engaged  in  the 
same  service  in  the  Republic  of  Mexico;  and. 

Whereas,  It  is  in  harmony  with  the  spirit  and  policy  of  the  government  of 
the  United  States  to  protect  its  citizens  at  all  times  and  iu  all  countries; 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved  by  the  Senate  of  the  State  of  Illinois^  the  Hou^e  oi  BepresentaHves 
concurring  herein^  That  oar  Senators  be  instructed  and  our  Representatives  in 
Congress  be  requested  to  take  such  steps  as  will  secure  to  our  citizens  in  the 
Republic  of  Mexico  the  protection  our  nag  guarantees. 

The  question  being,  '*8hall  fhe  House  concur  in  the  foregoing 
joint  resolution?"     It  was  decided  in  the  affirmative.

JOINT  RULES  OP  THE  SENATE  AND  HOUSE  OF  REPRESENTATIVES  OP  THE  FOKTT- 

SECOND  GENERAL  ASSEMBLY. 

1 .  When  a  message  shall  be  sent  from  the  Senate  to  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives, it  shall  be  announced  at  the  door  of  the  House  by  the  Doorkeeper, 
and  shall  be  respectfully  communicated  to  the  Chair  by  the  person  by  whom 
it  may  be  sent. 
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2.      The  same  ceremony  shall  be  observed  when  messagres  shall  be  sent  from 
'tlx^   £oase  of  Bepresentatives  f.o  the  Senate. 

3,     Messacres  shall  be  sent  by  such  persons  as  a  sense  of  propriety  in  each 
.ee  may  determine  to  be  proper. 

:.     Id  every  case  of  disagrreement  between  the  two  houses,   if  either 
request  a  conference,  and  appoint  a  committee  for  that   purpose, 
other  house  shall  appoint  a  committee   to  confer  therewith  upon  the 
sii^jeot  of  their  disagreement.     Said  committee  shall  meet  at  a  convenient 
time  to  be  acpreed  upon  by  their  chairman,  and  having  conferred  freely,  each 
sbflUl  report  to  its  respective  house  the  result  of  their  conference.      In  case  of 
WLYx  agreement;  the  report  shall  be  first   made,  with  the   papers  referred  ac- 
eompanying  it,  to  the  disagreeing  house,  and  there  acted  upon;    and  such 
action  shall   be   immediately  reported  by  the  Clerk  to  the  other  house,  the 
X>epers  shall  remain  with  the  house  which  referred  them.     The  agreeiuf^:  re- 
port by  a  conference  committee  shall  be  made,  read  and  signed  in  duplicate 
Dj  all  members  of  the  committee,  or  by  a  majority  of  those  of  each  house, 
one  of  the  duplicates  being  retained  by  the  committee  of  each  house.    Should 
either  house  disagree  to  the  report  of  the  committee,  such  house  shall  appoint 
a  second  committee  and  request  a  second  conference,  which  shall  be  acceded 
to  by  the  other  house  before  adhering.    The  motion  for  a  committee  of  con- 
ference, and   the  report  of  such   committe,  shall  be  in  order  at  any  time. 
When  both  houses  shall  have  adhered  to  their  disagreement,  a  bill  or  resolu- 
tion is  lost. 

• 

5.  While  bills  are  on  theii  passage  between  the  two  houses  they  shall  be 
accompanied  by  a  message  signed  by  the  Secretary  or  Clerk  (as  the  case  may 
be)  respectively. 

6.  After  a  bill  has  passed  both  houses,  it  shall  be  enrolled  before  it  is  pre- 
sented to  the  Governor. 

7.  When  bills  are  enrolled,  they  shall  be  examined  by  a  joint  committee, 
which  shall  consist  of  five  members,  two  from  the  Senate  and  three  from  the 
Hoase,  to  be  appointed  by  the  President  of  the  Senate  and  Speaker  of  the 
House.  respectiveljT.  The  clerk  of  the  Committee  on  Engrossed  and  Enrolled 
bills  oi  the  respective  houses  shall  act  as  clerk  of  the  committee  whenever 
his  services  are  required.  Said  committee  shall  carefully  compare  the  en- 
rolled bills  with  the  engrossed  bills  so  passed  by  both  houses,  correct  any 
errors  which  may  be  discovered  in  the  enrolled  bills,  and  make  their  report 
forthwith  to  their  respective  houses;  the  Secretary  or  Clerk  having  previously 
certified  on  the  margin  of  the  roll  in  which  House  it  originated. 

8.  After  examining  the  report,  each  bill  shall  be  signed  m  the  respective 
houses,  first  bv  the  Weaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives  and  then  by  the 
President  of  the  Senate. 

9.  After  a  bill  shall  have  been  signed  by  the  President  of  the  Senate  and 
the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  it  shall  be  presented  by  said 
Joint  Committee  to  the  Governor  for  his  approval.  The  said  committee  shall 
report  the  dav  of  presentation  to  the  Governor  to  each  House,  which  time 
shall  be  carefully  entered  on  the  journals  of  each  House. 

10.  All  resolutions  and  memorials  which  are  to  be  presented  to  the  Gov- 
ernor shall  be  previously  enrolled,  examined,  signed  and  presented  by  the 
Joint  Committee,  reported,  and  entry  thereof  made,  as  provided  in  case  of 
bills. 

11.  When  a  bill  or  resolution  which  shall  have  passed  one  house  is  re- 
jected in  the  other,  information  thereof  shall  be  given  to  the  house  in  which 
the  same  shall  have  passed. 

12.  When  the  consideration  of  any  bill,  memorial  or  resolution  which  has 
originated  in  one  house  shall  be  postponed  in  the  other  to  a  day  so  distant 
that  it  shall  not  be  taken  up  again  by  the  present  session,  the  house  in  which 
such  bill,  memorial  or  resolution  shall  have  originated  shall  be  forthwith  in- 
formed of  such  postponement. 
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13.  When  a  bill,  memorial  or  resolntion  whioh  has  passed  one  house  is^ 
jected  in  the  other,  it  shall  not  again  be  introdaeed  daring  the  same  oesa 
except  in  the  house  so  rejecting,  and  after  three  days'  notice  and  leave 
that  house. 

14.  Each  house  shall  transmit  to  the  other  all  papers  on  whioh  any  bill 
resolution  shall  be  founded. 

15.  While  the  two  houses  are  acting  together  upon  elections,  or  any  of 
matter,  the  Speaker  shall  preside,  ana  all  questions  of  order  shall  be  deei( 
by  him,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  both  houses,  as  though  but  one  body  was 
session.  A  call  of  members  of  either  house  may  be  had  in  point  meeting  I 
order  of  the  house  in  which  the  call  is  desired,  and  to  constitute  a  quorum 
the  joint  assembly,  a  majority  of  all  the  members  elected  to  both  houses^! 
be  present  and  voting. 

16.  Motions  to  postpone  or  adjourn  shall  be  decided  by  a  joint  vote  of 
houses,  and  yeas  and  nays  upon  such  motions,  if  required,  shall   be  entei 
upon  the  journals  of  both  houses. 

17.  Upon  questions  arising  requiring  the  separate  decision  of  either hoosef 
the  Senate  shall  withdraw  until  the  decision  is   made:      Provided,  that   qnes-j 
tions  upon  motions  for  a  call  of  either  house  shall  not  come  within    the  pro- 
visions of  this  rule. 

18.  Each  house  shall  have  the  liberty  of  ordering  the  printing  of  biiis, 
messages  and  reports  without  the  consent  of  the  other. 

19.  Whenever  any  message,  bill,  report  or  document  shall  be  ordered  to  be 
printed  by  the  Senate  or  House,  for  the  use  of  both  houses,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate  or  Clerk  of  the  House  (as  the  case  may 
be)  immediately  to  report  the  fact  of  the  passage  of  such  order  to  the  other 
branch  of  the  General  Assembly,  together  with  the  number  so  ordered  to  be 
printed,  in  case  the  same  shall  exceed  three  hundred.

Such  consolidation  scheme  shall  provide  that  a  county  shall  be  formed 
within  which  shall  be  the  territory  comprising:  the  present  or  future  limits  of 
the  citv  of  Chicago,  and  which  shall  be  Known  as  the  county  of  Chicago,  and 
shall  also  provide  for  courts  and  county  government  for  the  remainder  of 
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<^ook  county*  as  in  the  case  of  new  counties,  and  shall  provide  a  just  method 
•of  apportioninic  the  debts  and  property  of  Cook  county  between  the  counties 
^eonstituted  or  affected. 

Not  more  than  two  counties  shall  be  formed  from  such  remaining  territory,

^Sjt.  ^Miller,  of  Hamilton,  from  the  select  committee  appointed  to 
inveeti^te  the  Southern  Illinois  Penitentiary  at  Chester,  in  accord- 
ath  House  Resolution  No.  93,  made  the  following  report  and 
its  adoption: 

Ha  tHe  Honorable f  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  B^oresentatives. 


oommittee,  appointed  under  House  Resolution  No.  93,  begs  leave  to 
siilimit  the  following  report: 


committee  visited  the  Southern  Illinois  Penitentiary  at  Chester,  lUi- 

noiA.  and  made  a  full  and  thorough  investigation  of  all  charges  and  irregu- 
larities mentioned  in  said  resolution  and  such  other  charges  as  were  reported 
to  the  committee. 

ITouT  committee  finds — 

Firbt—That  the  deficiency  provided  for  in  House  BiU  No.  160,  should  be 
^12,025  88,  and  that  this  deficiency  is  the  result  of  purchases  made  for  the  in- 
stitution in  1895-96,  and  in  January,  1897,  and  not  paid  for  and  not  incladed 
in  the  deficiency  appropriation  of  $97,000  made  by  the  40th  General  Assembly. 
See  "Exhibit  A." 

The  committee  rAcommends  the  appropriation  of  $12,025.88  to  meet  this 
deficiency. 

Second — The  committee  finds  that  all  coal  delivered  to  this  institution  is 
weighed  on  track  scales  in  the  prison  ground  and  that  payment  is  made  on 
the&e  weights.  That  coal  delivered  under  the  four  contracts  extending  from 
1897  to  1901  has  been  satisfactory  and  according  to  contract,  except  coal  de- 
livered under  the  contract  of  C.  M.  Forman  during  the  year  October,  1899, 
to  October,  1900.  The  coal  under  this  contract  should  have  been  screen 
lump  coal,  as  per  advertisement  and  contract,  a  copy  of  which  is  hereto  at- 
tached; but  much  of  this  coal,  as  shown  by  evidence,  was  mine-run  coal. 

The  committee  finds  that  daring  the  contract  above  mentioned,  the  price 
paid  for  this  coal  was  advanced  15  cents  per  ton,  owing  to  an  advance  in  the 
miners*  scale;  bat  this  advance  of  15  cents  per  ton  was,  by  order  of  the  com- 
missioners, paid  to  the  miners  and  not  to  the  contractor,  as  shown  hy  the 
records. 

Third— The  committee  finds  that  C.  C.  Kurzdorfer  was  superintendent  of 
the  stone  department,  and  that  in  December,  1900,  the  warden  suspected, 
that  his  accounts  were  not  straight  and  he,  thereupon,  ordered  an  investiga- 
tion of  Mr.  Kurzdorfer's  department.* 

Mr.  A.  C.  Millspaugh,  the  chief  clerk,  made  an  investigation  of  Mr.  Kurz- 
dorfer* s  bookj,  and  also  of  the  books  of  the  railroad  office  and  Ipund  Mr. 
Kurzdorfer  short  in  various  items  to  the  amount  of  $474.35  as  showiu  by  the 
affidavit  of  Mr.  Millspaugh  hereto  attached  and  marked  *' Exhibit  B.^' 

From  the  discovery  of  this  defalcation  the  Warden  immediately  discharged 
Mr.  Kurzdorfer,  who  is  now  under  indictment. 

Fourth— The  committee  finds  that  no  products,  raised  and  i^roduced  at  said 
institution  **have  been  sold  and  disposed  of  to  third  parties  in  consideration 
of  which  worthless  negotiable  paper  was  taken"  or  any  other  kind  of  paper 
as  charged  in  aforesaid  House  Resolution. 

The  committee  does  find  that  the  institution  has  been  feeding  hogs  on  re- 
fuse for  the  past  three  and  a  half  years,  and  has  been  selling  these  hogs  to 
W.  G.  Allison,  of  Chester,  who  is  a  regular  buyer,  and  shipper  of  live  stock, 
and  who  was  regarded  by  the  banks  and  the  citizens  of  Chester  as  being 
financially  responsible.  During  the  aforesaid  period  the  institution  sold  to 
Mr.  Allison  three  or  four  lots  of  hogs  each  year,  aggregating  for  the  period 
t8,ltf2.00. 

The  last  sale  of  hogs  made  to  Mr.  Allison  in  April,  1900,  amounting  to 
$846.75,  of  which  there  remains  unpaid,  $741.07  and  for  which  amount  the 
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institution  obtained  judgment  last  Febrnary,  all  of  which  is  shown  hj 
affidavit  of  D.  H.  Holman.  assistant  clerk  and  book-keeper,  hereto  al 
and  marked  ''Exhibit  C/' 

Fifth — The  committee  finds  no  irre^ifnlarities  in  the  purchase  of  supplies 
this  institution  with  thf^  one  exception,  that  a  business  firm,  with  which 
of  the  commissioners  was  connected,  bought  and  furnished  the   instil 
with  some  supplies  at  a  lonrer  price  than  the  same  quality  and  quantity  coi 
elsewhere  have  been  obtained.    All  other  supplies,  accordingr  to  eviden 
weie  boufcht  at  the  lowest  market  price  then  obtaining,  and  when  supplies 
significant  quantities  were  requirea  they  were  purchased  on  competitive  bii 

Sixth — The  committee  has  examined  and  investigated  books,  records^  oon-l 
tracts  and  dealings  of  or  pertaining  to  said  institution,  and  find  that  all  ao- 
counts  are  accurately  and  correctly  kept;  that  the  expenditure  of  money  ba$ 
been  regular  and  economical,  and  that  the  sales  of  products  of  said  instittti 
tion  have  also  been  regular  and  at  the  best  price  obtainable. 

Seventh— The  committee,  after  due  investigation,  regards  the  amoairt 
asked  for  in  House  Bill  No.  262  as  being  necessary  to  the  proper  adminietn- 
tion  of  the  institution  for  the  ensuing  biennial  period,  and  recommends  the 
passage  of  the  bill. 

Eight — The  committee  examined  all  witnesses  under  oath,  and  separate  an^ 
apart  from  each  other,  and  from  all  other  parties,  except  members  of  ttw 
committee. 

The  committee  also  called  for  and  subpoenaed  other  witnesses  than  those  ex- 
amined, as  shown  in  the  detailed  evidence,  but  such  witnesses  refused  to  ap- 
pear and  testify. 

All  of  which  your  committee  respectfully  submits,  together  with  a  detailed 
account  of  the  investigation.

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A.  C.  Millspanf^h  being  dnl^  sworn  on  oath  says:     That  he  is  the  eU 
the  Southern  Illinois  Penitentiary  and  has  so  been  and  continaed  from 
rnary  10, 1897,  np  to  the  present  time.    That,  shortly  after  takingr  charge 
the  office,  estimates  of  the  ontstandinir  indebtedness  were  made  for  the 
pose  of  ascertaining  the  amount  for  which  an  appropriation  should  be 
to  cover  the  deficiency.    This  was  made  from  the  b<K>ks  of  the  institntion 
we  found  them. 

That  we  found  a  deficiency  in  round  numbers  of  $97,000.00  for  which  a 
ficiency  measure  was  introduced  and  passed. 

That,  upon  further  investiffation  of  the  books,  it  was  found  that  in  additi 
to  the  $97,000.00  for  which  the  deficiency  was  asked,  there  was  a  furthi 
deficiency  of  $12,043.88. 

This  result  was  obtained  by  a  system  of  checking  the  books  of  the  instiU* 
tion  with  those  of  the  various  persons  and  firms  with  whom  the  former  tA- 
ministration  had  been  dealing.  This  necessarily  took  considerable  time  sod' 
pains,  and  was  not  accomplished  until  too  late  to  get  relief  by  the  40th  Gezi- 
eral  Absembly. 

This  additional  deficiency  added  to  the  original  made  an  aggresrateof  aboat 
$109,000,  in  round  numbers. 

Upon  the  receipt  of  the  $97,000  originally  api^ropriated,  we  distributed  th« 
same  pro  rata  amongthe  various  creditors,  which  left  stiU  due  and  unpaid 
the  sum  of  $12,043.88;  since  which  time  there  has  been  paid  on  the  billof 
Schwab  Clothing  Co.  the  sum  of  eighteen  ($18)  dollars,  thus  leavinir  the  bal- 
ance due  them  of  $262.25,  and  reducing  the  total  from  $12,043.88  to  $12,025  88. 
Original  invoices  are  now  on  file  in  this  office  and  have  been  submitted  to  the 
Committee,  showing  the  date,  to  whom  payable,  and  the  amount  due,  all  of 
which  is  hereto  attached,  marked  ''Exhibit  A,''  and  made  a  part  of  tins 
statement. 

In  numerous  cases  it  was  found  that  invoices  for  ^ods  purchased  and  de- 
livered to  the  different  departments  of  the  institution  had  never  found  their 
way  to  the  books  thereof,  and  which  goods  were  traced  direct  to  the  differeot 
departments  by  freight  receipts  and  other  evidences  of  an  uncontrovertable 
nature.  It  is  further  stated  that  a  special  deficiency  measure  covering  the 
above  amount  was  introduced  in  the  4l8t  and  42d  Qeneral  As«emblie8,  re- 
spectively, as  shown  by  the  biennial  reports  of  this  institution  for  the  yean 
1898  and  1900.

That  he  has  been  the  bookkeeper  for  the  Southern  Illinois  Penitentiary 
ainee  March,  1897,  continuously. 

That  W.  6.  Allison,  of  Chester,  owes  the  Southern  Illinois  Penitentiary  for 
1^0K3,  9741.47,  and  that  the  prison  obtained  judgment  against  him  for  same 
February  last,  as  shown  by  the  records. 

That  the  above  amount  is  a  balance  due  on  a  car  load  of  hogs  sold  Allison 
in  April,  1900,  amounting  to  $846.75. 

,That  be  has  known  W.  G-.  Allison  as  a  stock  dealer  for  the  past  seven  or 
eifirht  years,  that  Allison  was  considered  good,  and  as  far  as  he  knew,  prior 
to  April.  1900,  met  all  his  obligations. 

That  he  is  a  director  of  the  First  State  Bank  of  Chester;  that  Allison  was 
considered  good  by  the  board  of  directors  and  frequently  made  him  loans 
prior  to  April,  1900. 

That  the  prison  sold  to  Allison  three  or  four  lots  of  hogs  each  year  for  the 
years  1897, 1898  and  1899,  aggregating  $8,192,  as  shown  by  the  records,  all  b.f 
whieh  he  paid. 

That  the  prison  has  made  some  money  in  dealing  in  hogs — buying  stocfe 
hogs,  fattening  them  on  slop,  com,  etc.,  and  selling  them — the  profits  being 
tor  the  two  years  ending  October  1,  1900,  $4,886.98,  as  shown  in  the  balaiice, 
sheet  of  the  last  biennial  report  of  the  prison,  pages  14  and  15,  under  head  of 
*'Farm  Live  Stock." 

That  the  prison  has  never  held  Allison's  note  at  any  time  for  any  amount. 
That  the  prison  does  not  hold  any  one's  note.

Mr.  Riess,  of  the  same  special  committee,  submitted  the  following 
nuQority  report  and  moved  its  adoption  as  a  substitute  for  the  ma- 
jority report: 

lo  the  Honorable f  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Bepresentatives : 

The  undersigned  minoribr  members  of  your  committee,  appointed  under 
House  Resolution  No.  93,  for  the  purpose  as  provided  therem  of  making^  a 
foil  and  fair  investigation  of  all  charges  of  defalcation,  irregularity  and  mis- 
Bttosgement  in  the  affairs  of  the  Southern  Illinois  Penitentiary  at  Chester, 
respectfully  beg  leave  to  make  the  following  report: 

On  the  28th  day  of  March,  A.  D.  1901,  your  committee  proceeded  to 
tester  and  met  in  one  of  the  rooms  of  the  penitentiary  for  the  ostensible 
purpose  of  making  an  investigation. 
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At  the  first  meeting  of  said  committee,  the  andersigned  members 
requested  that  a  list  of  witnesses  be  subpoenaed  by  the  chairman  of 
committee  as  provided  in  section  6  of  chapter  63  of  the  statutes  of  IlliiMMi&, 
Che  purpose  of  introducing  proof  of  several  specific  charges  of  irreg^uh 
then  and  there  enumerated  oy  such  members.    That  the  chairman    of 
committee  refused  to  subpoena  all  or  any  of  such  witnesses;  that   sneh 
nesses  were  not  subpoenaed  and  examined  and  their  testimony  was  lost 
this  House. 

Y'our  committee  would  further  report,  that  the  nndersiimed  requested  tbe' 
right  of  having  a  stenographer  present  to  take  record  of  the  testimony  intio* 
duced.  and  that  they  were  told  that  no  stenographer  would  be  allowed  in  tte 
room  during  the  examination. 

They  would  further  report  that  they  offered  to  pay  expenses  of  a  steno* 
rapher  out  of  their  own  pockets,  and  had  made  arrangements  with  one 
Tarry  Faherty  a  8tenograi>her  at  ('hester  to  take  down  testimonv  accord- 
ingly; that  after  urginje:  their  requests  for  about  two  hours,  and  Deln^:  re- 
peatedly refused  the  right  to  subpoena  witnesses  or  to  keep  a  record  of  their 
testimony,  they  formally  embodied  their  requests  in  a  written  motion  which 
was  denied  as  is  instanced  by  the  following  copy  of  the  committee  clerk 
record  taken  at  time  of  meeting,  to- wit: 

'^Moved  that  the  chairman  of  this  committee  shall  at  once,  and  before  the 
beginning  of  this  investigation,  cause  to  be  subpoenaed  to  appear  and  testify, 
bejore  this  committee  allsuch  witnesses  as  any  member  of  the  said  oommit- 
tee,  shall  designate  by  name  to  said  chairman,  and  shall  cause  the  testimony 
of  said  witnesses  so  subpoenaed  and  who  appear  to  be  taken  down  in  short- 
hand by  a  competent  disinterested  stenographer  provided  for  the  purpose* 
and  all  of  said  testimony  shall  be  preserved  for  the  proper  use  of  this  com- 
mittee and  of  the  42d  General  Assembly.  Ayes,  Brown  and  Riess;  noes. 
Christian,  Johnson  and  Miller.*' 

By  virtue  of  the  refusal  to  subpoena  witnesses  repeatedly  asked  for  by  saeh 
members,  and  the  further  refusal  to  allow  a  stenographer  to  be  present, 
either  at  the  expense  of  the  Committee  or  at  the  private  expense  of  members 
for  the  purpose  of  taking  and  preserving  such  testimony  as  thev  desired  to 
introduce,  the  aforesaid  minority  members  properly  withdrew  from  further 
participation  in  the  deliberations  of  the  committee. 

The  minority  members  of  the  Committee,  whose  names  are  appended  hereto 
desired  to  procure  attendance  of  a  list  of  witnesses,  whereby  they  would  have 
introduced  testimony  tending  to  show  the  following  instanoes  of  gross  irreg- 
ularity and  mis-management  in  the  affairs  of  said  institution. 

First.  That  the  defalcations  of  Kurzdorfer,  lately  indicted  in  the  eironit 
court  of  Randolph  county,  to  the  extent  of  $475.36  as  mentioned  in  majority 
report  is  only  a  partial  and  incomplete  report  thereof;  that  a  shortage  of 
$160.00  due  a  stone  firm  in  Monroe  county,  Indiana,  and  other  shortages  for 
stone  shipped  to  and  from  said  prison,  are  not  included  in  said  report. 

That  Eurzdorfer's  shortages  were  brought  to  the  knowledge  of  the  officers 
of  the  institution,  months  before  an  outraged  public  sentiment  brought  abont 
his  discharge,  but  he  was  retained  in  office,  and  a  part  of  his  salary  regnlarly 
paid  to  liquidate  an  indebtedness  incurred  by  him  in  favor  of  one  of  the 
Commissioners  of  the  institution,  and  his  salary  was  raised  $25.00  per  month, 
by  which  transaction  the  people's  money  was  indirectly  used  to  disohaiKB 
such  personal  indebtedness. 

That  Kurzdorfer  was  generally  known  to  have  been  insolvent  at  the  time 
of  his  employment,  as  many  judgments  were  pending  against  him  unsatisfied 
in  courts  of  record  in  Alexander  county,  dating  back  as  far  as  1890. 

Second— That  the  shortage  of  $741.08  for  hogs  sold  by  prison  officers  as 
mentioned  in  report,  was  made  without  security  of  any  kind  to  a  party  who 
was  known  to  be  execution  proof,  and  whose  homestead  property  at  the  time 
of  such  sales  was  under  a  $1,100.00  mortgage  as  appears  from  page  229,  vol, 
20  of  mortgages  of  Randolph  county. 
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That  01&  Febniary  II,  1901,  a  warranty  deed  was  reeorded  in  volume  51  of 
^eeds,  p&c^  553,  conveying  away  all  interest  in  said  homestead,  and  fonr 
^ajrs  thereafter,  the  attorney  for  the  prison,  who  is  related  by  marriage  to 
aaid  defendant,  qnietly  in  vacation,  took  a  confessed  judgment  against  said 
debtor,  laod  an  ezeontion  was  issned  thereon  and  deliver^  to  the  sheriff  of 
RiiiidolT>h  county  with  instructions  not  to  serve.  All  of  such  documents  ap- 
Pjpmr  on  piiblic  records  of  said  county  and  the  State's  property  of  the  value  of 
^41 .08  'w«8  thus  recklessly  sold  without  security  and  the  amount  lost  to  the 


Third — In  the  matter  of  coal  contracts  the  prison  records  of  contracts  and 
bonds,  And  the  testimony  of  witnesses  would  tend  to  show  that  advertisement 
for  bids  was  made  in  the  Chester  Tribune,  calling  Tor  a  contract  and  bond  to 
furnish  **screen  lump"  coal  to  the  prison  for  one  year.    Such  contract  was 
jLiw&rded  to  one  C.  M.  Forman  at  the  rate  of  $1.05  per  ton.    That  thereafter 
^when  said  contract  was  executed,  the  warden  of  the  prison  with  commission- 
ers accepted  the  contract,  so  altered  the  same  that  Forman   might   be  re- 
leased  from  the  contract   by  giving  thirty  days'   notice;  that  Forman  did 
thereafter  refuse  to  furnish  coal  as  called  for  by  original  contract  and  bond. 
and  that  without  further  advertisement  or  bids  the  price  of  coal  was  advanced 
to  9^.20  per  ton  and  the  State  lost  the  difference  in  price  for  a  period  of 
about  six  months;  that  most  of  the  coal  furnished  was  **mine  run"  and  not 
'^screen  lump,"  which  former  is  inferior  in  market  value  from  ten  to  fifteen 
cents  per  ton,  and  one  of  the  commissioners  stated  to  a  member  of  this  com- 
mittee that  the  people  were  out  about  $2,200.00  on  the  contract. 

Fourth — ^That  advertisement  was  made  for  bids  for  cordwood  and  that  the 

contract  was  let  to  one  Lynn,  a  politician,   who  was  not  the  lowest  bidder; 

4knd  that  the  warden  of  the  prison  requested  the  general  manager  of  the 

W .  C.  &  W.  B.  R.  not  to  allow  bids  to  come  in  along  his  line  in  competition 

iritb  said  political  friend. 

Kfth — ^That  the  minority  members  of  the  committee  desired  to  introduce 
evidence  which,  together  with  books  of  the  Illinois  Southern  Railroad,  would 
have  shown  that  two  ficticious  firms,  known  as  ''J.  A.  Moyer  &  Co."  and 
** Booker  &  Co."  were  rejgularly  making  sales  and  shipments  of  goods  to  the 
commissioners  of  said  prison,  whil*'  in  reality  no  such  firms  existed;  but  one 
James  A.  Moyer,  a  salaried  clerk  in  the  store  of  Commissioner  Scott  at  Fair- 
field, Ul.,  was  making  such  shipments.  All  such  sales  were  In  direct  viola- 
tion of  section  28  of  ciiapter  108  of  the  statutes  of  Illinois. 

Sixth — If  allowed  to  introduce  the  evidence  of  witnesses  they  would  have 
shown  that  hundreds  of  bushels  of  potatoes,  not  mentioned  in  the  majority 
report,  were  purchased  from  political  friends  at  ten  and  fifteen  cents  per 
bu»hel  cost  to  the  State  above  local  market  prices,  as  shown  on  books  of 
Short  &  Meredith,  produce  dealers  who  furnish  reports  to  the  local  press. 

That  only  three  weeks  ago  about  300  bushels  of  potatoes  were  purchased 
from  one  J.  J.  Douglas  at  Chester  at  35  cents  per  bushel,  when  the  local  mar- 
ket price  was  but  25  cents.  That  last  winter  several  hundred  bushels  of  bot- 
tom potatoes,  which  quote  at  5  cents  less  in  market  than  hill  potatoes,  were 
purchased  from  one  Pressley  at  45  cents,  when  local  market  prices  of  hill  po- 
tatoes was  but  30  cents,  and  that  other  similar  instances  could  have  been 
shown. 

Seventh — That  a  car  load  of  cider  belonging  to  the  Warden  and  large  ship- 
ments of  lumber  from  the  saw  mill  of  the  Warden  in  Clay  Co.  were  sold  to 
the  State  and  shipped  to  the  prison,  such  sales  of  lumber  being  made  through 
one  Moore,  of  Louisville,  111.,  as  agent  for  said  warden.  That  the  engine 
mentioned  in  the  majority  report  was  also  sold  to  the  State  for  $400,  together 
with  an  eni^ne  belonging  to  the  son-in-law  of  said  warden;  all  of  which  sales 
were  made  in  violation  of  sec.  28  of  chap.  108  of  the  statutes  of  Illinois,  which 
provides  that  "no  contract  shall  be  given  or  purchase  made  in  which  either 
the  commissioners  or  any  of  the  officers  of  the  penitentiary  are  interested  and 
all  contracts  or  purchases  made  in  violation  of  this  provision  are  void." 

Eighth — That  they  are  reliably  informed  and  believe  that  if  they  had  been 
permitted  to  have  subpoenaed  officers  in  charge  of  the  freight  department  of 
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the  I.  C.  B.  R.  the^  could  have  proven  that  certain  wholesale  houses  in  CM- 
caffo  had  been  makine  rebates  of  25  percent  on  g^dssold  to  the  State yW^hieh 
rebates  were  paid  to  the  purchasing  commissioner  of  the  penitentiary. 

Ninth— That  the  duties  of  the  office  of  chief  engineer  of  the  prison  were 
so  re -arranged  as  to  make  room  for  a  new  officer  called  master  meefamnie. 
and  the  son-in-law  of  one  of  the  officers  was  installed  therein  at  a  s&lai7  of 
$125.00  per  month. 

Tenth— That  a  full  and  fair  investigation  would  have  unearthed  other  ir- 
regularities, including  an  offer  to  enter  into  and  make  an  illegal  contract 
with  the  W.  0.  &  W.  K.  R.  whereby  rates  were  to  be  fixed  and  nreigrlit,  coal 
and  lumber  carried  for  four  years. 

Eleventh — That  one  Colonel  Randolph  Smith,  of  Flora,  Illinois,  was  in^^n 
a  coal  contract  and  that  the  said  Smitn  was  able  to  sublet  said  contraet  to  a 
firm  living  near  Chester,  Illinois,  to-wit:  Brown  &  BarwelL  of  Cotter* 
Illinois,  at  a  clear  profit  to  said  Wilson  of  ten  cents  per  ton  on  all  coal  far- 
nished  the  State  under  said  contract. 

Lastly— That  the  minority  members  of  this  committee  can  not  concur  in  the 
majority  report  because  they  say  that  many  irregularities  at  said  insti cation 
not  mentioned  in  such  report  could  easily  have  been  detected  upon  a  fall  and 
fair  investigation. 

Your  committee  would  report  that  sworn  btatements  of  account;  should 
have  been  required  in  proof  of  items  included  in  deficiency  House  Bill  160, 
and  that  the  same  should  be  so  amended  as  to  cover  all  known  shortages  ex- 
tending from  June,  1896,  to  Januarv,  1901,  and  the  amount  thereof  increased 
accordingly;  that  House  Bill  No.  262  providing  for  ^'ordinary  expenses*'  of 
said  institution  should  be  reduced  so  as  not  to  cover  such  known  defalcations 
and  shortages. 

Your  committee  would  recommend  that  a  law  should  be  passed  which 
would  require  all  sales  of  products  or  goods  produced  at  such  institution  to 
be  for  cash;  and  would  further  recommend  tnat  all  employes  of  said  institn* 
tion  holding  positions  of  trust  wherein  they  handle  property  or  money  of  the 
State  shall  be  required  to  give  sufficient  bond.

JOINT  RULES  OP  THE  SENATE  AND  HOUSE  OF  REPRESENTATIVES  OP  THE  PORTY- 

SEOOND  GENERAL  ASSEMBLY. 

1.  When  a  messafi:e  shall  be  sent  from  the  Senate  to  the  House  of  Uepre- 
sentatives,  it  shall  be  announced  at  the  door  of  the  House  by  the  Doorkeeper, 
and  shall  be  respectfully  communicated  to  the  Chair  by  the  person  by  whom 
it  may  be  sent. 

2.  The  same  ceremony  shall  be  observed  when  messages  shall  be  sent  from 
the  House  of  Representatives  to  the  Senate. 

3.  Messaffes  shall  be  sent  by  such  persons  as  a  sense  of  propriety  in  each 
house  may  determine  to  be  proper. 

4.  In  every  case  of  disagreement  between  the  two  houses,  if  either 
house  request  a  conference,  and  appoint  a  committee  for  that  purpose,, 
the  other  house  shall  appoint  a  committee  to  confer  therewith  upon  the 
sobject  of  their  disagreement.  Said  committees  shall  meet  at  a  convenient 
time  to  be  agreed  upon  by  their  chairmen,  and  having  conferred  freely,  each 
shall  report  to  its  respective  house  the  result  of  their  conference.  In  case  of 
an  aepreement,  the  report  shall  be  first  made,  with  the  papers  referred  ac- 
companying it,  to  the  disagreeing  house,  and  there  acted  upon;  and  such 
action  shall  be  immediately  reported  by  the  Clerk  to  the  other  house,  the 
papers  referred  accompanving  the  message.  In  case  of  disagreement  the 
papers  shall  remain  with  the  house  which  referred  them.  The  agreeing  re- 
port by  a  conference  committee  shall  be  made,  read  and  signed  in  duplicate* 
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■by  all  members  of  the  committee,  or  by  a  majority  of  those  of  each  house, 
one  of  the  duplicates  beins:  retained  by  the  committee  of  each  house.  Should 
either  house  disagree  to  the  report  of  the  committee,  such  house  shall  appoint 
a  second  committee  and  request  a  second  conference,  which  shall  be  acceded 
to  by  the  other  house  before  adhering.  The  motion  for  a  committee  of  con- 
ference, and  the  report  of  such  committe,  shall  be  in  order  at  any  time. 
When  both  houses  shall  have  adhered  to  their  disagreement,  a  bill  or  resolu- 
tion is  lost. 

6.  While  bills  are  on  theii  passage  between  the  two  houses  they  shall  be 
accompanied  by  a  message  signed  by  the  Secretary  or  Clerk  (as  the  case  may 
be)  respectively. 

6.  After  a  bill  has  passed  both  houses,  it  shall  be  enrolled  before  it  is  pre- 
sented to  the  Governor. 

7.  When  bills  are  enrolled,  they  shall  be  examined  by  a  joint  committee, 
which  shall  consist  of  five  members,  two  from  the  Senate  and  three  from  the 
House,  to  be  appointed  by  the  President  of  the  Senate  and  Speaker  of  the 
House,  respectively.  The  clerk  of  the  Committee  on  Engrossed  and  Enrolled 
bills  of  the  respective  houses  shall  act  as  clerk  of  the  committee  whenever 
his  services  are  required.  Said  committee  shall  carefully  compare  the  en- 
rolled bills  with  the  en^ossed  bills  so  passed  by  both  houses,-  correct  any 
errors  which  may  be  discovered  in  the  enrolled  bills,  and  make  their  report 
forthwith  to  their  respective  houses;  the  Secretary  or  Clerk  having  previously 
certified  on  the  margin  of  the  roll  in  which  House  it  origfinated. 

8.  After  examining  the  report,  each  bill  shall  be  signed  in  the  respective 
house^a,  first  by  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives  and  then  by  the 
President  of  the  Senate. 

9.  After  a  bill  shall  have  been  signed  by  the  President  of  the  Senate  and 
the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  it  shall  be  presented  by  said 
'Joint  Committee  to  the  Governor  for  his  approval.  The  said  committee  shall 
report  the  day  of  presentation  to  the  Governor  to  each  House,  which  time 
shall  be  carefully  entered  on  the  journals  of  each  House. 

10.  All  resolutions  and  memorials  which  are  to  be  presented  to  the  Gov- 
ernor shall  be  previously  enrolled,  examined,  signed  and  presented  by  the 
Joint  Committee,  reported,  and  entry  thereof  made,  as  provided  in  case  of 
bills. 

11.  When  a  bill  or  resolution  which  shall  have  passed  one  house  is  re- 
jected in  the  other,  information  thereof  shall  be  given  to  the  house  in  which 
the  same  shall  have  passed. 

12.  When  the  consideration  of  any  bill,  memorial  or  resolution  which  has 
originated  in  oae  house  shall  be  postponed  in  the  other  to  a  day  so  distant 
*that  it  shall  not  be  taken  up  again  by  the  present  session,  the  house  in  which 
such  bill,  memorial  or  resolution  shall  have  originated  shall  be  forthwith  in- 
formed of  such  postponement. 

18.  When  a  bill,  memorial  or  resolution  which  has  passed  one  house  is  re- 
jected in  the  other,  it  shall  not  again  be  introduced  during  the  same  session, 
except  in  the  house  so  rejecting,  and  after  three  days'  notice  and  leave  ot 
that  nouse. 

14.  Each  house  shall  transmit  to  the  other  all  papers  on  which  any  bill  or 
resolution  shall  be  founded. 

15.  While  the  two  houses  are  acting  together  upon  elections,  or  any  other 
matter,  the  Speaker  shall  preside,  and  all  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided 
by  him,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  both  houses,  as  though  but  one  body  was  in 
session.  A  call  of  members  of  either  house  may  be  had  in  joint  meeting  by 
order  of  the  house  in  which  the  call  is  desired,  and  to  constitute  a  quorum  of 
the  joint  assembly,  a  majority  of  all  the  members  elected  to  both  houses  shall 
be  present  and  voting. 

16.  Motions  to  postpone  or  adjourn  shall  be  decided  by  a  joint  vote  of  both 
houses,  and  yeas  and  navs  upon  such  motions,  if  required,  shall  be  entered 
lupon  the  journals  of  both  houses. 
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17.  Upon  questions  arising  requiring  the  separate  decision  of  either  house, 
the  Senate  shall  withdraw  until  tne  decision  is  made:  Provided ^  that  ques- 
tions upon  motions  for  a  call  of  either  house  shall  not  come  within  the  pro- 
visions of  this  rule. 

18.  Each  house  shall  have  the  liberty  of  ordering  the  printing  of  bills, 
messages  and  reports  without  the  consent  of  the  other. 

19.  Whenever  any  message,  bill,  report  or  document  shall  be  ordered  to  be 
printed  by  the  Senate  or  House,  for  the  use  of  both  houses,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate  or  Clerk  of  the  House  (as  the  case  may 
be)  immediately  to  report  the  fact  of  the  passage  of  such  order  to  the  other 
branch  of  the  General  Assembly,  tocrether  with  the  number  so  ordered  to  be 
printed,  in  case  the' same  shall  exceed  three  hundred.

'An  act  to  revise  the  law  in  relation  to  the  adoption  of  children,'^  ap- 
proved February  27,  1874,  by  adding  thereto  a  section  providing  that 
clerks  of  courts  keep  indexes  of  names  of  adopted  children  and 
parents.''

House  Bill  No.  806,  a  bill  for  "An  act  to  empower  county  and  pro- 
bate courts  to  make  exceptions  and  other  proceedings  a  part  of  the 
record," 

The  bill  was  taken  up,  read  by  title,  ordered  printed  and  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Judicial  Department  and  Practice. 

House  Bill  No.  806,  a  bill  for  "An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled, 
^An  act  to  revise  the  law  in  relation  to  clerks  of  courts,'  approved 
March  25, 1874,  by  incorporating  therein  a  new  section  requiring  the 
clerks  of  courts  of  record  to  keep  books  of  registry," 

The  bill  was  taken  up,  read  by  title,  ordered  printed  and  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Judicial  Department  and  Practice. 

House  Bill  No.  807,  a  bill  for  "An  act  to  empower  clerks  of  courts 
of  record  to  receive  the  amounts  of  judgments  for  costs  only,  and  to 
satisfy  such  judgments," 

The  bill  was  taken  up,  read  by  title,  ordered  printed  and  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Judicial  Department  and  Practice. 

The  Chair  called  up  Senate  Bill  No.  137,  a  bill  for  "An  act  in  re- 
lation to  the  disconnection  of  territory  from  cities  and  villages,  and 
to  repeal  an  act  therein  named," 

Which  was  taken  up  in  the  order  of  second  reading  for  the  consid- 
eration of  the  point  of  order  raised  by  Mr.  Crafts  on  yesterday. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Allen,  the  Chair  stated  that: 

Od  the  qaestion  of  reeonsideriiifv  the  vote  by  which  certain  amendments  to 
Senate  Bill  No.  137  were  adopted  m  this  Hoase,  after  an  examination  of  this 
qaestion,  the  Chair  has  arrived  at  the  following  conclusion:  The  right  to 
reconsider  is  a  right  which  is  inherent,  and  belongs  to  every  deliberative  as- 
sembly in  the  United  States.    The  English  rule  is  different. 

There  is  no  matter  of  right  in  the  motion  to  reconsider  under  the  rule  pre- 
V  iling  in  English  parliamentary  practice,  so  the  established  authorities  on 
the  question  say.  The  rule,  however,  in  the  United  States  is  entirely  dif- 
ferent. Here,  by  custom  and  by  long  lapse  of  time,  the  motion  to  reconsider 
is  a  well  established  parliamentary  right.    It  has  passed  into  the  common  law 
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of  parliamentary  procedure  and  has  become  a  fixed  right  or  rule  whiefa 
heres  in  and  belongs  to  all  deliberative  bodies.    The  General  Asseml 
being  a  deliberative  body,  has  that  rule  attached  to  the  great  mass  of 
liamentary  customs  and  precedents  by  which,  in  the  absence  of  express 
this  house  governs  itself. 

This  rule  to  reconsider  as  a  matter  of  common  law  parliamentaiy  rigrht 
an  old  one  in  this  country.    The  first  established  precedent  I  find  udou 
question  is  one  in  1779,  where  it  was  used  and  made  a  part  of  the  pariiam 
tery  customs  that  belonged  to  the  body  in  question. 

That  body  had  been  using  the  same  rule  for  some  time  previous   in 
transaction  ot  its  business;  and  the  first  record  that  is  made  is  preserved 
the  rules  of  the  House  of  Representatives  at  Washington.    This  body, 
which  it  was  first  made  a  matter  of  record  in  what  is  now  the  United  St 
was  the  old  Continental  Congress,   and  that  is  at  least  ancient  en^ogli 
become  a  matter  of  established  right  under  the  statute  of  parliament 
limitations  in  this  country. 

So  we  start  there  at  least,  with  established  definite  records  upon  the 
relating  to  the  motion  to  reconsider.    That  motion  has  been  constantly 
nized  since  that  time,  not  only  in  Congress  as  established  succeedini 
Continental  Congress,  but  in  almost  every  parliamentary  body,  as  establ 
by  an  unbroken  current  of  precedents  from  that  time  to  the  present  day. 

So  that  under  the  established  rule  of  parliamentary  prooeedure  in 
United  States,  the  right  to  reconsider  is  a  well  established  right,  and  inhere»1 
in  and  belongs  to  the  great  mass  of  parliamentary  rules  that  govern  deliber-j 
ative  assemblies  in  the  absence  of  express  rules. 

Upon  recurring  to  the  House  rules,  it  is  found  that  certain  regulations  of! j 
the  right  to  reconsider  had  been  made. 

It  is,  further,  one  of  the  general  parliamentary  rules  so  far  as  the  Chair 
has  been  able  to  discover  from  authorities  on  that  question,  that  it  is  a  rii^ht 
to  reconsider  at  any  time  during  the  life  time  of  the  assembly  or  deliberatite 
body  in  which  the  motion  or  question  is  or  has  been  pending. 

There  is  no  time  limit  on  the  right  to  reconsider  in  any  of  the  rules  of  the 
common  law  of  parliamentary  procedure  in  this  countiy. 

Because  of  the  general  disabiltty  that  would  attend  upon  a  general  role 
with  no  limit,  ana  upon  the  uncertainty  of  having  the  action  reversed  upon 
subsequent  days,  as  a  matter  of  certainty,  convenience  and  necessary  to  the 
transaction  of  ousiness,  something  more  than  eighty  years  ago  a  well  estab- 
lished precedent  has  deen  preserved  of  putting  a  time  limit  upon  motion  U> 
reconsider. 

In  the  absence  of  that  time  limit,  the  motion  to  reconsider  can  be  made  at 
any  time  before  the  final  hour  of  adjournment,  wfadch  marks  the  end  of  the 
life  time  of  that  deliberative  assembly. 

If  no  rule  had  been  established  by  this  House,  then  the  motion  to  recon- 
sider could  be  made  upon  any  motion,  question  or  bill  properly  before  this 
House  at  any  time  from  the  time  it  convened  until  the  hour  of  final  adjoura- 
ment. 

In  order,  however,  to  avoid  the  infirmities  resulting  upon  the  wide  scope 
of  such  a  rule,  a  limit  has  been  introduced  by  an  express  rule  of  this  House 
requiring  the  motion  to  reconsider  to  be  made  upon  the  day  upon  which  the 
motion  or  action  has  been  taken,  or  on  the  day  following,  that  is,  the  actual 
session  of  the  House,  or  the  next  legislative  or  parliamentary  day.  That  is 
an  express  rule  of  this  House  and  governs  in  all  motions  to  reconsider. 

Were  it  not  for  this  time  limit  rule  that  has  been  placed  by  the  express  ac- 
tion of  this  House  upon  the  right  to  reconsider  that  motion  might  be  made  at 
any  time  and  under  any  circumstances,  when  any  other  motion  could  be  made 
— that  is,  following  out  the  ordinary  classification  of  motions  in  the  order  of 
precedence. 

There  is  one  way  and  only  one  way,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Chair,  in  which 
these  amendments  pertaining  to  Senate  Bill  No.  137  oan  be  acted  npoD  by 
this  House. 
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Applying  the  principles  already  stated  it  would  result  in  the  followinfi:  action 
or  the  necessity  for  such  action:  these  amendments  have  been  adopted  by  the 
action  of  the  House  and  after  certain  discussion  have  been  committed  to 
another  committee. 

That  committee  has  reported  back  recommending  the  passage  of  the  bill  in 
this  House  as  it  came  originally  from  the  Senate. 

By  inference  that  might  be  and  probably  is  in  its  effect  a  recommendation 
that  all  of  the  amendments  heretofore  adopted  bv  this  House  shall  be  stricken 
from  the  bill;  or  probably  more  properly  it  could  be  said  that  it  recommends- 
that  these  amendments  be  reconsidered  and  ordered  to  lie  upon  the  table. 

This  is  a  mere  recommendation  of  the  committee  as  the  Chair  ruled  yester- 
day and  upon  examination  of  that  question  the  Chair  is  clearly  satisfied  that 
upon  that  part  of  the  controversy  the  Chair  ruled  correctly  and  is  sustained 
by  the  authorities  up  to  that  point.  Now,  the  bill  coming  back  in  that  con- 
dition, leaves  it  before  this  House  with  the  following  action,  which,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Chair,  is  open,  following  whatever  the  pleasure  of  the  House 
may  be  upon  that  subject. 

These  amendments  are  still  a  part  of  this  bill.  The  motion  to  reconsider 
these  amendments  under  the  rule  would  not  be  in  order,  because  the  time 
limit  has  expired  under  which  a  motion  to  reconsider  can  be  made,  conse- 
quently under  the  rules  of  the  House  these  amendments  must  remain  in  and 
become  a  part  of  this  bill. 

There  is  only  one  way  to  remove  these  amendments.  That  is  to  suspend 
the  rule  which  places  a  time  limit  upon  the  motion  to  reconsider.  When  that 
rule  is  suspended,  if  it  should  be,  by  the  reauired  action  of  this  House,  then 
the  time  limit  is  removed  and  we  immediately  recur  to  the  parliamentary  rule 
which  governs  this  body  and  the  motion  to  reconsider,  then  having  upon  it 
no  limit,  can  be  made  at  any  time  with  this  time  limit  removed.  If  that 
should  be  done,  then  the  amendments  to  this  bill  are  before  the  House  for  its 
consideration. 

I  think,  strictly  speaking,  that  these  motions  to  suspend  the  rule  for  the 
purpose  of  taking  off  the  Rmit  on  the  motion  to  reconsider,  must  be  made 
severally  on  each  one  of  these  amendments. 

The  order  in  which  these  amendments  ought  to  be  considered,  in  the  opin- 
ion of  the  Chair,  is  in  the  reverse  order  of  their  adoption. 

The  amendment  last  adopted  by  the  action  of  this  House  shall  be  the  first 
to  be  considered  upon  any  motion  to  reconsider  or  upon  any  motion  to  sus- 
pend the  rules  and  following  back  in  the  reverse  order  Until  the  first  amend- 
ment shall  have  been  last  acted  upon," 

And  the  Chair  sustained  the, point  of  order  raised  by  Mr.  Craft» 
on  yesterday. 

Thereupon,  Mr.  Scrogin  moved  to  suspend  the  rules  relating  to* 
reconsideration  and  for  the  purpose  of  reconsidering  the  vote  by 
which  House  Amendment  No.  2  was  adopted. 

Pending  discussion,  Mr.  Crafts  raised  the  point  of  order  to  the 
effect  that,  as  Amendment  No.  1  was  practically  the  same  as  Amend- 
ment No.  2  and  that  a  motion  to  reconsider  the  vote  on  Amendment 
No.  1  had  been  carried  and  the  amendment  tabled,  it  precluded  the 
right 'to  a  consideration  on  Amendment  No.  2. 

The  Speaker  overruled  the  point  of  order,  holding  that  Amend- 
ments No.  I  and  No.  2  were  not  identical,  as  one  contained  a  provis- 
ion of  one  square  mile  and  the  other  one  and  one  quarter  square 
miles  of  area. 
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The  question  now  recurring  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Scrogin  to  sus- 
pend the  rules  of  the  House, 

Pending  discussion  on  the  motion,  Mr.  Johnston  moved  the  pre- 
vious question. 

The  question  being,  "Shall  the  main  question  be  now  put?''  it  was 
decided  in  the  affirmative. 

The  question  again  recurring  on  the  adoption  of  the  motion  of  Mr. 
Scrogin  to  suspend  the  rules,  it  was  decided  in  the  affirmative  by  a 
rising  vote;  yeas  93,  nays  20. 

And  the  rules  were  suspended  for  that  purpose. 

Thereupon  Mr.  Scrogin  moved  to  reconsider  the  vote  by  which  the 
following  amendment, 

Ameudment  No.  2, 

Amend  Senate  Bill  No.  137,  by  insertinti:  in  said  bill  after  the  word  '* vil- 
lage'' in  line  16  as  it  was  printed   in  the  house,  the  following  words,  viz: 

**  Provided  J  That  in  cases  of  villages  organized  under  the  speneral  law  and 
eities  organized  under  a  special  law,  where  the  owners  of  said  lands  sought 
to  be  disconnected  at  the  time  such  village  was  organized  did  not  sign  the  pe- 
tition for  the  organization  of  said  village,  and  where  the  area  of  said  city  or 
villagfe  will  not  be  reduced  below  one  and  one-fourth  (1^)  square  miles  by 
such  disconnection,  upon  the  presentation  of  the  petition  for  disconnection, 
it  sball  be  mandatory  upon  the  board  of  trustees  of  said  cit^  or  village,  bv 
ordinance  to  disconnect  the  territory  described  in  such  petition  from  such 
city  or  village,  as  the  case  may  be,'^ 

Was  heretofore,  on  March  21,  adopted. 

It  was  decided  in  the  affirmative  by  a  rising  vote;  yeas  80,  nays  19. 

The  vote  having  been  reconsidered,  the  question  now  is  ''Shall 
House  amendment  No.  2  be  adopted?" 

Whereupon  Mr.  Schlagenhauf  moved  to  lay  amendment  No.  2  on 
the  table,  which  was  decided  in  the  affirmative  by  a  rising  vote;  yeas 
79,  nays  15. 

And  amendment  No.  2  was  ordered  to  lie  upon  the  table. 

Mr.  Schlagenhauf  moved  to  suspend  the  rules  of  the  House  relat- 
ing to  reconsideration  and  for  the  purpose  of  reconsidering  the  vote 
by  which  House  amendment  No.  1  to  Senate  Bill  No.  137  was 
adopted. 

-     The  motion  prevailed  by  a  two-thirds  vote. 

Mr.  Schlagenhauf  moved  to  reconsider  the  vote  by  which  the  fol- 
lowing amendment, 

Amendment  No.  1, 

Amend  Senate  Bill  No.  137  by  inserting  in  said  bill,  after  the  words  ''vil- 
lage lots/^  in  line  4  of  section  1,  as  it  was  printed  in  the  House,  the  followins: 
words,  viz:  **Nor  any  part  of  a  railroad  right  of  way,  or  depot  f^rrounds,'^ 

Which  was  heretofore,  on  March  21,  adopted. 
The  motion  prevailed  by  a  two-thirds  vote. 
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Whereupon,  Mr.  Sohlagenhaaf  moved  to  lay  amendment  No.  1 
fippn  the  table. 

The  motion  prevailed. 

Mr.  Orafta  offered  the  following  amendment: 

Amendment  "A." 

Amend  Senate  Bill  No.  137  by  insertiDfir  in  said  bill  after  the  word  ''vil- 
lage" in  line  sixteen  as  it  was  printed  in  the  Hoase,  the  following  words, 
viz.: 

Provided,  That  in  all  oases  of  petition  for  disconnection  of  territory  from 
•cities  or  villages  filed  within  two  years  after  the  organization  of  any  such  city 
or  village,  where  the  owners  of  said  lands  sought  to  be  disconnected  at  the 
time  such  city  or  village  was  organized,  did  not  sign  the  petition  for  the  or- 
ganization of  such  city  or  village,  and  where  the  area  of  such  city  or  village 
will  not  be  reduced  below  two  square  miles  in  the  case  of  a  city,  or  one 
«quare  mile  in  the  case  of  a  village,  by  such  disconnection,  then  upon  the 
presentation  of  any  such  petition  for  disconnection,  it  shall  be  mandatory 
upon  the  city  council  or  the  president  and  board  of  trustees  of  said  city  or 
village,  by  ordinance,  to  disconnect  the  territory  described  in  such  petition 
from  such  city  or  village  as  the  case  may  be. 

Mr.  Wilson  raised  the  point  of  order  that  said  amendment  was  out 
of  order,  for  the  reason  that  the  rules  had  been  suspended  for  a 
specific  purpose. 

The  Chair  held  the  point  of  ord^r  not  well  taken  for  the  reason 
that  said  Senate  Bill  No.  187  had  been  recalled  to  the  order  of  second 
xeading, 

Whereupon,  Mr.  Wilson  moved  to  lay  the  foregoing  amendment 
on  the  table. 

The  motion  prevailed. 

And  the  amendment  offered  by  Mr.  Crafts  was  ordered  to  lie  upon 
the  table. 

Mr.  Craig  offered  the  following  amendment: 

"Amendment  "B." 

Amend  the  printed  bill  by  adding  after  the  word  ''paid"  in  the  twenty-first 
line  of  the  first  section  thereof  the  following: 

*'And  further  provided,  however,  that  no  lands  or  territory  shall  be  discon- 
nected frotn  any  municipality,  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  which 
shall  have  been  donated  to  or  used  by  any  railroad  company  for  right-of-way 
or  depot  grounds  in  such  municipality,  or  which  shall  have  been  donated  to 
or  is  used  by  any  manufacturing  or  mining  corporation,  as  a  location  in  such 
municipality  for  its  manufacturing  plant. 

Pending  discussion,  Mr.  Allen  moved  to  lay  the  foregoing  amend- 
ment on  the  table. 

The  motion  prevailed. 

And  the  amendment  offered  by  Mr.  Craig  was  ordered  to  lie  upon 
the  table. 
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Mr.  Craig  offered  the  following  amendment  and  moved  its  adop- 
tion: 

Amendment  *'C.'^ 

Amend  Senate  Bill  No.  137,  as  same  was  read  in  the  House  hy  insertinff 
therein  after  line  21,  in  section  1  of  said  bill  the  words  following: :  ^^Pnmd^ 
furtlier,  that  in  case  of  the  refusal  of  any  city,  council  or  board  of  trustees  to 
disconnect  such  territory  the  petitioners  or  any  of  the  land  owners  of  the  ter- 
ritory soueht  to  be  disconnected,  may  appeal  from  the  decision  of  sucli  city, 
council  or  Doard  of  trustees  to  the  county  board  of  the  county  in  which  such 
city  or  village  is  situated. 

The  president  of  such  board  shall  notify  the  parties  to  such  appeal  of  the 
time  and  place  of  hearins:  same,  and  either  party  ma^  appear  at  such  hearing^ 
and  submit  evidence,  and  show  reasons  for  and  ajg^ainst  such  proposed  dis* 
connection  and  said. county  board  may,  by  resolution,  disconnect  such  terri- 
tory or  refuse  so  to  do. 

The  resolution  adopted  by  a  majority  of  such  board  shall  be  filed  in  the 
office  of  the  clerk  of  such  city  or  village,  and  shall  be  a  final  decision  as  ta 
such  disconnection,  and  no  further  petition  therefor  shall  be  allowed  for  five 
years. 

Thereupon,  Mr.  Heffeman  moved  to  lay  the  foregoing  amendment 
upon  the  table. 

A  division  of  the  House  being  bad,  it  was  decided  in  the  affirma* 
tive  by  the  following  vote:    Teas,  91;  nays,  15. 

And  the  amendment  offered  by  Craig  was  ordered  to  lie  upon  the 
table. 

There  being  no  further  amendments,  the  bill,  Senate  Bill  No.  137* 
was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

Mr.  Chamberlin  moved  to  suspend 'the  rules  for  the  purpose  of 
making  Senate  Bill  No.  137  a  special  order  for  next  Wednesday,. 
April  17,  1901, 

And  the  motion  was  lost. 

At  the  hour  of  12:05  o'clock  p.  m.,  Mr.  Johnston  moved  that  the 
House  do  now  take  a  recess  until  5  o'clock  p.  m. 

And  the  motion  prevailed. 

At  the  hour  of  5  o^clock  p.  m.,  the  House  resumed  its  session. 

The  Speaker  in  the  chair. 

The  hour  having  arrived,  the  time  heretofore  fixed  for  the  speeiel 
consideration  of  House  Bill  No.  160,  in  the  order  of  third  reading.

There  being  no  further  amendments,  the  foregoing  amendments 
were  ordered  printed  and  the  bill,  as  amended,  engrossed  for  a  third 
reading.

Para^aph  6.  The  General  Assembly  shall  apportion  the  State  every  ten 
years,  beginning  with  the  year  1871,  by  dividing  the  population  of  the  state 
as  ascertamed  by  the  federal  census,  by  the  number  61,  and  the  quotient 
shall  be  the  ratio  of  representation  in  the  Senate.  The  State  shall  be  divided 
into  51  senatorial  districts,  each  of  which  shall  elect  one  senator,  whose  term 
of  office  shall  be  four  years.  The  senators  elected  in  the  year  of  our  Lord 
1872,  in  districts  bearing  odd  numbers,  shall  vacate  their  offices  at  the  end  of 
two  years,  and  those  elected  in  districts  bearing  even  numbers,  at  the  end  of 
four  years;  and  vacancies  occuring  at  the  expiration  of  term,  shall  be  filled 
by  the  election  of  senators  for  the  full  term.  Senatorial  districts  shall  be 
formed  of  contiguous  and  compact  territory,  bounded  by  county  lines,  and 
contain  as  nearly  as  practicable,  an  equal  number  of  inhabitants;  but  no 
district  shall  contain  less  than  four-fifths  of  the  senatorial  ratio.  Counties

Hoiiae,  Chieago,  and  held  sessions  covering  a  period  of  four  days.  Testimony 
was  heard  from  60  witnesses,  who  complained  of  fraud  on  the  part  of  private 
employment  agencies  in  the  city  of  Chicago.  Testimony  was  also  heard  by 
persons  representing:  20  employment  afirencies  in  Chicago. 

Tear  committee  also  visited  the  three  free  emplojrment  asrencies  locate  d  in 
Chieago  and  examined  the  books  and  heard  the  testimony  of  the  superinten- 
dents. 

Your  committee  finds  from  the  evidence  that  the  private  employment 
igeneies  are  doing  business  contrary  to  law. 

That  the  license  fee  due  the  State  under  section  10  of  the  labor  act  has  not 
been  paid,  that  there  are  96  agencies  in  Chioagro,  only  one  of  which  has  paid 
a  lieense,  that  several  of  the  agencies  fraudulently  advertised  positions  for 
which  they  have  no  request  ana  depend  upon  canvassing:  for  the  particular 
poBitioa  among:  the  business  firms,  after  the  applicant  has  answerea  the  ad- 
vertisement and  paid  his  registration  fee. 

An  instance  of  this  is  the  M.  J.  Stroup  ag:ency,  located  199  Clark  st.,  Chi- 
eaf^o,  whose  bookkeeper  admitted  that  his  ag:ency  received  fifteen  applications 
^ly,  at  |2  each  in  advance,  and  called  a  registration  fee;  that  his  agency 
bad  been  in  business  for  four  years,  and  also  admitted  that  it  was  impossible 
for  him  to  give  the  name  of  more  than  one  man  who  had  secured  a  position 
during  that  time,  with  the  name  of  the  employer  and  his  place  of  business. 

Stroup,  who  was  subpoenaed,  left  town  and  we  were  unable  to  inspect  his 
bookk 

The  committee  find  that  the  free  employment  agencies  are  doing  a  good 
work  for  the  poor  people,  who  are  much  benefited  by  this  institution,  and 
that  much  more  could  be  accomplished,  if  the  agencies  had  sufficient  funds 
tofnpoperly  advertise  the  positions  to  be  filled,  and  to  secure  from  the  large 
buiness  houses  lists  of  help  wanted. 

The  committee  desires  to  recommend  further  that  section  10  of  the  act  re- 
htiog  to  employment  agencies  be  amended  so  as  to  prevent  the  acceptance 
of  an  advance  fee  or  registration  fee,  this  being  the  cause  of  nearly  all  the 
complaints. 

In  many  eases  the  husband  with  a  large  family,  borrowed  the  money  or 
^ued  his  last  dollar  on  the  promise  of  securing  a  position,  which,  after  months 
•f  weary  waiting,  failed  to  materialize. 
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The  Gommittee  desires  to  recommend  further,  that  an  attorney  be  appoint 
by  the  Governor  to  enforce  the  collection  of  the  license  fees  now  mm 
State,  with  power  to  prosecute  complaints  that  may  be  made  ai^ainst 
private  employment  agencies.

No- 
cost  or  expense  shall  be  chargeable  to  the  defendant  unless  he  shall 
refuse  to  turn  over  to  the  creditor  the  amount  due  him  above  that  herein 
exempted,  upon  such  written  demand:  Andprovided,  further,  said  notice  shall 
be  filed  with  the  justice  or  clerk  of  the  court  at  the  time  summons  is  issued 
and  a  cop^  of  the  same  delivered  to  the  defendant  with  the  summons:  Fto- 
videdf  further,  that  any  judgment  being  rendered  without  said  notice  being 
served  upon  the  defendant  shall  be  void,  and  any  constable  or  other  officer 
serving  any  execution  or  garnishee  process  without  such  notice  being  first 
served,  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  twenty-five  dollars  ($25).  Tue  excess  of 
wages  shall  be  held  by  the  employer,  subject  to  garnishment  by  the  creditor 
serving  demand,  for  five  days  after  such  service  of  demand. 

Section  2.    All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  herewith  are  hereby  re- 
pealed.

Amendment  No.  1. 

Amend  by  striking  out  all  after  the  enacting  clause  and  insert  the  following: 

"That  sections  one  (1)  and  two  (2)  of  an  act  entitled,  'An  act  to  authorize 
the  judges  of  the  circuit  courts  to  appoint  shorthand  reporters  for  the  taking 
and  preservation  of  evidence,  and  to  provide  for  the  compensation,  approved 
May  31, 1887,  in  force  July  1, 1887,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  amended  so 
as  to  read  as  follows: 

"Section  1.  That  the  several  judgres  of  the  circuit  courts  of  this  State  be, 
and  are  herebv,  authorized  to  appoint  a  shorthand  reporter  for  their  respec- 
tive courts,  whose  duty  shall  be  as  hereinafter  specified.  The  reporter^  so 
appointed  shall  hold  his  position  during  the  pleasure  of  the  judffe  appointing 
him ;  not,  however,  to  extend  beyond  the  time  the  judges  maKing  such  ap- 
pointment, shall  be  elected  for:  Provided,  however ,  that  in  case  of  the 
absence  or  disability  of  the  reporter  so  appointed,  the  presiding  judge  mav 
appoint  any  other  reporter  to  act  in  his  place  during  the  absence  or  disabii* 
ity:  And,  provided  further,  that  in  counties  having:  a  population  of  one 
hundred  thousand  inhabitants  or  more,  there  shall  not  oe  appointed  any 
official  reporters,  by  any  judge  of  said  county,  unless  said  judge  shall  be 
authorized  by  the  county  board  of  commissioners,  or  board  of  supervisors, 
as  the  case  may  be,  to  make  such  appointment,  and  their  salary  or  per  diem 
fixed  by  said  board  of  commissioners,  or  board  of  supervisors,  before  ap- 
pointed." 
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"Section  2.  The  said  reporter  shall  caase  fnll  phonographic  notes  of  the 
evidence  in  all  trials  in  the  court  for  which  he  is' so  appointed,  to  be  taken 
down,  and  one  transcript  of  the  same,  if  desired  by  either  party  to  the  suit, 
or  by  their  attorney,  or  by  the  jad^e  of  the  court,  to  be  forthwith  correctly 
made  and  furnished  to  the  party  so  desiring  it.  The  compensation  of  the  re- 
porter for  taking  such  phonographic  notes  shall  be  fixed  by  the  judge  ap- 
pointing him,  at  any  sum  not  exceeding  five  dollars  per  day.  The  presiding 
judge  of  the  court  shall  furnish  to  said  reporter,  at  the  close  of  each  term  of 
court,  a  certificate  showing  the  amount  per  diem  due  him,  and  upon  presen- 
tation to  the  county  treasurer  of  such  count v,  he  shall  pay  the  same  out  of 
any  funds  of  such  county  in  his  hands.  Saia  reporters  shall  be  allowed  to 
charge  not  to  exceed  fifteeo  cents  per  one  hundred  words  for  making  tran- 
scripts of  said  shorthand  notes,  to  be  paid  in  the  first  instance  by  the  party 
on  whose  behalf  such  transcript  is  ordered,  and  allowed  and  taxed  as  costs  in 
the  suit,  and  the  transcript  when  so  paid  by  the  party  ordering  it,  and  the 
charges  for  the  same  shall  be  taxed  as  coses,  the  same  shall  be  filed  and  re- 
main with  the  papers  in  the  case.  Provided^  however,  that  when  the  judge  try- 
ing the  cause  shall,  of  his  own  motion,  order  a  transcript  of  said  shorthand- 
notes  as  hereinbefore  provided,  he  may  direct  the  payment  of  the  charges 
therefor,  and  taxation  of  the  same  as  costs,  in  such  manner  as  to  him  may  seem 
just:  Provided,  always,  that  the  charges  for  making  but  one  transcript  may 
be  taxed  as  costs,  the  party  first  ordering  the  transcript  shall  have  the  pre- 
ference, unless  it  shall  be  otherwise  ordered  by  the  court:  Provided,  further, 
that  in  counties  having  a  population  of  one  hundred  and  twenty- five  thou- 
sand, or  more,  that  when  the  presiding  judge  in  any  circuit  court  in  this 
State,  or  the  superior  court  of  Cook  county,  shall  refer  a  cause  to  a  master  in 
chancerv,  to  hear  the  evidence  and  report  the  same,  the  master  may  designate 
one  of  the  official  reporters  of  said  court  or  some  other  reporter,  to  cause  fall 
phonographic  notes  of  all  the  evidence  offered,  to  be  taken  down,  and  to 
make  a  complete  transcript  of  the  same,  together  with  all  the  proceedings 
then  and  there  had  before  said  master,  and  the  master  may  incorporate  said 
transcript  in  his  report:  Provided,  however,  that  the  only  compensation  al- 
lowed said  reporter  shall  be  the  charges  allowed  in  the  foregoing  section  for 
making  up  such  transcript  of  said  shorthand  notes,  to  be  paid  in  the  first  in- 
stance oy  the  party  on  wnose  behalf  such  testimony  is  introduced,  and  al- 
lowed and  taxed  as  costs  to  abide  the  final  result  of  the  suit." 

Mr.  Bundy  offered  the  following  as  an  amendment  to  amendment 
No.l. 

Amend  Senate  Bill  62  by  striking  out  of  line  '11,  section  2,  of  the  printed 
bill  the  word  * 'fifteen,"  and  insert  in  lieu  theraot  the  word  ''ten."

Substitute  fob  House  Joint  Resolution  No.  22. 

Beaohed,  by  the  House  of  Bepresentatives^  the  Senate  concurring  herein^  That 
here  shall  be  submitted  to  the  voters  of  this  State  at  the  next  election  of 
lembers  of  the  General  Assembly,  a  proposition  to  amend  Article  lY  of  the 
onstitution  of  this  State  by  adding  thereto  anew  section,  to  be  known  as  sec- 
ion  34,  and  to  read  as  follows : 

Section  34.  The  General  Assembly  may  provide  for  the  consolidation  of  city, 
ounty,  township,  park  district,  sanitary  district  and  other  governmental  funo- 
Lons  or  a  part  thereof,  within  the  limits  of  the  city  of  Chicago  or  the  county  of 
Chicago,  hereinafter  provided  for,  or  any  part  thereof,  and  no  act  provicune 
or  or  amending  such  consolidation  scheme,  or  relating  to  the  governmental 
JEairs  of  the  city  of  Chicago,  or  such  county  of  Chici^o,  shall  be  held  invalid 
or  violating  any  provision  of  Article  X  of  this  constitution,  or  anj  provision 
»f  section  &  of  this  article,  relating  to  county,  township  or  municipal  affairs. 
}uch  consolidation  scheme  shall  provide  that  a  county  shall  be  formed  of  the 
erritory  comprising  the  present  city  of  Chicago  and  that  part  of  the  town- 
hip  of  Norwood  Park  which  was  formerly  a  part  of  the  township  of  Jeffer- 
on,  and  which  shall  be  known  as  the  county  of  Chica^,  and  shall  al8<»  pro- 
ide  for  courts  and  county  government,  and  for  fizme  the  county  seat  or 
leats  for  the  remainder  of  Cook  county,  as  in  the  case  of  new  counties,  by  a 
rote  of  the  legal  voters  thereof,  and  shall  provide  a  just  method  of  apportion- 
ng  the  debts  and  property  of  Cook  county  between  the  counties  constituted 
»r  affected.  Not  more  than  two  counties  shall  be  formed  from  such  remain- 
Dg;  territory.  Territonr  may  be  annexed  to  or  separated  from  said  county  of 
Chicago  in  the  method  provided  by  this  constitution  and  the  general  laws  of 
he  State,  irrespective  of  the  provisions  of  section  1  of  Article  X  of  this  con- 
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stitation :  Provided,  That  any  change  of  county  boandaries  in  violation  of 
said  section  shall  only  be  made  by  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  legal  voters 
of  the  remaining  portion  of  the  county  from  which  it  is  proposed  to  separate 
such  territory. 

No  act  providing  a  scheme  of  consolidation  hereunder  shall  take  effect 
until  submitted  to  a  vote  of  the  electors  of  said  Cook  county,  at  a  separate 
election  to  be  held  therefor,  and  ratified  by  a  majority  of  the  legal  voter» 
voting  thereon,  of  the  city  of  Chicago,  and  also  bv  a  like  majority  of  the 
legal  voters  voting  thereon  of  that  portion  of  Cook  county  outside  of  said 
city,  and  any  amendment  thereto  or  any  local  or  special  law  relating  to  the 
governmental  affairs  of  the  city  of  Chicago  or  of  the  county  of  Chicago,  shall 
be  ratified  by  a  majority  of  the  electors  voting  thereon  of  the  district  affected 
before  taking  effect.  Upon  the  taking  effect  of  a  scheme  of  consoUdatioa 
hereunder,  all  the  provisions  of  this  constitution  relating  to  Cook  county  shall 
be  deemed  to  apply  to  said  county  of  Chicago.  Until  otherwise  provided,  the 
affairs  of  Cook  county  shall  be  managed  as  now  provided  by  law. 

The  city  of  Chicafiro  may  be  allowed  to  become  indebted,  in  the  aggregate^ 
including  existing  indebtedness,  not  exceeding  five  per  centum  on  the  full 
value  01!  the  taxable  property  therein,  to  be  ascertained  by  the  last  assess- 
ment for  State  and  county  taxes,  previous  to  the  incurring  of  such  indebted- 
ness. 

The  authorities  of  such  city  or  county  of  Chicago  shall  not  be  given  power 
to  permit  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  any  district  where  such  sales  are 
prohibited  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  this  amendment. 

The  General  Assembly  may  provide  for  abolishing  the  offices  of  the  peace 
and  constable  within  the  city  of  Chicago  or  county  of  Chicago,  when  estab* 
lished,  and  for  the  substitution  therefor  of  other  courts  and  officers. 

And  respectfully  begs  leave  to  report  the  same  without  recom- 
mendation.

The  Chair  called  up  from  the  Speakers  table  the  following  resolu- 
tions relating  to  Constitutional  amendments,  which  were  read  by 
Clerk: 

House  Joint  Resolution  No.  15. 

Besolvedf  by  the  House  of  Bepreaentatives,  the  Senate  concurring  herein ^  That 
there  shall  be  submitted  to  the  voters  of  the  State,  at  the  next  election  of 
members  of  the  General  Assembly,  a  proposition  to  amend  the  constitution  of 
this  State  towit: 

Eesolved,  That  paragraph  six  (6)  of  article  LV  of  said  constitution  be 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Parafirraph  6.  The  General  Assembly  shall  apportion  the  State  every  ten 
years,  bef^inuing  with  the  year  1871,  by  dividing  the  population  of  the  State 
as  ascertained  by  the  federal  census,  by  the  number  51,  and  the  quotient 
shall  be  the  ratio  of  representation  in  the  Senate.  The  State  shall  be  divided 
into  51  senatorial  districts,  each  of  which  shall  elect  one  senator,  whose  term 
of  office  shall  be  four  years.  The  senators  elected  in  the  year  of  our  Lord 
1872,  in  districts  bearing  odd  numbers,  shall  vacate  their  omces  at  the  end  of 
two  years,  and  those  elected  in  districts  bearing;  even  numbers,  at  the  end  of 
four  years;  and  vacancies  occuring  at  the  expiration  of  term,  shall  be  filled 
by  the  election  of  senators  for  the  full  term.  Senatorial  districts  shall  be 
formed  of  contiguous  and  compact  territory,  bounded  by  county  lines,  and 
contain  as  nearly  as  practicable,  an  equal  number  of  inhabitants;  but  no 
district  shall  contain  less  than  four- fifths  of  the  senatorial  ratio.  Counties 
containing  not  less  than  the  ratio  and  three- fourths,  may  be  divided  into 
separate  districts,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  two  senators,  and  to  one  additional 
senator  for  each  number  of  inhabitants  equal  to  the  ratio  contained  by  such 
counties  in  excess  of  twice  the  number  of  said  ratio;  Provided,  that  no  county 
shall  be  entitled  to  more  than  one- third  of  the  entire  number  of  senators  or 
representatives. 

House  Joint  Resolution  No.  17. 

Resolved^  by  the  Uouae  of  Representatives,  the  Senate  concurring  herein:  That 
there  shall  be  submitted  to  the  voters  of  this  State,  at  the  next  election  for 
members  of  the  General  Assembly,  a  proposition  to  amend  the  constitution  of 
this  Sta^e,  to- wit: 

Resolved,  That  Article  nine  (9)  of  the  State  constitution  be  amended  by  add- 
ing thereto  an  additional  section,  to  be  known  as  section  fourteen  (14),  which 
additional  section  shall  read  as  follows,  viz. : 

Section  14.  The  General  Assembly  shall  abolish  the  State  Board  of  Equal- 
ization and  shall  provide  by  law  for  raising  the  revenue  required  to  be  raised 
by  taxation  for  State  purposes,  by  apportioning  the  same  to  the  different 
counties  of  the  State,  so  that  each  county  shall  pay  a  percentage  of  such  State 
taxes,  which  percentage  shall  be  ascertained  by  dividing  the  sum  of  the  gross 
revenue  for  the  preceding  calendar  year  of  each  county,  including  all  the  tax 
districts  within  the  county  by  the  sum  of  the  gross  revenue  of  all  the  tax  dis- 
tricts of  the  State  for  the  same  year. 

**Tax  district*^  as  used  in  this  section  means  a  political  subdivision  of  the 
State  having  a  board  of  assessors,  or  an  assessor  or  officer  authorized  to  assess 
property  1  herein  for  taxation  for  State,  county,  city,  village,  school,  highway 
or  any  other  purpose  whatever,  or  having  an  officer  or  officers  authorized  to 
sign  warrants  for  the  collection  of  taxes. 
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"Gross  revenue ''  as  used  in  this  section  means  the  total  sum  of  money  re-' 
<5eived  in  any  tax  district  for  public  purposes  and  the  value  at  the  rate  of 
commutation  allowed  by  law  for  work  performed  in  the  tax  district  for  public 
pur^ses  without  compensation  under  the  requirement  of  law.  But  it  does 
not  include  assessments  for  local  improvements,  money  borrowed,  money  re- 
<5eived  as  interest  on  any  obligation  of  the  tax  district  or  a  part  thereof  owned 
by  said  district  or  a  part  thereof,  or  held  in  trust  by*  it  by  any  board  or  officer, 
OT  so  much  of  the  revenue  from  sales  to  private  users  of  water,  gas,  electricity 
or  other  industrial  service  as  represents  the  cost  thereof. 

The  General  Assembly  may  by  law  provide  for  local  option  in  taxation  in 
«ach  county  by  the  affirmative  votes  of  a  majority  of  the  electors  thereof, 
provided  that  all  taxation  shall  be  uniform  as  to  the  class  of  property  and  per- 
sons against  which  it  is  to  be  levied. 

House  Joint  Resolution  No.  19. 

Whereas,  The  provisions  of  the  constitution  of  this  State  are,  in  many  re- 
spects, inadequate  to  the  present  and  prospective  needs  of  the  people;  and. 

Whereas,  The  change  in  the  situation  of  the  city  of  Chicago  make  legisla- 
tion adapted  to  it  alone  imperative  to  the  good  government  of  that  munici- 
pality, such  legislation  being  inexpedient  for  cities  of  less  population;  and. 

Whereas,  A  large  number  of  proposed  amendments  has  been  or  is  likely 
to  be  offered  at  this  session;  and, 

Whereas,  By  its  provisions  it  is  not  possible  to  submit  to  the  people,  a 
proposition  to  amend  more  than  one  article  of  the  constitution  at  the  same 
time;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  by  the  House  of  Bepresentatives,  the  Senate  concurring  herein,  That 
a  convention  is  necessary  to  revise,  alter  or  amend  the  constitution  of  this 
State,  and  that  the  question  of  the  calling  of  such  constitutional  convention 
shall  be  submitted  to  the  electors  of  this  State  at  the  next  general  election,  as 
provided  in  article  fourteen  (14)  of  the  present  constitution. 

House  Joint  Resolution  No.  22. 

Eesolved,  By  the  House  of  Representatives,  the  Senate  concurring  herein, 
That  there  shall  be  submitted  to  the  voters  of  this  State  at  the  next  election 
of  members  of  the  General  Assembly  a  proposition  to  so  amend  the  seventh  sec- 
tion of  the  tenth  article  of  the  constitution  of  this  State,  that  the  same  shall 
read  as  follows : 

Section  7.  The  General  Assembler  may  provide  for  the  consolidation  of 
city,  county  and  township  park  district,  sanitary  district  and  other  govern- 
mental functions,  or  a  part  thereof,  within  the  limits  of  the  city  of  Cnicago, 
or  Cook  county  or  any  part  thereof,  and  no  act  providing  for  or  amending 
such  consolidation  scheme,  or  relating  to  the  governmental  affairs  of  the  city 
of  Chicago,  or  the  county  of  Chicago  nereinafter  named,  shall  be  held  invalid 
for  violating  any  provision  of  this  article,  or  any  provision  of  section  22  of 
article  IV  oi  this  constitution  relating  to  county,  township  or  municipal  af- 
fairs. Such  consolidation  scheme  shall  provide  that  a  county  shall  be  formed 
within  which  shall  be  the  territory  comprising  the  present  or  future  limits  of 
the  city  of  Chicago,  and  which  shall  be  Known  as  the  county  of  Chicago,  and 
shall  also  provide  for  courts  and  county  government  for  the  remainder  of 
Cook  county,  as  in  the  case  of  new  counties,  and  shall  provide  a  just  method 
of  apportioning  the  debts  and  property  of  Cook  county  between  the  counties 
constituted  or  affected. 

Not  more  than  two  counties  shall  be  formed  from  such  remaining  territory, 
and  it  may  be  provided  that  the  courts  of  record  and  county  offices  of  such 
new  county  or  counties  shall  be  located  within  the  city  of  Chicago. 

No  act  providing  a  scheme  of  consolidation  hereunder  shall  take  effect  un- 
til submitted  to  the  vote  of  the  electors  of  said  Cook  county  at  a  separate 
election  to  be  held  therefor,  and  ratified  by  a  majority  of  the  legal  voters 
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votiDfif  thereon,  of  the  city  of  Chicafro,  and  also  by  a  like  ma jonty  of  the  legsl 
voters  votins:  tnereon  of  that  portion  of  Cook  county  outside  of  said  city,  and 
any  amendment  thereto  shall  oe  ratified  by  a  majority  of  the  electors  Totio? 
thereon  of  the  district  affected  before  taking:  effect. 

Upon  the  taking:  effect  of  a  scheme  of  consolidation  hereunder,  all  the  pro- 
visions of  this  constitution  relating  to  Cook  county,  shall  be  deemed  to  ap* 
ply  to  said  county  of  Chicacro.  The  city  of  Chicagro  may  be  allowed  to  be- 
come indebted  in  the  afCfrreffate,  includinj?  existing  indebtedness,  not  exceed- 
ing: five  per  centum  on  the  full  value  of  the  taxable  property  thereiD,  to  be 
ascertained  by  the  last  assessment  for  State  and  county  taxes,  previous  to 
the  incurring:  of  such  indebtedness. 

The  authorities  of  such  city  or  county  of  Chicaffo  shall  not  be  given  power 
to  permit  the  sale  of  intoxicating:  liquors  in  any  district  where  such  sales  are 
prohibited  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  this  amendment. 

Tiie  General  Assembly  ma^  provide  for  abolishing:  the  offices  of  justice  of 
the  peace  and  constable  within  the  city  of  Chicag:o  or  the  county  of  Chicago 
when  established  and  for  the  substitution  therefor  of  other  courts  and  officers 
to  be  elected  or  appointed  as  may  be  provided  by  law. 

House  Joint  Resolution  No.  23. 

Besolved  by  the  House  of  Bepresentatives^  the  Senate  concurring  herein:  That 
there  shall  be  submitted  to  tne  voters  of  this  State  at  the  next  election  of 
members  of  the  General  Assembly,  a  proposition  to  amend  article  IV  of  the 
Constitution  of  this  State  by  adding:  thereto  a  new  section  to  be  known  as 
section  34,  and  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  34.  The  General  Assembly  may  provide  for  the  consolidation  of 
of  city,  county,  township,  park  district,  sanitary  district  and  other  eoyem- 
mental  functions,  or  a  part  thereof,  within  the  limits  of  the  city  of  Chicago 
or  the  county  of  Chicag:o,  hereinafter  provided  for^  or  any  part  thereof,  and 
no  act  providing  for  or  amending:  such  consolidation  scheme,  or  relating  to 
the  e:overnmental  affairs  of  the  city  of  Chica^,  or  such  countv  of  ChicagOr 
shall  be  held  invalid  for  violating:  any  provision  of  article  X  of  this  Consti- 
tution, or  any  provision  of  section  22  of  this  article,  relating:  to  county, 
township  or  municipal  affairs.  Such  consolidation  scheme  shall  provide  that 
a  county  shall  be  formed  of  the  territory  comprising:  the  present  city  of 
Chicagro  and  that  part  of  the  township  of  Norwood  Park,  which  was  formeriy 
a  part  of  the  township  of  Jefferson,  and  which  shall  be  Known  as  the  county 
of  Chicago,  and  shall  also  provide  for  courts  and  county  government,  and  for 
fixing  the  coanty  seat  or  seats  for  the  remainder  of  Cook  county,  as  in  the 
case  of  new  counties,  by  a  vote  of  the  legal  voters  thereof,  and  shall  provide 
a  just  method  of  apportioning  the  debts  aniproperty  of  Cook  county  between 
the  counties  constituted  or  affected. 

Not  more  than  two  counties  shall  be  formed  from  such  remaining  territory. 

Territory  may  be  annexed  to  or  separated  from  said  county  of  Chicago  in 
the  method  provided  by  this  constitution  and  the  general  laws  of  the  State, 
irrespective  of  the  provisions  of  section  1  of  article  X  of  this  constitution: 
Provided^  that  any  change  of  county  boundaries  ir  violation  of  said  section' 
shall  only  be  made  by  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  legal  voters  of  the  re- 
maining portion  of  the  county  from  which  it  is  proposed  to  separate  snek 
territory. 

No  act  providing  a  scheme  of  consolidation  hereunder  shall  take  effect 
until  submitted  to  the  vote  of  the  electors  of  said  Cook  coanty,  at  a  separate 
election  to  be  held  therefor,  and  ratified  by  a  majority  of  the  legal  ^^^ 
voting  thereon,  of  the  city  of  Chicago,  and  also  oy  a  like  majority  of  tM 
legal  voters  voting  thereon  of  that  portion  of  Cook  county  outside  of  saitf 
city,  and  any  amendment  thereto  or  any  local  or  special  law  relating  to^ 
governmental  affairs  of  the  city  of  Chicago  or  the  county  of  Chica^,  ^^'^ 
ratified  bv  a  majority  of  the  electors  voting  thereon  of  the  district  aseetedl 
before  taking  effect. 
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Upon  the  takingr  effect  of  a  scheme  of  consolidation  hereunder,  all  the  pro- 
vibions  of  this  constitution  relatinjg:  to  Cook  county  shall  be  deemed  to  applv 
to  said  eountv  of  Chicago.  Until  otherwise  provided,  the  affairs  of  Cook 
county  shall  be  managed  as  now  provided  by  law. 

The  city  of  Chicago  may  be  allowed  to  become  indebted,  in  the  aggregate^ 
including  existing  indebtedness,  not  exceeding  five  per  centum  on  the  full 
value  of  the  taxable  property  therin,  to  be  ascertained  oy  the  last  assessment 
for  State  and  county  taxes,  previous  to  the  incurring  of  such  indebtedness. 

The  authorities  of  such  city  or  county  of  Chicago  shall  not  be  given  power 
to  permit  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  any  oistrict  where  such  sales  are 
prohibited  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  this  amendment. 

The  General  Assembly  may  provide  for  abolishing  the  offices  of  justice  of 
the  peace  and  constable  within  the  city  of  Chicago  or  the  county  of  Chicago,- 
when  established,  and  for  the  substitution  therefor  of  other*  courts  ana 
officers. 

Mr.  Gray  moved  that  the  House  proceed  to  the  consideration  of 
the  foregoing  resolutions  relating  to  constitutional  revision. 

And  the  motion  prevailed. 

Mr.  Schlagenhauf  moved  that  the  House  resolve  itself  into  a  com- 
mittee of  the  whole  house,  for  the  purpose  of  considering  the  resolu- 
tions relating  to  constitutional  revision. 

And  the  motion  prevailed. 

Whereupon,  the  Speaker  called  to  the  chair  the  Honorable- 
Thomas  Rinaker,  who  called  the  Ck>mmittee  of  the  Whole  House  to 
order,  and  laid  before  the  committee.  House  Joint  Resolutions  Nos. 
15,  17,  19,  22  and  the  substitute  No.  23,  which  had  been  referred 
to  this  committee  for  consideration. 

After  discussion,  Mr.  Schlagenhauf  moved  that  the  Committee  of 
the  Whole  House  do  now  rise  and  report  progress  and  ask  leave  to 
sit  again. 

And  the  motion  prevailed. 

The  Speaker  again  called  the  House  to  order. 

Whereupon,  Mr.  Rinaker,  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  the. 
Whole  House  reported  that  the  committee  had  had  under  consider- 
ation the  various  resolutions  relating  to  constitutional  revision  and 
reports  progress  and  asks  leave  to  sit  again. 

Mr.  Crafts  offered  the  following  amendments  to  House  Joint  Re- 
solution No.  17 : 

Amend  House  Joint  Resolution  No.  17,  by  inserting  in  line  5  of  section  14,.

The  General  Assembly  shall  provide  by  law  that  property  may  be  exempted 
from  taxation  or  the  assessment  thereon  reduced  by  the  legislative  authorities' 
of  counties  or  cities,  such  exemption  or  reduction  of  assessment  shall  have 
uniform  operation  throughout  the  county  or  city  in  which  it  is  made,  and. 
shall  not  be  made  on  the  ground  of  ownership. 

All  other  sections  of  Article  IX  of  the  Constitution  shall  be  construed  ioi 
harmony  with  and  be  controlled  by  this  section. 
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And  the  amendments  were  ordered  printed  and  to  lie  npon  the 
Speaker's  table.

ef  by  all  courts  officers  and  authorities  from  the  date  of  the  filing  thereof, 
with  the  recorder  of  such  county.  The  rate  of  taxation  upon  the  portion  of 
the  territory  lying  in  any  such  adjoining  county  shall  be  ascertainea  and  cer- 
tified to  the  county  clerk  of  such  county  and  the  taxes  extended  and  collected 
in  like  manner  as  in  the  territory  situated  in  the  county  wherein  the  original 
sanitary  district  is  located,  and  when  collected  shall  be  paid  over  to  the 
proper  officer  of  such  sanitary  district  in  the  same  manner  as  taxes  collected 
in  such  districts." 

Amendment  No.  7. 

^'Section  5.  In  case  it  shall  be  necessary  to  construct  any  channel  so  as  to 
intersect  or  cross  the  Illinois  and  Michigan  canal,  this  same  shall  be  made  in 
such  manner  as  not  to  permanently  impair  the  usefulness  of  said  canal.  And 
the  board  of  trustees  of  said  sanitary  district  is  hereby  vested  with  authority 
to  construct  and  make  any  such  intersecting  channel  or  crossing,  as  afore- 
said." 

The  motion  prevailed, 

And,  amendments  Nos.  6  and  7,  were  ordered  to  lie  upon  the  table.

** Section  4.    The  said  land  ^ranted  hereunder  in  said  section  3  to  the  South 
Park    Commissioners    shall    be    used    for   the    following^    purposes:      For 
,park   and   boulevard    purposes   and    the    construction     and    maintenance 
thereou    of   public    buildings  for  a    museum    of    fine    arts    and    for   ex- 
>po8ition    purposes,    and  the     exhibition    of    works   of   manufacture,    art, 
science,  natural  history  and   products  of  the  land,  the   air  and  water:  and 
wherein  may  be  given  entertainments  and  such  exhibitions  as  are  properly  as- 
sociated with  expositions;  and  wherein  may  be  held  conventions  and  other 
meetings  of  a  public  character^  and  said  commissioners  are  authorized  to  per- 
mit any  corporation  or  association  to  improve  and  maintain  the  said  land  for 
the  purposes  hereinabove  specified;    but  it  shall   be  provided  that  when  the 
eost  of  said  improvements   shall   have  been   realized  from  the  net  revenues 
from  said  premises,  and  above  the  cost  of  administration  and  maintenance 
in  good  repair,  the  title  to   said  improvements  and  lands  shall  vest  in  the 
.*8outh  Park  Commissioners  or  its  successors. 

'*  Section  5.    In  case  the   land  herein  conveyed   in  said  section  3  shall  not 
»be  actually  devoted  to  the  purposes  specified  in  this  act  within  five  years 
rfrom  the  taking  effect  of  this  act,  the  said  land,  and  all  title  to  and  interest 
;in  the  same,  shall  vest  absolutely  in  the  South  Park  Commissioners  for  gen- 
eral park  purposes."

Senate  Joint  Resolution  No,  4. 

Resolved,  by  the  Senate ,  the  House  of  Representatives  concurring  herein,  That 
«tbere  shall  be  sabmitted  to  the  voters  of  the  State,  at  the  next  election  of 
members  of  the  General  Assembly,  a  proposition  to  amend  the  constitution  of 
this  State  to  wit: 

Resolved,  That  paragraph  six   (6)    of  article  IV  of  said  constitution   be 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Paragraph  6.    The  General  Assembly  shall  apportion  the  State  every  ten 

years,  bei^inning  with  the  year  1871,  by  dividing  the  population  of  the  Btato 

as  ascertained  by  the  federal  census,  by  the  number  51,   and  the  quotient 

•shall  be  the  ratio  of  representation  in  the  Senate.    The  State  shall  be  divided 

into  51  senatorial  districts,  each  of  which  shall  elect  one  senator,  whose  term 

-of  office  shall  be  four  years.    The  senators  elected  in  the  year  of  our  Lord 

1872,  in  districts  bearing  odd  numbers,  shall  vacate  their  offices  at  the  end  of 

two  years,  and  those  elected  in  districts  bearing  even  numbers,  at  the  end  of 

'four  years;  and  vacancies  occuring  at  the  expiration  of  term,  shall  be  filled 

by  the  election  of  senators  for  the  full  term.     Senatorial  districts  shall   be 

formed  of  contiguous  and  compact  territory,  bounded  by   county  lines,  and 

contain  as  nearly  as  practicable,  an  equal  number  of  inhabitants;    but  no 

'district  shall  contain  fcds  than  four-fifths  of  the  senatorial  ratio.     Counties 

•containing  not  less  than  the  ratio  and  three- fourths,  may  be  divided   into 

-separate  districts,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  two  senators,  and  to  one  additional 
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senator  for  each  number  of  inhabitants  eqaal  to  the  ratio  contained  by  such 
counties  in  excess  of  twice  the  number  of  said  ratio;  Provided^  that  no  such 
county  shall  be  entitled  to  more  than  one- third  of  the  entire  number  of  sen- 
ators or  representatives.

The  proposition  so  to  be  voted  for 
shall  DC  prepared  and  provided  for  that  purpose  in  the  same  manner  as  other 
ballots,  and  shall  be  substantially  in  the  following  form: 


For  the  adoptioii  of  tb«  proviBionB  of  an  Mt  settlns  apart  two  per  centmn 
of  moneyB  received  by  the  city  from  the  lleeBshiff  of  saloons  or 
dram-shops  for  a  pension  fond  for  disabled  members  of  the  polloe  and

'  If  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  number  of  votes  cast  in  said  city  at  the 
last  general  election  shall  be  voted  for  sach  proposition,  then  section  lA  of 
this  act  shall  be  declared  adopted  and  in  force  in  such  city.

«hall  be  dependent  upon  said  person  for  her  or  his  support  during  the  period 
of  said  confinement. " 

By  adding  section  5,  viz. : 

"It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  warden  of  the  penitentiary  where  prisoners 
under  this  act  are  confined,  to  keep  an  account  for  all  moneys  paid  for  the 
labor  of  such  prisoner,  and  once  every  three  months  turn  over  moneys  re- 
<seived  for  such  labor  to  the  county  court,  of  the  county  wherein  the  depend- 
ents reside,  to  be  applied  by  such  court  to  the  support  of  such  wife,  child  or 
children  in  such  manner  as  such  court  in  its  discretion  may  determine." 

By  adding  section  6,  viz. : 

"An  act  entitled,  'An  act  to  prevent  and  punish  abandonment  of  wife  or 
children  by  husband,'  approved  June  17,  1893,  in  force  July  1, 1893,  is  hereby 
repealed."

The  item  for  furnishing  buildings  shall  be  changed  to  read  from  ten  thou* 
sand  (10,000)  dollars  to  fifteen  thousand  (15,000)  dollars.

Mr.  Speaker: — 1  am  directed  to  inform  the  Honse  of  Representatives,  that 
the  Senate  has  concurred  with  the  House  in  the  adoption  of  their  amend- 
ments to  a  bill  of  the  following  title,  to- wit: 

Senate  Bill  No.  62, 

A  bill  for  '*An  act  to  amend  section  2  of  an  act  entitled,  *An  act  to  auth- 
orize the  judgfes  of  the  circuit  court  to  appoint  shorthand  reporters  for  the 
taking  and  preservation  of  evidence,  and  to  provide  for  their  compensation , 
approved  May  31,  A.  D.  1887,  in  force  July  1,  A.  D.  1887," 

Which  amendments  are  as  follows: 

Amendment  No.  1. 

Amend  by  striking  out  all  after  the  enacting  clause  and  insert  the  follow- 
ing: 

**That  sections  one  (1)  and  two  (2)  of  an  act  entitled  *An  act  to  authorize 
the  judges  of  the  circuit  courts  to  appoint  shorthand  reporters  for  the  taking 
and  preservation  of  evidence,  and  to  provide  for  their  compensation,'  ap- 
proved May  31,  1887,  in  force  July  1,  1887,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby, 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

"Section  1.  That  the  several  judges  of  the  circuit  courts  of  this  State  be, 
and  are  hereby,  authorized  to  appoint  a  shorthand  reporter  for  their  respective 
courts  whose  duty  shall  be  as  hereinafter  specified.  The  reporter  so  appointed 
shall  hold  his  position  during  the  pleasure  of  the  judge  appointjing  him;  not, 
however,  to  extend  beyond  the  time  the  judges  making  such  appointment, 
shall  be  elected  for:  Provided,  however,  that  in  case  of  the  absence  or  dis- 
ability of  the  reporter  so  appointed,  the  presiding  jud^e  may  appoinc  any 
other  reporter  to  act  in  his  place  during  his  absence  or  disability;    And,  pro^ 
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vided  further f  that  in  counties  having  a  population  of  one  hundred  thousand 
inhabitants  or  more,  there  shall  not  oe  appointed  any  official  reporters  by  any 
Judg^e  of  said  county,  unless  said  judge  shall  be  authorized  by  the  county 
board  of  commissioners,  or  board  of  supervisors,  as  the  case  may  be,  to  make 
such  appointment,  and  their  salary  or  per  diem  fixed  by  said  board  of  com- 
missioners, or  board  of  supervisors,  before  appointed.'' 

** Section  2.  The  said  reporter  shall  cause  full  phonographic  notes  of  the 
•evidence  in  all  trials  in  the  court  for  which  he  is  so  appointed,to  be  taken  down, 
and  one  transcript  of  the  same,  if  desired  by  either  party  to  the  suit,  or  by 
their  attorney,  or  by  the  judge  of  the  court,  to  be '  forthwith  correctly  made 
and  furnished  to  the  party  so  desiring  it.  The  compensation  of  the  reporter 
for  taking  such  phonographic  notes  shall  be  fixed  by  the  judge  appointing 
iiim,  at  any  sum  not  exceeding  five  dollars  per  day.  The  presiding  judge  ol 
the  court  shall  furnish  to  said  reporter,  at  the  close  of  each  term  of  court,  a 
•certificate  showing  the  amount  per  diem  due  him,  and  upon  presentation  to 
the  county  treasurer  of  such  county,  he  shall  pay  the  same  out  of  any  funds 
of  such  county  in  his  hands.  Said  reporters  shall  be  allowed  to  charge  not  to 
exceed  ten  cents  per  one  hundred  words  for  making  transcripts  of  said  short- 
hand notes,  to  be  paid  in  the  first  instance  by  the  party  on  wnose  behalf  such 
transcript  is  ordered,  and  allowed  and  taxed  as  costs  in  the  suit,  and  the 
transcript  when  so  paid  by  the  party  ordering  it,  and  the  charges  for  the 
same  shall  be  taxed  as  costs,  the  same  shall  be  filed  and  remain  with  the 
papers  in  the  case:  Provided,  however ^  that  when  the  judge  trying  the  cause 
«hall,  of  his  own  motion,  order  a  transcript  of  said  shorthand  notes  as  here- 
inbefore provided,  he  may  dii'oct  the  payment  of  the  charges  therefor,  and 
taxation  of  the  same  as  costs,  in  such  manner  as  to  him  may  seem  just: 
Provided,  always ,  that  the  charges  for  making  but  one  transcript  may  be  taxed 
.as  costs,  the  party  first  ordering  the  transcript  shall  have  the  preference, 
unless  it  shall  be  otherwise  ordered  by  the  court:  Provided,  further,  that  in 
•counties  having  a  population  -of  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  thousand  or 
more,  that  when  the  presiding  judge  in  any  circuit  court  in  this  State,  or  the 
superior  court  of  Cook  county,  shall  refer  a  cause  to  a  master  in  chancery, 
to  near  the  evidence  and  report  the  same,  the  master  shall  designate  one  or 
the  official  reporters  of  said  court,  or  some  other  reporter,  to  cause  full  phon- 
ographic notes  of  all  the  evidence  offered  to  be  taken  down,  and  to  make  a 
■complete  transcript  of  the  same,  together  with  all  the  proceedings  then  and 
there  had  before  said  master,  and  the  master  may  incorporate  said  tran- 
script in  his  report:  Provided,  however,  that  the  only  compensation  allowed 
«aid  reporter  shall  be  the  charges  allowed  in  the  foregoing  section  for  making 
up  such  transcript  of  said  shorthand  notes,  to  be  paid  m  the  first  instance 
by  the  party  on  whose  behalf  such  testimony  is  introduced,  and  allowed  and 
taxed  as  costs  to  abide  the  final  result  of  the  suit."

A  bill  for  **An  act  to  amend  section  one  (1)  of  an  act  entitled,  'An  act  to 
amend  an  act  for  the  relief  of  disabled  members  of  the  police  and  fire  depart- 
ments in  cities  and  villages,'  approved  May  24,  1877,  in  force  July  1,  1877, 
approved  May  10, 1879,  in  force  July  1, 1879,  as  amended  by  act  approved 
June  23,  1883,  in  force  July  1,  1883.'' 
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Which  amendments  are  as  follows: 

Amendment  No.  1. 

Section  lA.  In  any  city  of  over  10,000  inhabitants  where  it  shall  be  author- 
ized by  a  majority  vote  of  the  electors  of  such  municipality,  two  ner  centum 
of  all  moneys  received  from  licenses  for  the  keeping  of  saloons  or  dram  sho^s 
shall  be  also  set  apart  in  like  manner  for  the  tuna  above  mentioned  in  thia 
act. 

Section  IB.  The  electors  of  any  city  mav  adopt  the  provision  of  section 
lA  of  this  act  in  the  foUowinff  manner:  Whenever  20  per  cent  of  the  legal 
voters  of  such  incorporated  city  shall  petition  the*  city  clerk,  or  the  officer  or- 
officers  whose  duty  it  is  to  prepare  the  ballots,  to  submit  the  proposition  aa 
to  whether  such  city  shall  lulopt  the  provisions  of  section  lA  of  this  act,  then 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  ofBicer  to  submit  such  proposition  ac- 
cordingly at  the  next  succeeding  regular  city  election,  and  if  such  proposition 
is  not  adopted  at  such  election  the  same  may,  in  like  manner,  be  submitted 
at  any  regular  city  election  thereafter.  The  proposition  so  to  be  voted  for 
shall  be  prepared  and  provided  for  that  purpose  in  the  same  manner  as  other 
ballots,  and  shall  be  substantially  in  the  following  form: 


For  the  ftdoptlon  of  the  proyisions  of  an  act  aettlnv  apart  two  per  centum 
of  moneys  received  by  the  city  from  the  licentflnff  of  saloons  or 
dram-shops  for  a  pension  fund  for  disabled  members  of  the  police  and 
Are  department.. ^ 


If  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  number  of  votes  cast  in  said  city  at  the 
last  general  election  shall  be  voted  for  such  proposition^ then  section  lA  of 
this  act  shall  be  declared  adopted  and  in  force  in  such  city.
